SPURIOUS OHEOKS PLENTIFUL IN 
‘THE STOCOK-TARDS DISTRIOT. 


Business-Men Being Swindled by Young 
Crooks, Who First Steal Bank Checks 
and Then Pass Them on the Unwary= 

The Victims Do Not Complain, Fearing 
Retaliation by the Criminale=Two of 
the Gang Captured- Tricks That Are 
Dark Shrewdly Practiced. 


He isa bold man who will ask any of the 
small tradesmen in the Stock-Yards district 
to cash a check for him these days. Checks 
are not popular with the retail grocers and 
butchers or saloonmen in that part of the 
city any more. Two months ago any honest- 
appearing stranger who bought goods on 
Halsted street or Low or Union avenues could 
pay for them with a check and get the differ- 
ence in money. But it is not so now. Near- 
ly every tradesman in that district has been 
victimized by a gang of sharpers, two mem- 
bers of which, giving their names as Edward 
Grant and James Fitzgerald, were arrested 
yesterday and will nave a hearing before Jus- 
tice Wallace Jan. 17. 

Two months ago a book of checks on the 
Drovers’ National Bank was stolen from the 
office of the Webber-Thompson Live-Stock 
Commission company, at the Stock-Yards, 
and, according to statements made by the of- 
ficers of me bank to a reporter for Tu Tris- 
une, bardly a day has passed since then but 
from three to four of these checks drawn for 
amounts varying from $10 to $20 have been 
presented for payment and thrown out by the 
bank, but the forgers had no difficulty in in- 
ducing storekeepers to accept them. One of 
the victims is Herman E. Shroeder, a sa- 
loonkeeper at No. 2704 Lowe avenue. 
Mr. Schroeder had just moved into a 
new building and decided to mark the occa- 
sion with what gentlemen in his business call

man would think for a moment of 
one of them so poorls is the work done.” 

„How do these sharpers get the checks to 
operate with? 

They steal them from the offices of the 
commission men iu the yards, who are care- 
less and leave their check books where they 
can be got at. There are a lot of toughs who 
hang about watching for just such opportuni- 
ties. They get into an office on some pretext 
and if a check book is handy they wait for a 
chance to walk off with it or to tear out a lot 
of leaves from the back part, where they 
won't be missed for some time.“ 

When Grant and Fitzgerald was arrested by 
officers from the Thirty-fifth Street Station 
they were in company with Joseph Doheny, 
who lives on Low avenue, next door to Mr. 
Schroeder’s place. Now, it happens that 
Schroeder and Doheny Sr. own property to- 
gether, and as the young man declared sol- 
emnly he didn’t know a thing about the bad 
checks Mr. Schroeder considerately went on 
his bond in the sum of $1,000 to save him 
from going to jail. Grant and Fitzgerald 
were not so fortunate and are locked up in 
default of being able to give bonds for $600 
and $1,200 respectively. Schroeder is now 
wondering whether he did a wise thing in 
bailing young Doheny, and yesterday an- 
nounced his intention of dropping the role of 
bondsman if the accused is held to the grand 


jury.

PALL OF BLACK SNOW IN INDIANA. 


One Expert Pronounces It te Be Star or 


From all parts of Indiana tonight are coming 
in reports of a singular fall of biack snow 
that covers to the depth of from one thirty- 
second to one-half inch the eight to ten inches 
of snow under which this State 1s buried. 
Years ago there was a similar phenomenon 
in Indiana, and it was explained as a meteoric 
deposit. In this city this morning 
the coat was observed, but it is of a dusty 
brown color and not black or gray as some 
reports make it. In some places here the de- 
posit is one-quarter of an inch thick. As the 
ground has been covered with snow for two 
days all over Indiana it is apparent that the 
dust must have been carried many bundred 
miles from the West. The dispatches detail- 
ing the occurrence are from all quarters of 
the State, so that the fall must have been gen- 
eral. At Greencastle it is described as one- 
half inch thick. At Spencer it is one-thirty- 
second of an inch, at Sheibyville it is one- 
eighth of an inch, at Wabash and Fort Wayne 
it was thick enough to be scraped up by the 
handful. Down near the Ohio River it is as 
heavy asin this part of the State. The phe 
nomenon has caused much speculation here, 
where various explanations are offered. City 
Chemist Hurty pronounced it star or meteoric 
dust. Several examinations have been made, 
but no analyses. Another expert who raked 
up several ounces of the deposit says it is ap- 
parently pure rich soil split into particles fine 
as dust. It is gritty, but contains little sand. 
The last storm of this sort in this section de- 
posited a similar coat, but at that time it was 
red or reddish brown, and by some was 
claimed to be not a mineral but an animal 
deposit, spoken of in some places asa red 
bug, almost microscopic in character.

Itcameto the front immediately 
upon the assembling of the Legislature and, 
upon adjournment today, was under 
discussion in the House. During the

POSTOFFPIOE OOMMITTEE. 


The Pennsylvania Agent Tells Mayor Hop- 


kins He Has No Power to Issue the Re- 


quested Transportation to Washington, 


and His Honor Thereupon Withdraws 


the City Police from the Union Depot= 
The Matter Is Finally Fixed Up and 
the Committee Departs. 


It is an open question whether Mayor Hop- 
kins, Postmaster Hesing, ex-Judge Shope, 
and Owen PF. Aldis, who started for Washing- 
ton at 5 o'clock yesterday on the Pennsy!- 
vania limited, rode on passes or not. At any 
rate the Pennsylvania railroad company’s 
depot and stations were not guarded yesterday 
by city police officers as they have been in 
the past. The latter state of affairs is due to 
the refusal of the railroad company to honor 
a request for passes for the committee made 
by Mayor Hopkins. Yesterday, after suffer- 
ing the absence of the police for two days, 
Passenger Agent Richardson went over to 
call on the Mayor and attempted to pacify 
him. His mission was not altogether success- 
ful, for the Mayor just before leaving de- 
clared he still felt he had been snubbed 
and through him the City of Chicago. Later 
it was reported that atthe last moment the 
Mayor and his committee had accepted the 
proffered passes. One of the rules 
of the road, however, is that no passes 
are good on the limited train on which the 
party left Chicago. 

Mr. Hopkirs and his three companions are 
going to Washington to geta new Postoffice 
for Chicago, and he felt all the moré aggrieved 
because the errand was of such a public 
nature. The removal of the police officers 
was his way of getting evea with the company. 

The police officers were removed Friday by 
order of Chief Brennan of the Police Depart- 
ment. When the Chief wasasked about the 
removal he simply said he had done it at the 
order of the Mayor. 

What the Mayor Says, 

“The company did snub me in the matter 
of transportation,“ the Mayor said yesterday. 
“They refused to grant transportation to 
Washington for myself and the committee 
that is gomg down to get a vote on the Me- 
Gann bill for a new postoffice, Day before 
yesterday I wrote a letter to the Gen-

„ Melville E. Stone, Owen F. Aldis, 
Postmaster Hesing, and J udge Shope. I re- 
ceived an answer in which it was stated that 
there was no representative of the company 
in the city authorized to issue it and that a 
letter would have to be sent to Pittsburg 
before it could be issued. en I re. 
ceived this I sent word to the agent 
to the effect that Chicago is quite a 
city and that I believo it a city large enough 
to have a representative of the Pennsylvania 
company who could attend to matters of this 
kind. I felt that since it was not a personal 
matter for me, but one in which the entire 
City of Chicago is interested and one in which 
the railroads should have a far greater inter- 
est than uny citizen, it was an injustice, and 
therefore I ordered the Chief of Police to have 
all of the men taken away from the depot sta- 
tions and crossings of the Pennsylvania com- 


pany. 

“Citizens have been holding mass-meet- 
inge, and everybody is working hard to get 
the new postoffice. This committee is going 
to Washington to try and get the Commitee 
on Rules to agree to havea vote on the Me- 
Gann bill for the $4,000,000 appropriation 
for the new building. But when the railroad 
company was asked to furnish passes for 
this committee it refused. It has a great 
deal of pubiic spirit, but since Chicago can 
get nothing from it I decided that, for a time 
at least, the city would cease paying the po- 
lice officers for the sole benefit of the rail- 
road company. That is why the men were 
ordered away.” 

Yesterday Passenger Agent Richardson of 
the Pennsylvania vompany told the Mayor it 
was ali a mistake, and there had been no 
intention on his part to shub the Mayor or 
the members of the committee. He said he 
simply had not the power to issue the trans- 
portation, and for t reason alone had been 
compelled to deny the request. He came, he 
said, to try to 2 the Mayor and if possi- 
ble to secure restoration of the police 
officers at the depot and along the line of the 
road. The Mayor would give him no definite 
answer, and assured him the committee 
would be able to get transportation elsewhere 
or, if necessary, the members could pay their 
fare to Washington.

** Will the officers be sent back to the depot 
and to the crossings of the road?“ the Mayor 
was asked. 

„Well, that is not settled yet. I suppose, 
though, that we will have to give them pro- 
tection, and sooner or later we will have to 
put the men, or some of them, back.

The statement to the effect that the police 
officers were removed on account of the row 
between the company and the cabmen who 
have stands about the depot is denied by all 
of the city officials who pretend to know any- 
thing about it. Chief Brennan and the Mayor 
both said this bad nothing to do with it, and 
that the sole reason was the one stated by the 
Mayor. When asked about the committee’s 
visit to Washington, the Mayor said: 

„We go to consult the members of the 
Committeee on Ru es of the House, and we 
will ask them to allow a vote on the McGann 
bill at an early a date as possible. We will 
do all we can with the committee, for there 
it seems rests all of Chicago’s hopes for the 
new building. When shall we return? That 
is indefinite. I would like to say not until 
we get the appropriation, and that means the 
building, but I want to come back to Chicago 
soon. hile in the East I may also take an- 
other trip to New York for treatment for my 
throat.

GOOD TIME FOR POSTOFFICE ARGUMENTS, 


The Party in Power, Needing Votes, Will 
Listen to Reason. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—

The administration wants Repub- 
lican help in the near future to get through 
the House currency or revenue schemes, and 
hence will be loath to take action which looks 
like foreclosing on the interests of the West- 
ern metropolis. The administration must 
conciliate Republican members if it hopes 
to secure favorsin the next Congress, and 
hence the members of the minority in the 
present House, who are generally favorable 
to the new building, will be treated much 
more considerately than would be the case 
before the election. It is chiefly the Southern 
men who make trouble with appropriations 
for Northern buildings, but just now there is 


‘a spirit among the Northern Democrats 


that they are going to have their 
own Way, economy or no economy. 
The failure. of the scheme to secure an 
appropriation for the New York appraisers 
warehouse by means ofa rider to the urgency 
deficiency bill in the Senate has materially 
improved Chicego’s chances, for now the 
New York men are deeply interested in the 
public building budget and wiil join hands 
with Chicago. The IIlinois Representatives 
are ready to receive a delegation of live Chi. 
cago business-men and will put them at work 
in the proper quarters as soon as they arrive.

Nebraska’s Commission Le ves It to the 
Rev. Lather Luddén. 

Lrxcoux, Neb., Jan. 12.— [Special. — There 
are numerous complaints from the drought 
districts that the State Commission, which 
has an enormous quantity of supplies on 
hand, is not sending it to the more isolated 
districts with sufficient rapidity to prevent 
suffering. The State Relief Commission as at 
present organized is not equal to the emer- 
gency. The entire burden of the stupendous 
task devolving upon that body is borne prac- 
tically on the shoulders of a single man, when 
in reality it would tax the best energies of 
half a dozen of the best business-men in the 
State. The Rev. Luther Ludden is a man of 
tremendous force, but he cannot possibly per- 
torm all the relief work, Although the commis- 
sion ostensibly bas a Treasurer Ludden has 
up tothis time been performing his func- 
tions. The Governor has been petitioned by 
hundreds of business-men to reorganize the 
commission in order that no destitute persons 
may starve. 

In the House today the subject discussed 
was how to aid the destitute. Conway. Chair- 
man of the special committee, reported bilis 
which had been considered and the House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
Lamborne bi. This provides that the coun- 
ties may issue bonds to the amount of 10 per 
cent of the assessed valuation, the proceeds to 
be used to provide grain for feed and seed.

‘THE LAND OOMMISSIONER. 


They Declare He Worked in Collusion with 
the Defaulting Treasurer Taylor to Hold 
Such School Fund It Is Charged He 
Retained the Apportionment Beyond 
the Legal Time=Tayior Thus Got Away 
with $90,000 He Wouldn’t Have Had 
Legislative Plans. 

Prerre, S. D., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—It 
never rains but it pours, The State officers 
who have for the last three days been para- 
lyzed over the flight and deſalcation of Treas- 
urer Taylor today are filled with consterna- 
tion at the revelations which every day is 
bringing forth. No attention is being paid to 
the iegislative proceedings. Even the mem- 


| bers spend little time in the chambers.’ An- 


other sensation comes to light which raises a 
greater storm even than the flight of the 
Treasurer or the possible conspiracy of cer- 
tain bondsmen to hold up the State for the 
cash and a release, This time another high 
public official is implicated and the evidence 
seems to be conclusive. 

It appears that the Commissioner of Public 
Lands, Col. Thomas H. Ruth, who by the way 
is at the head of the militia of the State, has 
acted in gross violation of the statute and has 
thereby cost the State more than $100,000. 
It is feit to be certain, moreover, that he has 
been an accomplice of Tayior in diverting 
the public funds to his own private uses, and 
that he is equally lia dle. 

S le of Schoo! Lands. 

The Commissioner of Public Lands has con- 
trol of all the school lands in the State. When 
South Dakota was admitted into the union it 
was granted 3,000,000 acres by the General 
Government as a school allotment. This 
land cannot be sold for less than $10 an acre, 
and each year the Commissioner offers it for 
sale on an  appraisement 
makes. No land is sold for less 
thun the appraisement, but particularly 
in the more populous counties very large 
sums are realized. This office handles hun- 
dreis of thousands in this way, and when the 
money is received from the sa:eit is divided 
among the various committees and is by 
them loaned un approv d security. The in- 
terest on these loans and also the interest on 
the deferred payments on the land sales is di 
vided among ne schools of the State in pro- 
portion to the school population. The fund 
has grown so large that from $100,000 to 
$200,000 is divided. A statute provides 
that the appraisement shall be ma de June 15 
and Nov. 15 oi each year. The State Treas- 
urer has the custody of the money but the 
Commissioner makes the distribution. 

It now appears both Commis-ioner Ruth 
aud Treasurer Taylor have been acting in 
concert for two years and they both used 
the funds for their own private benefit and 
both are concerned in the great loss which the 
public has sustained. The Legislature has 
ordered a thorough iuvestigation of the Com- 
missioner's office and it doubtless will find 
that there has been a widespread conspiracy 
covering a long time, The actual facts of the 
conspiracy between the Treasurer and the 
Commissioner are not genera ly known here, 
but the following story wili be brought out on 
the invest.gation which will take place at 
once: 

Rath, Taylor, and B die. 

Col. Buth, like Treasurer Taylor, is a 
banker, his bank being located a! De Smet, the 
county sedt of Kingsbury County. When the 
panic of 1893 came on there was on hand in 
the «chooi fund fuily $200,000, a large share 
of which was in the De Smet and tield 
banks. In common with other banks these 
two feit the press of the run, and they prof- 
ited by their use of thé State funds. Accor l- 
ing to the statute the apportionment ot the 
school funds shou.d ave been made 
June 165, and the schools in va- 
rious parts of the State were expecting 
it strenuously in view of the hard times and 
the slow collection of taxes, The regular 
thing would have been for the Commissioner 
to apportion the funds and send ne vouchers to 
the various count es before the Ist day oi July. 
Instead ot that Ruth left for Carmichael, Pu., 
his oid home. Time passed along and noth- 
ing was heard from the school fund. The 
counties began to clamor, They had nothing 
to pay their school expenses with. The County 
Auditors, who havethe loaning of the 
permanent fund, began to send in 
strong demands for the apportionment 
with vigorous statements that its distribution 
at that time would mean the relief of thou. 
sands of people who were struggling against 
the wave of depression just then devastating 
the entire country. The deputies in the Com- 
missioner’s office replied that Ruth being ab- 
sent nothing could be done. The pounding 
was terrific, but they were powerless. About 
this time Ruth sent a letter to Treasurer Tay- 
lor and also one to the Treasurer of Clay 
County and in some way mixed the envelupes, 


Let the Pepe Cla mor. 


This letter, which Public Examiner Myers 
stated to a number of officiais at the time he 
saw it, read substantially as follows: 

There seems to be a great pounding in the State 
over the holdug up of this State money. The 
only thing we can dois to let them pound. We 
have as much use for the money as anyone. | 
must have that 645.000. Don't let this money be 
apportioned until my return. 

This letter was returned by the Treasurer of 
Clay County, who showed it to several per- 
sons, but did not report it to the State offi- 
cialis. This is remarked as showing conc u- 
sively that Ruth and Taylor during ine panic 
were using the State money in their 
banks instead of distributing it to the peo- 
ple, where it belonged, The pounding.” 
however, became very hot and the deputy 
sent on the letters to Ruthin Pennsylvania. 
He finally, about Aug. 1, wrote his deputy 
instructing him to apportion the permanent 
fund, which amounted at that time to 897, 
000, and said there were in his drawers 
signed vouchers, In case there were not 
enuugh voucners the deputy was to send a 
new set to him for his ‘signature. Oualy 
two were found and the deputy sent him a 
new book. At this time Ruth's wite 
was sick and shortly died. The deputy 
had made the apportionment of the 
permanent fund and had notified the counties 
that their vouchers were ready. Not getting 
the money they continued their pounding, and 
Ruth wrote, between the death and funerai 
of his wife, that he would attend to the mat- 
ter in a fes days. He did not do so for three 
weeks and then wrote he had decided not to, 
writing to the county officials that no appor- 
tionment had been made because there was 
no fund on hand. At this time the fund 
amounted to about $300,000, 


Makes Payment to One County. 


In September the School Board of Sioux 
Falis begun suit to compel the payment of 
the money. and Ruth, having meanwnile re- 
turoed from ine East, became frightened and 
paid what was due to Minnehaha County, (ut 
none to the other counties, Finally, toward 
the last ot November, Ruth made the appor- 
tionment, which had been due five months 
before, but instead of also apportioning the 
569.700 which had been in the tund when 
tne deputy had «apportioned it in August, he 
distributed only $65,000, although there was 
at that time in the Treasury more than 8130. 
000. The Governor wrote to him, saying 
be was not complying with the law and 
ordering him to do so and pointing out that 
the peopie of the State in tlieir depressed con- 
dition needed all the money obtainabie, Ruth 
replied in an insuiting and impudent letter, 
in effect teliing the Governor it was none of 
bis business, and requesting him to 
keep out of the Land Office. The 
balance of the school money, which 
was constantly growing as te semi- 
annual interest was puid and the lands were 
sold, was thus kept in the Trea-ury until the 
foiiowing June, when a correct apportion- 
ment was made. By the hoidimg up of this 
money and the conversion of it to his own 
use and that of the Treasurer the State was 
put to a loss of at least $25,000. Ruth never 
bas made any erpiunation of jis action ex- 
cept to say that to draw out the money from 
the banks at that time of panic was to bring 
about a crash. 


Money Is Again Held Back. 


Now comes the remaining factor of the 
most important parts of the story. The last 
apvortionment was due Nov. 15 last and had 
the statute been obeyed the money wouid 
bave been paid then and the State would have 
saved $90,000. Ruth was again in Pennsyi- 
vania. Ihe deputy made out the schedule of 
the apportionment tne Sth and sent it 
to Ruth for his approval. There was 
at that time in the permanent fund

scheduie was returned as correct and the

ficials here that Ruth and Taylor were and 
had been from the panicky times of two 
years ago closely interested in the disposition 
of the public funds; that they were both using 
them for their own private profit, and that 
Ruth knowing that Taylor was short held 
back this last apportionment to the last day 
to allow the Treasurer to make a turn and to 
replenish the fund of the State. Had he dis. 
tributed the money at the time preseribed by 
the statute the vouchers would have been pre- 
sented and cashed before the end of Novem- 
ber and the school fund would have saved 
fully $90,000. 


NOW THEY’LL LOCK THE STABLE DOOR. 


South Dakota Salons Busy with Bills to 
Prevent S'mitar Occurrences, 

Punx, S. D., Jan. 12.—Whether the State 
succeeds in getting its money back from 
Wulter W. Taylor or not it has learned a valu- 
able lesson. There will be no more loose 
handling of money in the Treasurer’s office, 
Gov. Sneldon has perfected a bill which will 
correct much of the evil which the present in- 
cident has brought into prominence. The 
biil provides that hereafter the Treasurer 
shall keep a bank-book which will show dai’ 
the balance on hand and the banks in whic 
it is deposited, It also provides the Treasurer 
shall make a month.y report to the Governor, 
which shall show the amount of cash on hand, 
and shallaccompany it with certificates of 
deposit representing the cash. It is also pro- 
vided that the money cannot be checked out 
without the counters gu ofthe Auditor, Such 
a bi.l is likely to pass ut an early day. Hereto- 
fore the Treasurer held the entire custody of 
the funds, and he alone knew of their where. 
abouts. This custom put a too heavy a strain 
on the honesty of the officiai. There has been 
much gossip about the effect the defalcations 
would haveon the creditof the State, and 
many people have professed to believe that 
warrants would soon go toa heavy ciscount, 
possibly one-half, The State Auditor admits 
that unless some of the money can be recov- 
ered from Taylor or bis bondsmen, warrants 
now issued cannot be paid under two years, 
This wouid ordinarily cause a discount of a 
large amount. ‘Treasurer Phillips, however, 
authorizes the statement that after thirty days 
at the outside he will be able to take up all 
warrants in cash at par. He has financial re- 
sources of very large extent, and be will use 
all of them to maintain the credit of the State, 
Mr. Phillips is proving, in this emergency, a 
tower of strength to the State, and he has in- 
spired the greatest confidence in other offi- 
cials. He is known to huve been remarkably 
successful in handling the funds of Lawrence 
County, and during his term county warrants 
never passed at leas than par whether there 
was money in the Treasury or not. 


KELLAM’S RELATIONS WITH TAYLOR. 


Chief Justice of the State Gets in a Finan- 
cia! Tangie. 

Preree. S. D., Jan. 12.—Judge Kellam of 
the State Supreme Court is getting some crit- 
icism and notoriety in connection with Tay- 
lor’s defaication. At the time of the failure 
of the Chamberlain Bank, of which Kellam 
was President, the bank held Kellam's unse- 
cured note for $2,500. In order to pay this 
note and also to meet expenses of the cam- 
paign for his resection as Judge, Kellam 
borrowed of Tay!or $7.000, and this note 
is said to be still unpaid. Kellam was not 
actively connected with the bank, and yet a 
short time ago the grand jury of Brule Coun- 
ty brought in an indictment against him, to- 
gether with indictments against the active 
managers of the bank, for misappropriation 
ot its funds, This indictment was ordered 
dismissed on the ground of insufficient evi- 
dence, No one who knows Judge Keliam 
will impeach his persoual integrity, but, like 
Gov. Mellette, he is not a good financial man- 
ager. 


VINTON ENOWS NOTHING OF TAYLOR. 


Secretary of the Northwestern Mortgage 
Comprny Explains Their Connection. 

Reprizaip, S. D., Jan. 12.—C. H. Vinton, 
Secretary of the Northwestern Mortgage 
company, returned home from St. Rp to 
day, and emphatically denies any connection 
with defaulting Treasurer Taylor as to the 
State funds. The correspondence he had with 
Taylor, he says, was relat.ve to the coupons 
of the Mortgage company, of which Taylor 
was President. The coupons due Jan. 1 
in New York. Taylor’s absence, and a lack of 
sufficient funds on deposit caused Vinton to 
write the Chicago letter to Taylor published 
recently. The bond inciosed, Vinton says, 
was Collateral of Taylor’s, and the Mortgage 
company's books here show the securities in- 
tercented by the mysterious visitcrat Chicago 
police headquarters were more col:ateral of 
the ex-Treasurer, It is not believed here that 
Vinton was in collusion with Taylor. 


WHAT HIS LATATETITE FRIENDS SAY. 


Bellef That the Ab«conder Gets Into Them 
for Big Money. 

It is aow given out ty the friends of W. W. 
Taylor, the absconding ex-Treasurer of 
South Dakota, that he is not in this city, but 
is somewhere on the Atlantic Ocean. This, 
also, is the opinion as to his whereabouts 
given by his relatives in his old home at 
Lafayette, Ind. Attorney George B. Cham- 
berlain returned from Lafayette yesterday. 
He said Taylor’s father, who was on the bond 
of his son for $30,000, believed young 
Taylor’ would succeed in making a set- 
tlement with the Legislature of South 
Dakota; that the collateral his son 
received on loans of funds in his keeping to 
farmers and friends throughout the State can 
be sufficiently realizea upon to warrant the 
Legislature in authorizing a settlement. Mr. 
Chamberlain, who is a personal friend and 
old schoolmate of Taylor, also takes this rosy 
view of the situation. Taylor Sr. is the 
head of the banking firm of Taylor & Son at 
Lafayette. He is a veteran of the war and no 
one stands higher in that community. 

There are few persons, however, who be- 
lieve Taylor has left coilateral which can be 
realizea upon, Two theories are advanced as 
to Taylor’s acts. One is that he had been 
epecu ating in this c.ty and got swamped; the 
other that he madea magnificent steal and 
fled. In addition te the loes to the State of 
South Dakota of $350,000 it is nowsaid Tay- 
lor got away with near y as much money be- 
longing to capitalistic friends in his old home, 
It is the custom of many of the wealthy res- 
idents of Lafayette to send targe sums 
out of the State for investment 
to avoid taxation. How much of this money 
has been imntrusted to Tuylor cannot be 
learned, as the losers will say nothing about 
it. Todo so would involve themselves in 
charges of perjury. It was only last summer 
that a former resident of Lafayette abscond- 
ed from Tacoma, Wash., with $250,000 in- 
trusted to him in the same way by Laiayette 

ople. The reward of $2,000 offered for 

ayior by the South Dakota Legislature has 
stimulated the search for him in this city. 
The story of his friends that he has gone on 
an Atlantic cruise in a vessel beionging to his 
uncle is not believed.

Field Marshal Oyama Announces the 
Army Will Never Agree to the Giving 
Back to China of Any of the Territory 
Subjugated=War Party Tries to Pre- 
vent War Negotiations in Hope the 
Advance on Pekin May Be Made=Tu 
Protect Foreigner« at the Capital.

Toxto. Japan, Dec. 29, via San Francisco, 
Jan. 12.—[Copyright 1895 by the Press Pub- 
lishing Company, New York World].—Field 
Marshal Oyama has announced to bis friends 
Japan will never give up an inch of the con- 
quered Chinese peninsula, and that both 
Port Arthur and Ta‘ien-Whan must now 
be recognized as Japanese fortresses, It 
seems certain Japan will insist upon the 
surrender of the whole Shing King prov- 
ence, although its armies have not yet com- 
pletely subjugated it. Preparations are now 
being made for a permanent Japanese gov- 
ernment there. This would include such im- 
portant cities as Moukden and New-Chwang. 
The army will never consent to peace on any 
other basis. The Emperor is entirely in the 
hands of his military advisers. 

A desperate attempt was made to conceal 
the most significant facts about the great 
massacre at Port Arthur until the new treaty 
could be rushed through the United States 
Senate. The London Times correspondent 
was approached by the Japanese Government 
and yielded to an appeal to send a misleading 
cablegram in order to break the force of my 
dispatches in advance. The Times consented 
to allow the government to pay the expenses 
of all cablegrams beginning, The govern- 
ment requested me to state,” and authorized 
the government to send these prepaid dis- 
patches even when its correspendent was not 
present. The Times correspondent has on 
several occasions sent cablegrams at the re- 
quest of the government whicn he knew to be 
partly false.

WANT TO FURTHER CHASTISE CHINESE,

Tokio, Dec. 29, via San Francisco, Jau. 12. 
—The Japanese Government has publicly an- 
nounced the Emperor of China has signified 
his desire to terminate the war and has ap- 
pointed one of the members of the 
Tung Li Yamen of the highest of- 
ficial rank, Chang Yin Hwan, to proceed 
to Japan and arrange termsof peace. The 
Japaneee are by no means sure China is act- 
ing in good faith and they still have doubts of 
its sincerity. In any case they are far from 
being confident the first negotiations will 
progress satisfactorily. It may even be said 
they more than anticipate the possibility of a 
failure to agree. 

lt was not with absolute unanimity the Jap- 
anese authorities consented to receive a sup- 
pliant for peace at this juncture. The cooler 
heads in the Cabinet have for some time been 
favorabie to a speedy suspension of hustilities, 
and Count Ito and Viscount Matsu, who led 
the ministry intellectually, would te ready to 
conclude a peace at once with Chang 
Yin Hwan on terms which, while honorable 
to their own country, would not be consid- 
ered illiberal to the enemy. But the war 
party is represented to some extent in the ad- 
ministration and its influence is much too 
powerful to be disregarded or for the present 
held in control. Many of the military men 
look upon Chioa’s submissive proposals as a 
mere incident of the struggle which will not be 
permitted to preclude the advance of the army 
or prevent the occupation of Pekin.

Poor Old Evanston Avenue Horse Cars 
and Their Patient Patrons. 

Mr. Yerkes’ street car line on Evanston 
avenue is a peach.“ The cars are run slowly 
and deliberately and at long intervals by 
horses. Before the electric lines were con- 
structed on North Halsted street and Clark 
street north from the limits barns the Evans- 
ton line took the lead on account of its con- 
nection with the North Shore electric line.

cable cars for down-town. Returning home 
they are in even worse luck. They piunge 
out into the elements and hurry to Evanston 
avenue, nearly always finding when they get 
there that no horse car is in sight. The hope 
of a car is so indefinite that few poopie think 
of waiting, but prefer to plod homeward car- 
rying their transfers with them. There is one 
small comfort in the situation. It is that 
passengers are not crowded in those cars, and 
the conductors are so kind that, realizing it is 
a long while between cars, they wait for pas 
sengers coming a long way off.

IRIDESCENT LUNAR HALO IS SEER. 


Brilliant Spectacle Differs from the Ordi- 
nary Luminous Ring Around the Moon. 
Yesterday morning about 1 o’clock there 

was a beautiful phenomenon in the sky. 

There were light, fleecy clouds in the heavens, 

the moon was at its zenith, and around it I 

observed luminous circles exhibiting all the 

colors of the rainbow. Usually only a single 
halo appears, but yesterday morning there 
were two luminous rings, and, still rarer, the 
outer one was the brighter, which is a very 
seldom occurrence. The usual lunar halo 
is simply a white luminous circle, without 
color, excepting a pale red. The colors in 
these halos were brilliant and very distinct. 

The interior edge of the circle was fringed 

with red, then yellow, and the outer part of 

each circle was violet, which blended into an 
indigo, and then shaded away by degrees into 
the general color of the sky. The inner cir- 
cle was quite aear the moon and the outer one 
had a great diameter. Many causes have 
been given for the origin of halos and all 

ree that it is either refraction or deflection 
of light in passing by the small watery glob- 
ules suspended in the atmosphere.

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JUSTIOE HARLAN OF THE SUPREME 
OOURT LIKELY TO AOT, 


It Is Thought He Will Be Willing to Or- 
der Debs’ Release on Bail, and te Bring 
His Case to the Highest Court. & 
Darrow Goes to Washington and Has 
an Important Conference in the Matter 
=~" Bloody Bridles” Waite Calls on 
Debs in Jail. 


Wasuinetron, D. C., Jan. 12.—C. 8. Dar- 
row of Chicago, counsel for President Debs 
of the American Railway Union, had a con- 
ference this moruing with Justice Harlan of 
the United States Supreme Court, at which 
was briefly and informally discussed the ques- 
tion of bringing the Debs case before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. It is 
urderstood Mr. Darrow next Monday 
will make application to Justice Harlan, as 
Justice of the Seventh United States 
Cireuit Court, fora writ of error from that 
court direct to the United States Supreme 
Court, at thesame time offering bonds and 
asking for a supersedeas and a stay of execu- 
tion pending the writ of error. It is not cer- 
tain, however, but Mr. Darrow may decide to 
ask the court for a writ of habeas corpus. In 
any event, it is altogether probable the case 
will come before the Supreme Court in a 
form toadmit of an early determination of 
the questions involved. 

Late this afternoon Mr. Darrow called at 
the Department of Justice and had a short 
conference with Attorney-General Olney. 
The interview developed the fact that beth 
Mr. Darrow and the Attorney-General were 
in favor of bringing the case before the Su- 
preme Court, in the simplest manner possible, 


and to that end Mr. Darrow said he had de- 


cided to ask the court for a writ of habeas 
corpus. This proceeding will not involve 
bringing into court the voluminous record 
und the case will resolve itself into the one 
question of the jurisdiction of the court, 

The practice of the court, however, is not 
fully settied on the question as to how the 
case should be presented, and Mr. Darrow 
and Assistant Attorney-General Whitney will 
have an informal conference with Justice 
Harlan on the subject. It is thought Justice 
Harlan will be willing to order Debs’ release 
on bail and so bring the case to the Supreme 
Court as early as a hearing can be hud, but 
as the court will take a vacation during Feb- 
ruary, it is not likely the case can 
be heard before some time in 
April. When it comes up for final 
hearing, Attorney-General Olney will 
represent the government in person. The pe- 
tition for the writ will set out that Debs and 
his seven associates are unlawfully and in 
violation of the Constitution of the United 
States confined in the jail at Woodstack, III., 
and that they are confined under an order for 
contempt of court issued by United States 
Circuit Judge Woods in a case where tne 
Judge had no jurisdiction of the parties 
or the cause, It is also set forth 
that the law under which Debs and his asso- 
clates were sentenced, known as the Sherman 
anti-trust-law, is unconstitutional; that it de- 
prives citizens of the United States of their 
liberty withcut trial by jury; also that the act 
was passed to prevent monopolies in restraint 
of trade and commerce, and that it was meant 
to be directed against railroad corporationa, 
great trusts, and monopolies, and not against 
workingmen, their organizations, or oificera. 
S. S. Gregory and ex-Senator Lyman Trum- 
bull of Chicago are associated with Mr. Dar- 
row in the case. 

When Counsel Darrow was seen this even- 
ing he remarked that before he started for 
Washington he had a consultation with Ly- 
man Trumbull regarding the course to be 
pursued at this end of the line. It was un- 
derstood at that consultation that proceed- 
ings would be necessary looking to the ad- 
mission of Debs to bail, inasmuch as it was 
not expected the government wouid be ready 
to go ahead at once with the case. All ar 
rangements had been made for the release of 
the prisoner if the court saw fit to order it. 

Mr. Darrow and Assistant Attorney-General 
Whitney had a conference tonight with Jus. 
tie Harlan regarding the procedure to be

READY TO BB PRESENTED. 


Changes Made That Will Reduce the Num- 


ber of Names of Theroughfares About 


Fifteen Hundred=<In Some Instances 
the Same Street Was Kaowa by Fifteen 


Different Names=System Adopted by 
the Committee Is Simple some of the 
Most Important Changes Made. 

Ald, Hepburn, Chairman of the Special 
Committee of the City Council on Street No- 
menciature, will present Monday evening a 
voluminous report, covering the work oi the 
committee during the several months of its 
existence, The task of the committee has 


been laborious and complicated. They 

at the beginning about 3,200 street names in 
Chicago, some of them appearing without sub- 
stantial change from a dozen to fifteen times 
in different parts of the city. One of the main 
objects of the committee has been to do away 
with the confusion arising from this similar- 
ity and sometimes identity of names. It has 
been found necessary to change the names of 
about 1,500 streets or parts of streets, chiefly 
the latter. Incidentally about 1,200 names 
have been dropped from the list altogether, 
thus reducing the total in the city to 2,000. 

The committee has made no radical 
changes of any kind. Its whole effort has 
been towards simplicity. Asa starting point 
all duplicate street names have been elim- 
inated, Where different names have been 
given to parts of the same interrupted street 
ali but one have been dropped. In every case 
where a change has seemed necessary from 
any cause preference has been given to the 
best-known street. The only attempt at a 
regular system is in calling all short streets 
running north and south courts and those 
running east and west places. 

The committee has had the assistance of the 
Postoffice authorities in its work and the re- 
port was approved by them before being sent 
10 the printer. It is thought when the public 
becomes accustomed to the new names much 
time will be saved and the misdirection of 
letters largely avoided. In the same way the 
work of the mail-carriers will be lessened, 

Extreme care has been taken by the com- 
mittee to avoid the renumbering of houses, 
and only in a very few instances will it be 
found necessary. The street name merely is 
changed, the house number remaining the 
same. 

Pamphlet Makes It Plain. 

The full report of the committee, which 
came from the printer yesterday, is a pam- 

hlet of somewhat formidable appearance. 

e arrangement, however, is such that it is 
an easy matter to locate any street and dis- 
cover exactly what changes have been made 
in any part of it. The streets are first divid- 
ed alphabetically and immediately following 
the name are the initials showing in which of 
the eleven towns comprising Chicago it is 
located. Nextis printed the new name of 
the street, and then, in two columns, the cross 
streets bounding the portion the name of 
which has been changed. 

Few if any changes have been made in the 
down-town district, and it is noticeable that 
far the greater number are in comparatively 
new anc outlying portions of the city. Ar- 
mour avenue, for instance. from West One 
Hundred and Eleverth to West One Hundred 
and Fifteenth streets is changed to Ciark 
street, thue increasing the length of the latter 
famous thoroughfare by four blocks, West 
of the river several changes are noticeable in 
what has been call Ashland avenue. 
That portion of the old avenue de 
tween Willis street and Lawrence 
avenue wil hereafter be known as 
North Forty-fourth court, while from 
Western avenue tothe city limite it will be 
called Norwood Park avenue. Again Ash- 
land avenue in West Ridge, running from 
Center street to Lake street, has been 
changed to North Campbell avenue. Changes 
have been made in all of tne lettered avenues 
from Ato M in Hyde Park. Whether this 
latter change will work inthe direction of 
simplicity remains to be seen. Bowen ave- 
nue in Calumet, from West Ninety-first to 
West Ninety-tifth street, is now South Peoria 
street, while Bowen avenue in Jefferson is 
Bowen street. Chicago avenue in Normal 
Park, from Eastern avenue to North avenue, 
has been cha aged to Avondale avenue, while 
the name of North Clark street goes several 
blocks further toward the polar star by the 
addition of what has been heretofore called 
Chicago avenue in Rogers Park. 


Some More of the Changes. 


California avenue in Normal Park, from 
Pacific avenue west one-half block, becomes 
Carter place. Center avenue in Normal Park 
changes to Everell avenue. while in Jefferson 
it is divided into four divisions, called re- 
spectively North Forty-sixth avenue, North 
Fifty-fourth avenue, West Noble avenue, and 
West Bertram avenue. Custom-House place, 
from Jackson street to Fourteenth street, is 
changed to Custom-House court. Deering 
street, in the South Division, running from 
the river to Thirty-first street, will hereafter 
be known as Loomis€treet. 

Changes are made in nearly all the streets, 
courts, and pluces from Furtieth to Fifty- 
ninth in Jefferson, Hyde Park, and the West 
Division. Five changes are made in Forest 
avenue in Jefferson, one eachin Forest ave. 
nue in Calumet, Lake View, Normal Park, 
and R g Park, Garfield avenue in

Normal Park isto be robbed of 
its Michigan avenue, the name being changed 
to Monitor avenue. Oglesby avenue in Hyde 
Park suffers two changes.

seventh street the change is to Monroe ave. 
nue. Paulina street in Lake View, from Cly- 
bourn avenue to Wrightwood, is changed to 
North Marshfield avenue. Warren avenue in 
the West Division, from South Hamlin ave- 
nue to South Crawford avenue, is to be called 
West Washington street. 

It will be seen from these examples that the 
aim has been, where several streets bear the 
same name,to leave the most central and 
thickly- populated thoroughfare in complete 
possession, changing the others as seems 
most likely to simplify matters. 

During the progress of its work the commit- 
tee has had the benefit of suggestions and ad- 
vice from people living in every partof the 
city. Its members realize that they have not 
been able to please everybody, but they be. 
lieve the resuit of their work will go far to. 
ward remedying the difficulties which now 
exist. 

The report may possibly be adopted at the 
City Council Monday evening.

At least one dozen 
horses.bave fallen during that time, and two 
boys, E. Jones and Coady, have had each a 
leg broken. Felix Carr hada bad fall on 
Dick Behan, and now [evening of Jan. 4] is

being seriously injured. Carr, in my judg- 


ment, is by far the best jockey here. 
Charley Weber, who last spring was the pop- 
ular idol, is now of slight account; no one 
can can say what ails him, but surely he ex- 
hibits none of his former marked ability. 

It looks as if the race track management 
were making some money, although the run- 
ning expenses are large. Of course dis- 
gruntled persons are ever apt to think race 
tracks, as Other affairs, ought to be carried 
on more to their liking, and the croakers 
here as elsewhere say, ‘The pruning-hook 
could be used to advantage among the high. 
priced officials, and yet no harm come to 
racing interests.’

RYAN OUGHT TO WIN. 


JAOK DEMPSEY MAY, HOWEVER, 
PROVE NO EASY VICTIM. 


They Will Meet in the Ring at About 147 
Pounds Each, and They Are Masters of 
the Art of Ring Generalship=Ryan 
Puarposes to Leave the Welterweight 
Class and Go Out for Middiewetght 
Honors=Notes on Other Classe Gen- 
eral Sporting News. 


Tom Ryan leaves today for his fight with 
Dempsey—a battle which Ryan’s friends and 
the sporting public in general seem to believe 
will be one-sided—the easiest kind of a victory 
for the Chicago man. He has, of course, 
many advantages over Dempsey. The men 
are about of the same size and will weigh per- 
haps 147 pounds each at the ring side, but 
Ryan is younger, faster, and has never been 
defeated. His friends argue that Dempsey is 
a beaten man, that he is well on in years, and 
that he was never. even in his palmiest days, 
a match for Tommy Ryan, Constant brood- 
ing over his defeat by Bob Fitzsimmons, so it 
is said, has unbalanced his mind; excessive 
drink has undermined his constitution, and so, 
in short, he has no earthiy show against the 
younger champion. 

Ryan is the champion of welterweights. 
He is faster than any featherweight with both 
hands and feet, strong as a bull, with soft, 
pliant muscles—-not a cramped, bound, or 
knotted sinew in his make-up—a splendid 
ring tactician, and full of that confidence 
that comes from oft repeated victory. 

But Jack Dempsey is a fighter in spite of 
all his disparaging critics and sympathizing 
friends. He is only 32 years old, and ought 
to be strong and vigorous. Only a iew 
months ago he fought Billy McCarthy a 
twenty round draw. Ryan can whip McCarthy 
in six rounds, but the fight showed that 
Dempsey has plenty of wind and staying 

po wer remaining. 
Big Factor in the Estimate, 


Critics and prophets of the coming fight 
seem to —. X. one big factor: that at last, 
und for the first time, Jack Dempsey gives 
away no weight. Year after year Dempsey 
met men heavier than himeelf, giving from 
five to twenty pounds, yet always winning. 
He was a general and a tactician without a 
peer—a plucky little man who feared no one 
and who met all opponents with superior skill 
and invariable victory. Tom Ryan is of his 
own size and weight. 

Agaiu Ryan will have to fight amid a hos- 
tile crowd; Dempsey; among the friends of 
his younger days, the satellites of his glory. 
Cheered on by hundreds of men who idolized 
him once and love him still, with every chance 
to prove himself still a champion and with a 
man of his own weight before him, Dempsey 
ought to become the Nonpareil of old, if only 
for one evening. and should give Tommy 
Ryan the flercest battie in the Chicago boxer’s 
whole career.

CRIPPLE’S STORY OF PULLMAN COMPANY. 


Says He Has Received Harsh Treatment 
After Ivjury in the Shops. 

Johan A. P, Pederson, a former employé of 
the Pullman Palace Car company, filed an 
affidavit in Judge Dunne’s court yesterday, in 
which he complained of harsh treatment at 
the hands of the company. Pederson was in- 
jured in 1892, while at work in the shops, 
and has begun suit against the company for 
damages. The case was on Judge Windes 
law calendar and its trial was near at band, 
when that Judge was transferred to the chan- 
cery side of the Circuit Court and his law 
cases distributed among the other Judges. 
This was equivalent to delaying the ca- e for a 
year or so and Pederson’s attorney petitioned 
Judge Dunne to advance the case, so that it 
might soon be reached. He read the affidavit 
of — in which the latter asserted 
he is a cripple as the result of the accident, 
while his wife is sick and has been for two 
years. The piaintiff deposed that he had tried 
in vain to induce the company to pay him 
damages, which would enable him to return 
with his fami y to Norway. and although the 
company’s legal department once agreed to 
give him $1,100 in settlement of his claim, 
the money was never paid. Pederson said 
Nov. 19 he went to the offices of the company 
and was told by one of the employés that his 
presence was not desired and that he must not 
come again. The employé spoke in a harsh 
and brutai manner, the affidavit deciared, and 
the employé had ia his hands a revelver, 
which he handied in a manner as if 
he intended to frighten the visitor. 
The attorney for the company presented the 
affidavit of William T. Rankin, assistant gen- 
eral counsel for the company, denying the 
revolver episode. Judge Dunne said he did 
not believe any employé of the company 
showed a revolver to frighten Pederson, and 
if there was any revoiver there displayed it 
must have been fora joke, Still, he said, the 
case of Pederson was one which ought to be 
brought to trial as soon as possible, and he

YERKES MAY BE GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


He Piacidly Ignores an Order of the Court 
and Must Tell Why.

HIS CONVICT SON WANTS HIS SHARE, 


Frederick L. Wood“ Queer Contract Said 
to Be Made with J. H. Lobell, 
Joseph H. Lobell,a private detective, be- 
gan a peculiar suit yesterday in the Superior 
Court. He filed a bill against the adminis- 
trator and heirs of the estate of Alonzo C.

FORGERS AT WORK. 


ANOTHER WEST SIDE STOLEN AND 
RAISED OHEOK OASE. 


Collector Investigates the Klicka Check 
That He Never Received and Discovers 
Another Instance of Like Character 
It Was Not in Payment of Taxes, and 
but 20 Cents Was Secured on 1-801 
Trout and Well Find Men to Sign Their 
Bonds. 


A. M. Hofmann, Collector for the West 
Town, start d out yesterday to make a per- 
sonal investigation of the check mailed to his 
office by J. J. Klicka in payment of the lat- 
ter’s personal property tax,and which was 
stolen and raised from $263.95 to $563.95. 
Mr. Hofmann did not learn anything of im- 
portance concerning that check, but at the 
Prairie State National Bank, where the raised 
check was cashed, he heard of a similar trans- 
action, which, after making inquir- 
les, caused him to conciude that 
ap organized band of forgers 
is at work in Chicago, stealing checks from 
mail boxes and getting them cashed at the 
banks, raising the amounts called for where 
there seeips a chance for the success of that 
sort of an operation.‘ 

The check Mr. Hofmann learned of yester- 
day was drawn by Atwood & Steele, Nos. 35 
and 37 Michigan avenue, on the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, Dearborn and 
Washington streets, for $68.02. The check 
was mailed last Monday night in a box near 
the firm’s place of business by a member of 
the firm, The next day it was presented at 
the bank on which it was drawn 


for payment. But it had been altered. 


The figures in the margin had been changed 
to $680.20, and the writing in the body of the 


check had been erased entirely and the 


amount called for rewritten to correspond 
with the figures. The name of the 
Sondheim-Allsberg company, New 

also been obliterated, the name of S. Fay” 
bemg substituted. Julius Steele, Treasurer 
of the firm, signed the check, and a cleverly 
forged fac-simile of his signature appeared ou 
the back of the check as an indorsement. The 
imitation was so perfect that a member of the 
firm could not distinguish it from the 
genuine, 

There was quite a crowd in front of 
the paying teller’s window, when the check 
was presented for payment. The teller 
gianced at the amount, threw the 20 cents 
calied foron the counter and turned away 
to get the currency for the larger amount, As 
he did so he turned the check over and looked 
at its back. Something about the indorse- 
ment roused his suspicion and be went to a 
telephone to call up Atwood & Steele. While 
he was thus engaged the man who preseated 
the check picked up the 20 cents, slipped out 
of the line in front of the .window, and disap- 
peared, 

Similar to Klicka’sa Check, 

Mr. Hofmann examined the check and says 
the work of alteration and forgery is of the 
same character as wus done on Kiicka’s 
check, and he thinks it was done by the same 
hand. Kiicka paid his tax by check yester- 
day. Mr. Hofmann says the forged indorse- 
ment of Klicka’s name on the raised check is 
more like the signature to that check than is 
the signature to the check given by Klicka 
yesterday. Mr. Hofmann says the officials 
of neither bank can give an accurate descrip- 
tion of the men who presented the fraudulent 
checks, 

Information reached John S. Miller, attor- 
ney for the Civic Federation, yesterday which 
has a bearing on the character of Sol Trout, 
one of the four men in jail for alleged con- 
spiracy to swindle West Side taxpayers. This 
information was to the effect that about 6 

ear ago F. S. Hanson, proprietor of the New 

ngland Mills on West Lake street, had Sol 
Trout and Frank Leo arrested for conspiracy 
to obtain money. Sol Trout was then en- 
gaged in buying and selling bags and 

eo was a clerk in Hanson’s employ. 
The allegation is that Hanson discovered he 
was being swindied by collusion between Sol 
Trout and Leo. In his complaint he said 
Trout would bring a lot of bags to the mill, 
the clerk would give him a certificate for 
double the number of bags delivered, and 
Treut would collect the amount from tne 
cashier. Mr. Hanson estimated that he had 
paid in the course of a year for 75,000 more 
bags than he bad received, the defalcation 
amounting to about $5,000. Mr. Hanson set 
a man to watch Leo and Trout, and it is alleged 
they were caught in the act, proof of a special 
case being obtained where thirty-three bags 
were delivered and a certificate issued for 
150. Trout and Leo were arrested. The 
case was brought before Justice C. J. White, 
who dismissed the charge, at the same time 
lecturmg Mr. Hanson for having persons ar- 
rested on slight evidence, About six months 
ago Mr. Hanson had the case brought befure 
the grand jury and Trout and Leo were in- 
dicted. The case is still pending in the 
Criminal Court. Leo and Trout are under 
bond, A. M. Hofmann being the surety for 
Trout. 

Hofmann Believed in Trout. 

When asked yesterday if he knew anything 
about the bag case Mr. Hofmann said he re- 
membered ail about it. He said a Scotch- 
man named Fleming came here from Janes- 
ville and hung around the New Eng.and mills 
trying to get Leo’s job. Fleming, he said, re- 
sorted to various devices to ingratiate him- 
self with Hanson, and was finally put to work 
after telling Hanson he was being robbed. It 
was after Flemmg went to work that Trout 
and Leo were arrested. Mr. Hofmann said 
he had known Trout for several years and had 
frequently advanced him money to carry ona 
speculation in bags. Trout was al- 
ways so prompt in returning the money 
that Mr. Hofmann came to have great 
confidence in him, and when he was arrested 
on complaint of Mr. Hanson he determined 
to stick by him as he believed he was inno- 
cent. Mr. Hofmann said the case was firet 
heard by Justice Scully and then by Justice 
White, and both pronounced the chief wit- 
ness, Fleming, unworthy of belief. Subsg- 
quentiy, he said, Mr. Hansun had Fleming 
himself arrested for stealing oats from him. 
Atter they were discharged from the Justice 
courts, Mr. Hofmann said Leo and Trout 
each brought suit against Mr. Hanson 
for 825.000 damages for defamation of 
character. According to Mr. Hofmann it was 
after these suits were brought that the men 
were indicted, Still having confidence in 
Trout, Hofmann went on his bond. He says 
the men have repeatediy endeavored to have 
the criminal case brougnt to trial, but witnout 
success. ‘Che other side says the trial is being 
deferred onaccount of the absence of the 
main witness, Fleming, from the city. 

Solomon Trout was released from the 
County Jail last evening on bonds of $3,000, 

he bonds were signed by J. A. Webb and 
Herman B. Meyers. 

Henry Weil, who was arrested with the 
Trout brothers, gave bonds in Justice Prindi- 
ville’s court Friday evening, with William 
Skakel and L. H. Bisbee as sureties. Two 
thousand dollars was required by the Judge 
in the conspiracy case, and $1,000 in the case 
of offering to accept a bribe.

All professions are injurious by taxing some 
certain mental faculties while others are neg- 
lected. The teacher, because he is wi 
immature minds and poring over one set of ideas 
year after year, does not get tLe variety of men- 
tal food that the mind requires. The remedies 
must be influences sought outside the school- 
room. The most potent of these is broad and 
deep scolarship. The intellectual saivation of 
the teacher and the salvation of rational teaching 
is a continual striving for sweetness and light, a 
broader culture, and a wider and deeper know!l- 
edge.

NOVEL SWITOHING APPARATUS FOR 
OHICAGO TELEPHONES. 


>. 


Light Signals Take the Place of Sound 
Greutly to the Convenience of Patrons 
of the Talking Machines=No One Will 
Break in While a Phone Is in Use= 
Nearly 100 Circuits Already Equipped 
and 4,800 Additional “Express” Pat- 
terns to Be Supplied. 

The Chicago Telephone company is now in- 
stalling what is known as the „% Express 
system of switching apparatus in connection 
with all metallic circuit ‘phones. The pian 
will work many improvements in the service 
and do away with some of the worst annoy- 
ances. It will save time and prevent many 


mistakes. Almost nearly 100 circuits are 


now furnished with the improvement and 
within a few weeks over 1,800 will be added. 
The new system cannot be applied to the old 
style or grounded lines, as a return wire 
is necéssary. 

Among the greatest improvements will be 
positive control of his line by the subscriber 
while his phone is in use. It will be impos- 
sible for the operator to break in by mis- 
take while he is talking or to interrupt before 
a conversation is finished, It wil

be unnecessary for the operator to 
ask the old familiar question. Did 
your party answer? The operator will 
know without asking. When a subscriber’s 
phone is attached to the new system the little 
crank of the ringing apparatus will be re- 
moved; there will be no further need of it, as 
the act of lifting the receiver from the hook 
rings the bell at the exchange office and the 
subscriber may be sure that it will continue 
to ring until the operator answers him. 

A little electric lamp of one-half candle- 
power is placed in the switchboard over the 
switch “jacks’’ of each circuit. If the re- 
ceiver of the phone on that circuit is lifted 
the lamp is lighted and remains so until the 
call is answered and the connection made, 
The operator answers the call, asks what num- 
ber 1s wanted, and rings for it. Th.s action 
lights another little lamp which shows until 
the call is answered, hile the two sub. 
scribers are taiking both lamps are dark 
again, but as soon as either finishes and hangs 
up his receiver his lamp lights again. If both 
lamps are lighted the operator knows the con- 
versation is finished and she pulis the plugs 
and breaks the circuit. As long as 
either of the lamps burn she knows 
the wire is busy and will not break in 
or allow anyone else to make connection on 
that circuit. She doer not need to ligten or 
to ask questions. The servive signals are 
„visible instead af oral.“ 

The signal lamps are in absolute control of 
the subscriber alone. He can light it or put 
it out by simply lifting the receiver or re- 
placing it on the hook. If the subscriber 
wishes to attract the attention of the operator 
for any purpose instead of ringing his bell he 
simply moves the receiver hook up and down 
rapidly several times, thus causing the little 
lamp to flash before the operator’s eyes. 

There will be no “ ringing up or “ ringing 
off.“ The lifting or repacing of the receiver 
does it all. In tne application of the system 
to the subscribers of the main office a new 
designation of the lines will be mude in the 
directory. All lines connected with the Ex- 
press system will be known as Main-Ex- 
press No, ——.”’ When the new service is ex- 
tended to the branch offices, which will be 
done as soon as possible, they will be 
designated in the same manner as 
for instance, **Oakland—Express No. — 
The new system is not the invention of any 
one in particular, but was the outgrowth of 
many improvements in switch boards. Vis- 
ible signals were first tried with success in 
San Francisco and the idea has been elabor- 
ated until its present application for the first 
time on a large scaie, ö

‘rapidly as possible in the main office, 


one shown in the cut is such as will be used 
by one operator controlling 100 wires. The 
managers say the service will be one-third 
more rapid and that mistakes in connections 
will be almost im possible.

INCOME TAX LAW 18 NOW IN EFFECT. 


Senator Gordon Calls Popular Attention 
to Important Provisions. 
Wasurncton, D. C., Jan. 12.—Senator Gor- 
don of Georgia in conversation with Senators 
called attention ta certain provisions of the 
income tax which compels taxpayers to make 
returns and pay their taxes upon incomes 
whether the pending appropriation passes or 
not. The defeat, he said, of the appro- 
priation will not defeat the collection of the 
income tax from the people. Under Sec. 29 
of the law all persons and corporations with 
incbmes above $3,500 are require i to 
make returns accordmg to the form pre- 
scribed by the Revenue Department and the 
Secretary of the Treasury. This is made,” 
said the General, the plain duty of citizens, 
and the mere failure of Congress to appropri- 
ate money for the more effective collection of 
the income tax cannot of course defeat the 
operation of the law nor the attaching of the 
heavy penalty 1 pr! for on failure to make 
such returns. The only possible way for the 
er of the intome tax to save the peo- 
from paying this tax is to repeal the law 
tself. The mere withholding of the appro- 
priation asked will have no effect whatever, 
except perhaps to deceive the uninformed 
and beguile them into a feeling of security 
and to neglect compliance with the plain re- 
quirements of the law itself.

Bill for Control by States of Sale of Imita- 
tion Mutter and Cheese Is Discussed=— 
Bynum Filibusters and the Measure 
Goes Over=Gen, Clarkson Not a Candl- 
date for a Senate OfficemAustria’s Min- 
ister Discusses Sugar Daties with 
Gresham=—Carlisle Wants Cash. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 12. -[Special.]— 
Oleomargarine had an inning in the House 
today growing out of a discussion on the 
Grout bill to make oleomargarine and all 
other dairy products subject to the laws of 
the State of Territory into which they are 
transported. This matter has already been 
decided by Justice Harlan of the Supreme 
Court of the United States and the object of 
the discussion in Congress now is to place the 
bill upon the statutes. It is in nowise op- 
posed to the opinion of Justice Harlan, but 
merely intended to make it effectual in law. 
Under the provisions of the bill, which was 
introduced by Mr. Grout of Ver- 
mont nearly a year ago, all articles known as 
oleomargarine, butterine, imitation butter, or 
imitation cheese, or any substance in the 
sembiance of butter or cheese not the usua 
product of the dairy, and fot made exclusive. 
ly of pure and unadulterated milk or cream, 
transported into any State or Territory, or re- 
maining therein for use, Consumption. sale, or 
storage, shall be subject to the operation and 
effect of the laws of such State or Territory 
enacted in the exercise of its police powers to 
the same extent. and in the same manner as 
though such articles or substances had been 
produced in such State or Territory. By 
reason of being introduced in original pack- 
ages or otherwise they shall not be exempt 
from the exercise of these police powers, 
This proposition was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture and a report was submit- 
ted urging the passage of the bill. 


In this report the committee said: Most 
of the States ot the Union have passed laws 
regulating the sale of oleomargarine and but- 
terine. These laws do not prohibit either the 
manufacture or sale at wholesa e or retail of 
this article, but all such legislation of the 
States seems to be for the purpose of pre- 
venting the sale of oleomargarjne as and for 
butter. No exception has been taken to the 
sale of oleomargarine as such, but complaints 
continually come against its sale as butter. 
Representatives of the farmers and dairymen 
of the United States say that a large amount 
of oleomargarine has thus been placed 
upon the market and its sale as butter im- 
mensely increased. Manufacturers of pure 
butter have never asked for prohibitory laws 
as to the manufacture or sale of oleomarga- 
rine, but they have insisted that this article 
should be sold upon its merits and not dis- 
posed of to the unsuspecting as genuine but- 
ter. No decision was reached by the House 
today in regard to the proposition from the 
fact that the discussion consumed all of the 
morning hour, and the matter now goes over 
until next Tuesday, when it will come up as 
unfinished business.

CONFERENCE ANENT THE SUGAR DUTY. 


Interview of the Austrian Minister with 
the Secretary of State. 

Wasnuinotox, D. C., Jan. 12.—The new 
Austrian Minister, Mr. Hengelmuller, had a 
short conference with Secretary Gresham to- 
day respecting the probability of the repeal of 
the discriminating sugar duty. As the 
Minister in his protest filed with the depart- 
ment last week urged an immediate answer 
to the representations which he made at the 
direction of his government he felt bound to 
inquire when he might expect this. It is be- 
lieved that Secretary Gresham pointed to the 
movement now in progress in Congress look- 
ing to the repeal of the duty, and intimated 
that the Minister must be content to await 
the outcome there. 

BILL TO PREVENT COLLISIONS AT SEA. 
The Scheme Is to Preserve Local Recula- 
tions on Inland Waters. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 12.—Secretary 
Carlisle today transmitted to Congress a let- 
ter with the draft of a bill supplementary to 
the internal regulations for preventing colli- 
sions at sea, which, by the concurrence 
of maritime nations, are to go into force the 
Ist of next March. Congress enacted these 
new regulations in 1890, and declared that 
they should apply not ouly to the high seas 
but also to all waters connected therewith 
navigable by sea-going vessels.”’ The Attor- 
ney-General holds thatthe new regulations 
will thus apply to the great lakes, the the Hud. on, 
Mississippi, and other rivers so far as navi- 
_gable by sea-going vessels. The laws in re- 
gard to lights, fog signals, and other matters 
now in force on these local waters differ in 
some respects, but mainly in minor details, 
from the new international rules. The 
object of the bill is to preserve local regula- 
tions and customs on rivers, harbors, and in- 
land water so far as consistent with the new 
internal regulations. The Secretary urges 
Congress to * the bill before March 1. Ihe 
bill retains system of lights now in use on 
inland waters; requires steam vessels in fog 
to sound once a mifiute, as in the present law, 
instead of once in two minutes, as provided 
by the internal regulations, exempts 
vessels in inland waters from carrying a me- 
chanical fog horn, but requires them to carry 
an efficient fog horn; retains the system of 
panne See now in use in rivers, harbors, 
and in wuters, * the system of penal. 
ties for violation of navigation rules now in 
force.

Three Ministers May Be Dropped. 

It was rumored today the Minister of Com- 

merce, Freiherr von Berlepsch, is out to re- 
sign and that he will be succeeded by 
Herr Studt, Governor of Westphalia. It is 
also said Freiherr Marcha#l von Bieberstein, 
the Imperial Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs and Minister of State, has the same in- 
tentions,and Count von Hatzfeldt Wildenburg, 
the German Ambassador at Loadon, is 
spoken of as his successor. 
The position of Dr. Carl von Boettcher, 
Vice-President of the Prussian Council of 
Ministers and Imperial Secretary of State 
for the Interior, is also declared to be shaken. 
These resignations, in view of what is credibly 
affirmed to have occurred at a Cabinet coun- 
cil early this week, need not cause surprise.

SOCIAL MEMBERS ATTACK THE MINISTRY 


Imprisonment of a French Editor Causes 
Depautie« to Issue a Manifesto, 

Paris, Jan. 12.—The Social Deputies have 
issued a manifesto protesting against the re- 
jection by the Chamber of Deputies of M. 
Millerand's motion to release M. Gerault 
Richard from prison in view of the fact hehas 
been elected a member of the Chamber. M. 
Gerault Richard is undergoing a term of one 
year’s imprisonment to which he had been 
sentenced for making an attack upon Presi- 
dent Casimir-Perier in Le Chomard. The 
manifesto makes a violent attack upon the 
Ministry and the majority of the Chamber of 
Deputies... It also accuses the government of 
compelling the majority of the Chamber, by 
threats, to vote in a manner opposed to the 
sovereignty of the people. 

In the Chamber of Deputies today during 
the debate on the budget provision for the 
Legion of Honor M. Rouanet, Socialist, said: 

I was going to propose to reduce the budget, 
but after the recent votes I am satisfied that the 
Chamber cannot make upright decisions, 

The above remarks called forth violent 
interruptions and an uproar followed, caus- 
ing the President of the Chamber, M. Bris- 
son, to intervene and propose thé suspension 
of M. Rouanet. 

Thereupon M. Milleraud, Socialist, inter- 
posed and said that the Chamber of Deputies 
should not expel M. Rouanet and quoted an 
article in the Figaro which said if the Cham- 
ber of Deputies did not vote for the release of 
M. Gerault-Richard the members of that body 
ought to be sent to Mazas prison. This 
caused an uproar and brought forth from the 
President the reply that the Chamber could 
not ignore such outrages. 

The expulsion of M. Rouanet was then voted 
and he left the Chamber.

She says she has proof, both documentary 
ana genealogical, and anticipates no opposi- 
tion from Victoria in ascending the Irish 
throne when she furnishes her evidence, Her 
latest dispatch said she proposed sailing 
shortly to take possession of her kingdom, 
and assurm Mr. McCarthy of her royal 
favor, in token of which she would appoint 
him her first Prime Minister. 

Liberals Expect to Go On All Right. 

Lord Tweedmouth, a leading member of the 
Rosebery Ministry, said to a friend and Parlia- 
mentary colleague today that, the persistent 
reports of dissensions between the Prime Min- 
ister and Sir William Harcourt, or any other 
member of the Cabinet, are pure invention and 
that the government feels sure of a sufficient 
majority to carry out its program at the next 
session.

WHAT HENRIK CAVLINGSAW AT Sr. JUAN 


The Danish Novelist Describes the Recep- 
tion Accorded Him in West Indies. 

Henrik Cavling is one of Denmark's bright- 
est writers belonging to the modern school. 
Last summer he was ordered by his doctor to 
take a long sea voyage and he chose the West 
Indian islands belonging to Denmark as his 
“point de voyage. His observations and 
experiences have now been published in a book 
entitled ‘Det Danske Vestindidn,” and 
some of the chapters are most entertaining. 
In his introduction Mr. Cavling remarks now 
since the fall of sugar and the liberating of 
the negroes it costs Denmark about 
$125,000 a year to keep the Governor and 
other officials on the isiands, whose use none 
but they themselves understand. Without 
negroes it would look black for the officials, 
and if the negroes should one day turn white 
or emigrate to Puerto Rico, heaven knows what 
would become of the officials. When enter- 
ing the harbor of St. Thomas a gentleman in 
a most gorgeous uniform, whom the author 
thought was the Governor, boarded thesteam- 
er. This was only the harbor pilot, and the 
first of along procession of uniformed and 
bedecked officials, The author's visit to the 
Island of St. Juan is the best in the book. 

When one, after three or four hours’ sail in an 
open boat, arrives at St. Juan, the least known 
of the three Danish West Indian islands, one re- 
ceives the impression of taking part in an 
Offenbach opera bouff. Since the beginning 
of creation no correspondent has ever visited 
this island, and it is therefore with the feeling of 
a premiére we land at Crux Bay. 

This is the capital of the island, and is proba- 
bly the smallest capital in the world. It consists 
of seven negro shanties, two pigpens, and a 
wooden fortress Inthe old days a company 
of Danish soldiers were stationed in the fortress. 
Itis now the residence of a many-sided official, 
Schellerup, a Dane. This official is Gov- 
ernor, Judge, Director of Police, Collector of 
Customs, Postmaster, Harbormaster, Chief*of 
the Fire Department, Vetineri Doctor, and Cor- 
oner, and is the absolute master of 900 negroes, 
tLe population of the island, and it is oply when 
the minister and the doctor from St. Thomas 
once a month make a visit that Mr. Schellerup is 
made to remember that he is not the only white 
man in the world. 

I was told in St. Thomas that this gentleman 
was highly incensed at the report that a newspa- 
per man intended to make the island a visit, and 
I was, therefore, prepared for a rather rough re- 
cephion. 

Imagine, therefore, my surprise when, on enter- 
ing the fortress, I was received by a distinguished- 
looking man dressed in the uniform of a Danish 
Privy Councilor, who, wtih a most ceremonious 
manner, wished me welcome to the island. In 
the stifling heat here was a man in a tight-but- 
toned uniform, three-cornered hat, sword, etc. I 
had to suppress my smile and accept the situa- 
tion. The conversation and inspection of the 
fortress that followed were intensely comical. 

The Governor had probabiy not seen a strange 
face for the last twenty-five years and secretly 
was most pleased to show his kingdom and its in- 
teresting objects, but at the same time he must 
be careful. Here was a stranger and he must be 
impressed with the importance and greatness of 
bis host and his diplomatic position. 

I was shown the place where the Governor kept 
his prisoners, the court-room where he, as a 
Judge, gave sentence after the old Danish law. I 
was also shown several different desks that were 
called Postoffice Department, Cystom-House De- 
partment, and so forth, but the most comical was 
that as soon as the Governor was seated at one of 
these desks he was called by his attendants as 
Postmaster, Collector of Customs, etc. After 
passing a sentence as a Judge he presided over 
the nunishment as a Sheriff. and he has a uni- 
form for each position. What material for a 
vaudeville. During the whole interview the 
Governor tried to impress us with that if he 
would only consent to speak there were state 
secrets that— well somebody might lose his head. 

I returned to my boat and the fisherman, fol- 
lowed by my uniformed host, and as the island 
was left in the distance the paims, the tropical 
sun, the half-naked negroes, and the gorgeously 
uniformed Governor formed a picture that only 
needed the melody of an orchestra to be a com- 
plete scene from a comic opera. 


BRAZILIAN TROOPS KILL URUGUAYANS. 


Follow Insurgents Over the Border aid 
Attack a Native Force. 

Buzyos Ayrzzs, Jan. 12.—A detachment of 
Brazilian troops which was hotly pursuing a 
number of insurgents in the Province of 
Rio Grande do Sul crossed the Uruguayan 
frontier. A force of Uruguayan troops op- 
posed the advance of the Brazilians, and the 
two detachments opened fire on each other, 
with the result that one Uruguayan officer and 
three Uruguayan soldiers were killed.

Ltverroon, Jan. 12.—The steamship Lucania, 
oe yo —2 em this port for New 2

materialized. The trouble seems to have 
commenced New Year’s night, when a few 
agitators warned many of the natives to keep 
away from the saloons, This they did notdo, 
however, as it is the great feast day of the 
year with them. 

Jan. 3 the police were more than ubually 
alert, and agitators apparently were also ac- 
tive for reports of gatherings of the na- 
tives came to the police station from various 
directions. The police arrested four natives, 
but nothing was proved against them. Out- 
side of the extra activity of the police depart- 
inent the government does no appear to take 
any notice of the reported uprising. 

It is said one of the natives under arrest 
has made a confession implicating several 
prominent Royalist, who will probably be ar- 
rested. 

A British steamer has arrived from Yoko. 
bama with 500 more Japanese for sugar plan- 
tations. These men are under contract for 
five years at $12.50 a month, a reduction of 
$2.50 on the previous contract. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 12.—F. M. 
Hatch, Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
who came up from the islands on the 
Australia today, says the main object 
of his trip is to push the project for a cable 
between San Francisco and Honolulu. He 
says the Hawaiiahs do not like the idea ot 
foreign capital invested in an enterprise 
which they think should be purely 
American. Hatch says if capital cannot be 
secured in this country it will be sought else- 
where, The plan of the Hawaiians is to 
utilize Necker Island as a station when the 
cable is laid witha supplementary line from 
Necker to Honolulu. 


“ PASSING OF ARTHUR” WELL RECEIVED 


Henry Irving’s Production of the Carr 
Spectacle Is a Great One. 

Lowpon, Jan. 12.—The dramatic event of 
the year has come and passed with the Pass- 
ing of Arthur.” The poetic beauty of this 
landscape by Sir Edward Burne-Jones 
seemed of the fiber of the supernat- 
ural history which filled it. The casting away 
of the brand “Excalibur” by the reluctant 
Sir Bedivere, the arm clothed in white 
samite, which, having brandished it 
three times, drew down the jeweled 
and sparkling weapon into the sea, 
the departure of the wounded King 
in the mystie barge, dark as a funeral scarf 
from stem to stern.“ touched the topmost 
height of imaginative stage picturing and 
roused to applause the magnificent audience 
drawn from notable London and gathered to 
appreciate and honor the work of the fore- 
most manager of his time—Henry Irving. 
To render this production worthy of his am- 
bitions, worthy of the Lyceum, Mr. Irving 
drew upon the resounces and ripe scholarly 
judgments of Comyns Carr for his text; upon 
the never-failing fund of inspiration 
at Sir Arthur Sullivan’s command for his 
music; and upon the artist’s imagination and 
historical sympathies of Sir Edward Burne- 
Jones for his scenes and costumes. i 

The material for the drama of King 
Arthur has been drawn, J. Comyns Carr 
tells us, from Sir Thomas Mallory’s famous 
romance which issued from the Caxton Press 
in the year 1485. “La Mort d' Arthur 
is iteelf a compilation from earli- 
or sources, and the story of 
King Arthur and his Knights of the Round 
Table, as it appears in the French romances 
from which Sir Thomas Mallory freely bor- 
rowed, has a still more primitive origin in the 
unwritten legends. 

Symbol of England’s Greatness. 


But whatever date may be ultimately as- 
signed by students to the earliest forms of 
this great national romance it is now in- 
delibly stamped with the mystic sen- 
timent and spirit of 4 chival- 
rous age; and in the present 
endeavor to give dramatic space to certain 
chosen incidents of the story, it haa been 
deemed allowable to follow the example of Sir 
Thomas Mailory himself, who, while preserv- 
ing the mystic and mythival character 
of the original island, finds in it a symbol of 
England’s power and greatness. Mr. Carr’s 
arrangement of the tale was in a prologue 
and four acts, and while modifications of the 
story as known to the readers of Tennyson 
were soon noted, substantially the play set 
forth as modern readers know it the story of 
King Arthur and Queen Guinevere.

BILLS THAT LAWYERS WANT PASSED, 


Amendments to the Practice Act and Au 
3 ſor supreme Court Judges. 

Our practice act, said W. H. Condon of 
the Lawyers’ club, is probably the worst in 


‘the world. But our club has made arrange. 
ments to take advantage of the present ses- 


sion of the Legislature to reform quite a 
number of its abuses. We have drafted all 


the acts needed for this purpose, and have 
8 made ample arrangements with Assemblymen 
mind Senators to have them introduced and 


to what the statute calls the short-call calen- 
This calendar is made up of cases 
which can be disposed of in one hour. Of 
course it is a great advantage to take up such 
cases first. They may involve just as much 
as any other ca-es, and by taking them up 

ret and together the law’s delay is greatly 


ameliorated, But the statute contains a 


clause which invalidates the whole law 
providing that the court may in its discretion 
extend the hearmg for a longer time. This 
has given rise to a great deal of favoritism. 
In one semi-political case the court extended 
the time to four hours. We purpose to have 
‘that act amended so that if the trial of any 
suit which is upon the ‘short cause calendar’ 
shall occupy more than one hour’s time, then 
the court shall stop the trial, take the case 


from the jury, and continue it; and 
the soit shall go to the foot 
of the docket and shail not 
again be placed upon the ‘ short cause calen- 


dar’; and the piaintiff shail forthwith pay 
all costs incurred to that time; and in default 
of such payment the suit shall be dismissed 
at p aintiff’s cost.

CIVIC FEDERATION IS ALSO AT WORK, 


It Has a Bill for Civil Service for Munici- 


pil Government«, 

A joint com mittee of the Civic Federation and 
the Chicago Civil Service Reform League has 
already prepared an important bill to be prę- 
sented to the Legislature. It provides fer the 
enforcement of civil service principles in all 
departments of municipal government. The 
bill is to go into effect immediately upon its 
passage by the Legisiature, but must be 
adoped by each municipaity which desires 
to put it into effect. Pi 4 

It provides that the Mayor shall appoint 
three Civil Service Commissioners, one to re- 
tire each year. In cities of 50,000 people or 
over each Commissioner is to be paid $3,000 
a year; in cities of less than 50,000 the sal- 
ary is to be 61.500. 

The vom mission is to appoint a head exam- 
iner, whose salary shall be the same as that of 
the Commissioners. He shall have under 
him such assistants as may be necessary. 

All city employés, with certain exceptions, 
are to take the civil service exatninations. 

City employés are absolutely prohibited 
from accepting political contributions or 
from paying political assessments, and polit- 
izal services are to have no consideration in 
applies tions for appointments. 

The Citizens’ League has under considera- 
tion several important reforms, which they 
may call on the Legisiature to institute. They 
have gone 80 far as to get opinions from law.

Constitutional convention and a Municipal

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HOSPITALS READY FOR OOUNOIL 


John Alexander Dowie Case Dropped 
Until More Power Oan Be Brought to 
Bear on the Alleged Healer“ Fake” 
Institutions That the New Measure 
Would Root Out=Wholesale Vaccine- 
tion Ordered for South ChicegomLodg- 
ing Houses in Good Condition. 


The City Council at its next meeting will be 
asked to pass an ordinance that, if passed, 
will result ina crusade against the alleged 
hospitals of ail sorts in the city that are main- 
tained without necessary licenses and author- 
ity from the State or municipality. Every 
sort of a hospital in the city, including the 
great institutions that are and always have 
been beyond question, will be affected by the 
ordinance, and, according to Corporation 
Counsel Palmer, it will be one of the greatest 
moves made by the city for months. It is an 
outcome of what is now called the Dowie 
agitation,” by which residents of the neigh- 
borhood in which they are located sought to 
have the “homes” of Prof. John Alexander 
Dowie, the alleged faith healer, suppressed. 

It was discovered by Corporation Counsel 
Palmer and Assistant Johnson, who were at 
work on the Dowie case, that neither in the 
State law nor the municipal code is there any 
provision whatever for protecting the public 
against quackery in the management of al- 
leged hospitals. It was found that piaces ex- 
ist all over the city for the reception of ques- 
tionable cases; that other places are main- 
tained where helpless people are congregated 
and promises all sorts of miraculous eures; 
others for the gold cure and other treatments 
for inebriates, and in short that places are 
maintained for the reception and care, as well 
as alleged treatmént, of all the ill» flesh is 


heir to. 
So the Ordinance Is Drafted. 

When this discovery was made the Corpo- 
ration Counsel and his assistant determined 
to do something to make a radical change, if 
possible, Commissioner Reynolds of the 
Health Department ana his newly appointed 
assistant, Dr. F. W. Reilly, late of the State 
Board of Health, were called into consulta- 
tion, with the result that last night the follow. 
ing ordinance was completed. and will be 
dent to the Council with an accompanying 
message from the Mayor and Corporation 
Counsel at the meeting Monday night: 

Sec. 1. That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm, association, or corporation, other than 
the réguiarly constitated authorities of the State 
of Illinois, or the County of Cook, or the City of 
Chicago, to open, conduct, manage, or maintain 
any hospital as hereinafter defined within the 
corporate limits of the City of Chicago without 
first obtaining a permit therefor to be issued b 
the Commissioner of Health of the City of Chi- 
cago, upon the written application of such per- 
son, firm, association, or corporation; which ap- 
plication sball state the location or proposed lo- 
cation of such hospital, the purposes for which it 
is to be opened, conducted, or maintained, the 
accommodations or proposed accommodations 
for the inmates thereof, the nature and kind of 
treatment given or propeses to be given therein, 
and the name and address of the chief surgeon, 
physician, or intended chief physician or surgeon 
atrendant thereat. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the said Commis- 
sioner of Health. upon the presentation of such 
application, to make or cause to be made strict 
inquiry into the facts set out in such application, 

if upon such inquiry he shall find that such 
hospital is oris intended to be constructed so 
as to afford proper accommodations for the care 
of the persons received or pro to bo re- 
ceived therein, d that the chief physician or 
surgeon, or intended chief physician or surgeon 
attendant thereat, gives or is under agreement 
to thereafter give such attendance thereat as 
does or will render him responsible profession- 
ally for the medical or surgical treatment 
given or to be givento any apd ail persons there- 
at, and that such chief physician or surgeon is 
reguiarly authorized to act as such under the 
laws of the State of IIlinois, and upon the pay- 
ment to said Commissioner of Health of a license, 
mit, inspection, or examination fee of $......, 

e shali issue a permit in the name of the City of 
Chicago to such applicant to open, conduct, 
manage, or maintain a hospital at the place and 
in the mannerand for the purposein such a 
plication mentioned, which said permit shall 
cease and be operative the 8ist day of December 
next following the issue thereof. 


Must Make Monthly Reports, 


Sec. 8. It shall bo the duty of such person, 
firm, association, of corporation permitted, as 
aforesaid, to open. conduct, or maintain a hos- 

ital within the corporate limits of the City of 

‘hicago to make a report to said Commissioner 
of Health on or before the 5th day of each cal- 
endar month, showing a complete record of such 
hospital during the preceding month, inciuding 
the number of inmates received. discharged, and 
died during the month. causes of death, and such 
other information as may be necessary to an in- 
telligent sanitary supervision of the establish- 
ment; such record to be furnished on blanks pre- 
and supplied by the Commissioner of 
Health, verified by the affidavits or affirmation 
of the chief physician orsurgeon or superinten- 
dent attesidant thereat, » 

Sec. 4. Every hospital permitted as aforesaid 
shall at ali times be open to the iuspection of 
said Commissioner of Health or his duly ap- 
pointed assistants or inspectors. 

Sec. 5. The Commissioner of Health of the City 
of Chicago is hereby authorize! and empowered 
to inspect of cause inspection to be made 
wherever and as often as he may deem proper of 
any hospital permitted as aforesaid within the 
corporate limits of the City of Chicago, and if, 
upon any such inspection, he shall find the same 
to be conducted, managed, or maintained in vio:a- 
tion of the terms of the app ication for the per- 
mit under which the same was opened, con- 
ducted, managed, or maintained. or in violation 
of any of the heaith or sanitary ordinances, ruies 
or regulations of said City of Chicago, then and 
in that event be is bereby authorized and em- 
powered to revoke any such license issued for the 
opening. conduct, management, or maintenance 
of the same. 

Sec. 6. Any person or persons or corporation 
other than the regularly constituted authorities

o without first having obtained a permit there- 

or as provided in Sec. 2 of this ordinance or 
after a revocation of such permit under the an- 
thority conferred by Sec. 5 of this ordinance or 
in violation of any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, shall be and is hereby deciared to 
guiity of maintaining a nuisance and upon con- 
viction thereof shail be fined in a sum not less 
than —— dollars nor more than —— dollars. 

Sec. 7, For the purposes of this ordinance a 
hospital is hereby defined to mean any place or 
estabiishment used forthe reception or care of 
the sick, injured, or dependent, including women 
awaiting confinement, or used for the medicai or 
surgical treatment of mental or physical disease 
or injury. 

Sec. 8, This ordinance shall take effect and be 
n force from and after its passage and due pub- 

ication. 


Against the “ Fake” Hospitals, 


In case this ordinance is passed by the 
Council the Health Commissioner at once 
will calf for an inspection of every piace of 
the sort in the city. All of them will be re. 
quired by the Police Department to make ap- 
plication for a license, and when the inspec- 
tion is made the nature of the place will be 
ascertained and action will be taken accord- 
ingly. Ali will have tosubmit to inspection 
or be at once suppressed, and this weans that 
it will be a crusade agaiast the alleged fake 
hospitals of the city that, if carried out in good 
faith and according to the ordinance, will re- 
sult in the suppression of many places in the 
city that have long been a menace, There 
has long been complaint of this sort of insti- 
tutions, and the Corporation Counsel says the 
city has cause to blush for shame for not hav- 
ing made some protection of its people before 
this. He is of the opinion it is far more im- 
portant than any matter of special assess- 
ments or reform moves thatare now agitating 
the public mind, and he says the people who 
have had some experience in the matter. 
and especiaily reputabie physicians, will 
greet the ordinance with pleasure, and be 
gia. when it is made a law and enforced. 

The Dowie case in the meaatime will be 
dropped. Corporation Counsel Palmer says 
he will lay the case over until the Council has 
acted or failed to act on the ordinance. Under 
the old ordinance the city could prosecute the 
professor anti force him to pay heavy fines, 
but should he determine to fight the city he 
could tie the case up in the courts for months 
and get out of it all by paying a fine. But 
under the proposed ordinance he would be 
compelled to shut up shop at once uron the 
order of the Health Department. For this 
reason it is thought best to po<tpone the filing 
of complaint against the protessor until the

Com- 
missioner Reynolds asked the officer 
whether the men he sent to the track would 
know a case of smallpox or a case of infec- 
tion should they see one, and © 

hea'th officers of Hammond had been to the 
track to see. He said the health officer had 
been there and made a simular report, but 
the Commissioner informed him he would 
have to have a taik with the health officer be- 
fore taking any action on the report. 

In the meantime efforts have been made 
to get the Indiana health officers to take 
some notice of the infection seems 
to exist at the track. dut thus 
far nothmg has deen heard from 
Secretary Metcalf. Commissioner Reynolds 
has offered to perate with the Indiana 
officials im fumigating the place and in domg 
all that can be done to stop the spread of the 
disease. He says as the lives of the people in

the entjre surrounding country, which in- 


cludes South Chicago and other southern 
suburbs, are risked, the department can well 
afford to send a staff of men to the place with 
the Indiana officers to vaccinate right and 
left, to destroy by fire all the stuff about the 
stables and quarters at the track likely to be 
infested with the disease germs. 

“Before we get through with this thing 
there will be a different state of affairs at the 
truck.“ said the Commissioner last night. 
„We will use every effort to get the Indiana 
people to do something and if we go with 
them to the scene there will be a thorough 
disinfection and all of the property in 
stables where the men taken away were at 
work will be destroyed. There is no doubt 
that this place is an infection center, im- 
mediate steps must be taken to suppress it 

On account of the cases taken from South 
Chicago to the smallpox hospital, which came 
from Roby track, the Commissioner or- 
dered his corps of physicians to go through 
South Chicago and makea house to house 
cunvass and vaccinate every person found in 
the town. This hesays is ab-olutely neces- 
sary under the present state of thi 
that unless stringent methods are used there 
is likely to be ah outbreak of the pest in the 
town. This vaccination, the Commissioner 
says, is due directly to the discovery of the 
cases that came to South Chicago from the 
Roby track. It will prove quite an expense 
to the city, but it is considered necessary. 
The work of vaccinating will begin Monday 
morning and a large staff of the department 
vaccinators will be put to the work until 
every house in the town is visited. 

Commissioner Reynolds of the Health De- 
partment received reports yesterday from 
Chief Tenement Inspector Andrew Young on 
the condition of the lodging houses in the 
down-town districts. Inspector Young bas 
had men visiting all of these places. In all 
thirty-two large lodging houses were visited 
and every detail as to sanitary con- 
dition, from the sewers to the material 
on the beds. was inspected. The thirty- 
two houses accommodate an average of 125 
persons each vight, or a total for all of them 
of about 4,000. In all of them the cloth- 
ing on the beds is clean, the —— connec- 
tions in the plumbing are good. there is 
fair ventilation in all of them and good in 
many of the number. The proprietors in 
most of the establishments require a lodger 
to show either a physician’s certificate or an 
arm with a good scar from vaccination before 
they are given a room or bed. Commissioner 
Reynolds said: 

At this time last year smallpox was raging 
terribly in the lodging-houses, and in the epi- 
demic of twelve years ago the greatest trouble 
was met in these places. Last year we spent 
lots of money in renovating and vaccinating 
and the fruits cab already be seen. We have 
not hada case in any house this winter that 
amounted to anything, and I see no reason 
why we should have the least trouble from 
that source during the winter. Of course oc- 
casional tramps with the disease are 
bound to appear, but the pro- 
prietors had an experience in destroying 
bed cloth@g and other furnishings last year, 
and they profited by it. With the lodging. 
houses c'ean and in good sanitary condition, 
which means a place free from especal 
danger of smallpox, we have removed one of 
the greatest sources of the pest, and it isa 
source of great satisfaction to the depart- 
ment, entering this campaign for another 
wiater, to know that this greatest source is 
done away with, and no fear need be felt for 


The Health Department was notified last 
night of several cases of smalipox in the fam- 
ily of John Lutters on Hoyne avenue and 
Sixty-ninth street. The house was quaran- 
tined. Three members of the family are down 
— the disease and each is in a critical con- 

ition. 


SUPT. PASH’S OF FICIAL HEAD IN DANGER. 


Members of the County Board Discuss His 
Management at Dunning. 

The official head of O. E. Nash, Superin- 
tendeat of the Dunning institutions, is in 
danger, There was an important meeting at 
the County Hospital yesterday of the Hos- 
pital committee, which was attended by sev- 
eral Commissioners not members of the com- 
mittee, and after dinner the question of the 
truth in the charges against Nash's- manage- 
ment came up. There were present Commis- 
sioners Cunning. Linn, Munn, . Unold, Beer, 
Kucstman, and Jones. Mr. Cunning was 
particularly anxious to have the matter fin- 
ished immediately and not wait until Wednes- 
day. He said delay would give Nash an op- 
portunity to fix up a story and square himself 
with some of the witnesses against 
him who are holding positions un- 
der him. Commissioner ,Jones seemed 
particularly anxious to learn a few 
facts against Nash. He declared he 
had good reason for believing Nash wasn’t 
aware of what was going on around him, 
and that he wasn’t a fit man for the place, 
After considerable talk it was ascertained be- 
yond a doubt that, if a vote is taken on the 
question of removing Mr. Nash, it will be 
sustained by ail the Commissioners named ex- 
eept Linn, who left before the conference 
ended. Commissioner Munn, however, said 
Mr. Linn possitiy would be with the others. 
When President Heaiy was told about the 
matter he said: 

„Well, it these fellows are going to reach 
for Nash’s scalp'they will possibly find that 
other scaips will be taken. The best thing 
they can dois to refrain from stirring up a 
row, 

The fact is a quiet effort has been in prog- 
ress ever since the salary list was adop to 
form a combination of eight men who would 
then control tne actions of the board.

The direct trunk lines may find it 
profitable, because their haul is shorter, but 
when the Canadian Pacific carries it for less 
it cannot meet the competition and make 
money. Almost all the State-to-State traffic 
is taken only to oblige its American 
connections. A road which is re 
ceiving business from a connecting line 
has to take what comes to it. His company 
cannot very well discriminate and refuse 
some of the traffic they give it.

Chicago’s Bights Maint-+ined. 


CurcaGco, Jan. 12.—[{Editdr of The Tribune. ] 
It is stated that Speaker Crisp declines on the 
ground of economy to favor an appropriation by 
this Congress fora public building for Chicago, 
and argues that the condition of the United States 
Treasury does not warrantit. If the amount of 
revenue collected in Illinois is considered, no 
State in the Union has a more just right 
to demand such an appropriation than II. 
linois. There was collected in Llinois for the 
fiscal year ending in 1894, of internal revenue 
taxes, and paid into the United States Treasury. 
the sum of $88,359,311. This is more money by 
$2,721,834 than was paid by all the Southern 
States. Nor was that year an exceptional one in 
that respect. Such has been the fact for years. 
The people of this State and region of the coun- 
try are willing to pay their taxes, but they feel 
when an appropriation is as much needed as this 
one is that this fact should be given due consid- 
eration. They have paid this enormous propor- 
tional amount for years, while no large appro. 

riations or expenditures have been made 

ere for a long time More than 
that, immense sums have been paid 
here and in the surrounding country to support 
and pay the expenses of the postal service of the 
United States, a sum which no doubt exceeded 
the expenditures in that service in the district 
where paid, and a partof which went to pay de- 
ficiencies in other sections. There was a de- 
ficiency of $5,930,851 paid last year for main- 
taining the postoffices and postal routes in the 
Southern States. Wedo not desire to engendor 
any sectional fee ing. but in a spirit of fairness 
these facts should considered in the connec- 
tion stated.

LEOTURES AT PEQPLE’S INSTITUTE, | 


LIFE SHOWN IN SPOTS 


BUSINESS IN WALL STREET PRAC- 
TIOALLY AT A STANDSTILL 


Brokerage Firms Devoting Their Atten- 
tion to Cutting Down Expenses=The 
Public Has Grasped the Game of the 
Street and Is Fighting Shy—Foreigners 
Have No Faith in America’s National 
Finance Drain of Gold for Export 
ontlaues- Outlook Not Promising. 


New Yorn, Jan. 12,—[{Special.)—Wall 
street ie having some queer experiences just 
now. In two or three spots there is activity. 
In a few stocks there is .strength. For the 
most part, however, the market is at a stand- 
still. The average brokerage firm in the 
street is devoting itself to nothing else with 
half the industry it is giving to cutting down 
expenses, It may seem like a strong state- 
ment—but it is true, absolutely—that not 
a quarter of the firms on the Stock 
Exchange have during the last twelve 
cicethe teil earnings anything like expenses, 
Most of the time of the business day 
in Wall street is taken up now attending to 
rumors from Washington about what the ad- 
ministration intends to do and whut Congress 
will not do with reference to national 
finances, Wall street finally is persuaded 
that we shall have little if anything accom- 
plished in the way of legislation to better the 
business situation. It isa pitiable spectacle, 
but it is a spectacle not to be mistaken, which 
we all get by even casual glances toward 
Washington. President Cleveland’s latest 
threat that in the event of failure by this 
Congress to do something sane in the way of 
financial legislation he proposes to immedi- 
ately convene the new Congress and throw 
upon that body the responsibility of fixing up 
national finances is not much relished by peo- 
ple who hope to have good results come from 
something soon done at Washington. This 
threat is,in fact, being very generally con- 
strued in Wall street as reflecting the Presi- 
dent's belief that nothing of consequence will 
be done by the present Congress. Inasmuch 
as we have had a good deal of bhopefulness 
during the last sixty days, based on the theory 
that some sort of financial relief legislation 
would be enacted right after New Year’s, the 
growing opinion that we are to have nothing 
of the kind is exerting a depressing influence. 

What Foreigners Think. 

The government’s free gold fund, about 
which there is so much Washington supersti- 
tion, has dwindied way down again. Itis below 


} $80,000,000 now, In all probability it will be 


much lower before Feb, l—even down to 
$60,000,000—if current Wall street opin- 
ions count for anything. Europe continues 
to send us back our stocks and bonds. 
There is not a banking house in New 
York having important foreign connections 
that is 2 American security here 
every week for European account. The for- 
eigners are disposed —and that very decidedly 
—to believe that we are in a bad way as to the 
national finance. Their notion is that we are 
right on the verge of going upon a silver 
basis, This is what they consider dangerous, 
Naturally, therefore, they are firing back our 
securities to us. This kind of thing is not 
merely disturbing localiy; it has a conse- 
quence involving every interest in the coun- 
try. I had a talk today with one of the most 
important bankers here, and he said, with no 
show of hesitation whatever, that unless some 
pronouoced remedial legislation passed 
quickly at Washington we would be 
financially on the defensive with every 
couagtry in Europe. Distrusting us they will 
taboo us, not refuse to make further invest- 
ments here, but will insist on the return to us 
of securities which they have already bought, 
The silver basis business would seem, there- 
fore, to be a much more tangible threat in 
its aspect as viewed from abroad thanit ap- 
pears to us here at home. 
Still Gold Goes Abroad, 


Gold exportation goes on. A couple of 
million or so went abroad toda. If present 
plans are unchanged two or three times that 
umount will go next week. A Wall street 
banker representing iarge Paris interests 
declared today that he now bad 
carte blanche the yellow metal 
which would, if he chose, permit 
his shipping within the next fortnight to the 
amount of 810.000.000. Perhaps this man 
was exaggerating. None the less his talk isa 
fair example of the current of talk on the 
street. Precious little gratification is being 
given to the bulls on the market by the rail- 
way earnings which are being reported. De- 
creases are scored almost without exception. 
It is noticeable, too, that net earnings are be- 
ginuing to correspond more closely to the de- 
clines in gross. It looks as if the phenomenal 
economics put into operating expenses had 
about reached the limit of bookkeeping possi- 
bilities, As a matter of fact we 
have had a good many reduc- 
tions in operating expenses reported to 
us during the last year which have 
been far different from what they have been 
reported to be. Railway management may 
skin along for a while without supplies, with- 
out attending to the ordinary and absolutely 
necessary maintenance demands, without pay- 
ing any attention whatever to the normal 
needs of a railroad, but such management 
cannot long go on without bringing serious 
results, Far too generally the railway state- 
ments we have had for the last year—and 
more especially those which have represented 
the expenses of operation—have been de- 
ceptive bunko. Among the bankers here who 
devote themselves to the loaning of funds 
on time and on call, more particularly 
those who have to do with the direct trans- 
actions of Wall street, there is prevailing 
an opinion that they are likely to have com- 
mercial troubles before long. ‘hey, of 
course, refuse to be reported for publication, 
but in general conversation they do not hesi- 
tate to say that we are likely soon to have a 
long daily list of failures in the mercantile 
trade. They point to the fact that already 
this list is reaching large proportions. One of 
the significant things this week has appeared 
in the annual statement submitted by the 
leading wholesale dry-goods house (operated 
as a corporation) in New York. This state- 
ment shows heuvily decreased profits, and 
along with the figures, the managers of the 
establishment have issued a long explanation 
or memorandum, in the course of which they 
point out that the mercantile trade has been 
and still is, contending with unprecedented 
drawbacks. Gross sales are big; net protite 
in comparison amount to nothing. 

From New England comes the news that 
savings bank managers are again reducing 
the rate of interest on deposits. This is one 
more indication of the extension of the pub. 
lio's indisposition to undertake new or fur- 
ther business responsibilities, Every conces- 
sion must be offered to borrowers now. 
Money is a drug in every Eastern city. This 
is not a healthful sign. 


Chic:go G8 a Hippodrome, 


The two stocks in which there has been any 
activity of consequence this week are sugar 
trust and Chicago Gas. The former has 
been lifted and lowered by the professional 
crowd of inside speculators at their own 
sweet will, They yank figures around utterly 
regardless of everything akin to value. They 
are masters of a manipulation which wouid 
stupefy the argel Gabriel. In Chicago Gas 
we have had a lot of stuff and nonsense dis- 
tributed by the speculative managers of a big 
stock market pool. The stock has gone up 
four or five points on the discovery that some 
rich men in Chicago are still wiiling to risk 
their reputations inconaection with this star 
hippodrome. It is semi-officially announced 
that E. C. Benedict and his friends are to go 
outof the directory at the coming annual 
meeting to make way for local millionaire in- 
vestors. Mr. Benedict said today he wasn’t 
surprised that the intelligent business-man of 
Chicago was attracted by the opportunities 
offered for profitin this property. Some of 
the gossips of the street have been prociaim- 
ing all the week that Mr. Benedict is be 
frozen out, that he is short of the stock — 
disposed to underrate its value. Thie is not 
the way Mr. Benedict talks to friends whom 
he trusts. He is as loyal to the property today 
as he has ever been, as firm a believer in it, 
and, I believe, as largely interested in it in- 
vestment wise as ever he was.

ATTORNEY ROSTON’S PRIMARY LAW. 


He Wants the Legislature to Pass a Meas- 
tre He Has Drawa Up. 
Attorney Henry C.*Roston has drafted a 


new law for the organization of political ; 


parties and the management of primaries 
which he hopes to have introducedin the 
Legislature and passed, It is to affect all 
political organizetions which polled 5 per 
cent of the votes at the last election before 
the law becomes effective. They are to become 
incorporated bodies. Each party, eight weeks 
before a general or State election, is to elect 
central committees for the State, for each 
county and town, for each Congressional and 
Senatorial district, and for each city 
and village and wa com-

Any one who belongs toa club may 
vote ata primary. The size and color of the 
ballots are prescribed. The polls close at 7 
p. m., and the tally-sheet must be returned to 
the County Clerk. Ticket peddiers are pro- 
hibited. All parties hold their primaries 
same day. Each and every cardidate stand- 
ing fora nomination shalt not expect more 
than 20 per cent of the salary of the office, 
and he must file with the County Clerk an 
itemized account of all the money he speuds 
to secure a nomination.

PINDS HER LONG-LOST BROTHER. 


Charles Roswell and His Sister Meet After 
Thirty Years’ Sepzr«tion. 

Charles Roswell, assistant chief operator at 
the Board of Trade office of the Western 
Union, met his sister last week for the first 
time after a separation of thirty years. Dur- 
ing that time there had been no communication 
between the two and each supposed the other 
dead. 

In 1865 Mr. Roswell“ mother died and the 
family, then living in La Porte, Ind., was 
broken up, Charles, then a mere lad, left 
home and started out on what proved to be a 
stay of many years in the far West. In 1885 
he came to Chicago, and after working on 
2 railroal lines took his present posi- 

ion. 

His sister soon after his departure came to 
Chicago with a family from La Porte. After 
a few years they removed to Texas, Miss Ros- 
well gong with them. But it was 
nearly twenty years ago that she returned to 
Chicago, was married to John Marsh, and 
went to Morris, III., where she has since lived 
and brought up a family, bemg now a grand- 
mother. 

Almost two years ago a crazy man ap- 
peared on the floor of the Board of Trade 
and fired several shots from a revolver, one of 
which wounded Mr. Roswell. The story of 
his accident was printed in newspapers 
throughout the country and so fell under the 
notice of Mrs. Marsh. She was struck by the 
similarity of names, but did not think it pos- 
sible that it could be her brother. More from 
curiosity than anything else she wrote to 
friends in La Porte about the matter. They 
were able to assure her that the Charles Ros- 
well of the accident was really her brother, 
and after some investigution she came to Chi- 
eago and looked him up, and the meeting was 
a pleasant one. Mr. Roswell will shortly go 
to Morris to visit his !ong-lost relative.

THEY WANT NO LOOP. 


WABASH AVENUE PROPERTY-OWN- 
ERS FILE THEIR PROTEST. | 


Committee in Charge of the Affair Meets 
and Presents a Report Against Any 
Such Loop as Has Been Proposed by 
the Alley “L"=<Suggestions for Exten- 
sions, . Stub-Terminals for the Alley, 
Metropolitan, and Lake Street Roads 
Are Presented=Result of the Report. 


At the annual meeting of the Wabash Ave- 
nue. Property-Owners’ Association at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday the special 
committee appointed to receive plans and 
suggestions for a loop on Wabash avenue pre- 
sented a report against any such loop as has 
thus far been proposed by the road, It sug- 
gested extensions and stub terminals for the 
Alley, Metropolitan, and Northwestern L“ 
roads and recommended, if the companies in- 
sisted on building a loop, they sbould pro- 
cure a right of way through alleys or 
the middie of blocks. The report charged 
that the Lake Street L had deceived prop- 
erty-owners as to the number of tracks it 
would erect on Lake street, and warned Wa- 
bash avenue people that they might be sim- 
larly treated. The report in substance was 
as follows: 

Your committee, after giving suggestions and 
plaus most thorough 2 and viewing 
the question in all its aspects, is of unanimous 
belief that the interests of the general public, of 
the property-owners of the business district of 
Chicago, and of the elevated roads, would be 
best served by not building a * in or around 
the down-town business district, but instead, that 
the L roads from the different divisions of the 

ity have separate terminals. For example: 

at the s street and Northwestern roads be 
extended east to a point at or near Lake street 
and Wabash avenue, the Alley L continued north 
in the aliey from its present terminus to 
Jackson or Adams street, and the Metro- 
—— — 2 — 1 ne 

rman s ving it a terminal oppos 
Board of Trade, or by turning south near Frank- 
lin to some int south of Van Buren street, 
thence east to Dearborn street near Van Buren, 
or any point sufficiently near the business center 
to accommodate its patrons. Sach terminal 
would aiso reduce to the minimum injury to 
property that must inevitably follow if the ele- 
vated structure girdles the business district. par- 
ticulariy if built on some of the best business 
thoroughfares, as contempla.ed by the L corpo- 
rations. Each of the L roads would be able to 
leave passengers from a_ fraction of a 
block to six short blocks of any point 
within the district they are try: eQ- 
circle with a loop, and within three 
blocks of the business center, and as compared 
with New York, land passengers much nearer the 
retail, wholesale, and office districts than the 
New York elevated roads do now. 


Handling of Trains. 


Further, it is clearly evident that a greater 
number of trains could be handled at stub ter- 
minals in the same space of time and more satis- 
factorily to both the railroads and their patrons 
than by the use of a loop. This committee is 
credibly informed and is satisfied that the con- 
struction now being prepared for the Lake street 
extension contemplates the necessary supports 
and stringers for four tracks instead of two, as 
was represented by the Lake Street L peopie 
and their agents when they asked the signatures 
of enn on that street. The petition 
which they are asking Wabash avenue owners of 
property to sign (and to which we wish particu- 

arly to call the attention of said owners), giv- 
ing the right of way on Wabash avenue, 
we understand states that the construction is to 
be the same as that to be put up on Lake street, 
which, it seems to us, proves most conclusively 
that the promoters of the L loop are convinced, 
as we are, that it would not be possible to suc- 
cessfully operate so many roads and accommo- 
date the business on two tracks, and have no in- 
tention of confining themselves to two tracks, but 
instead are p.anning from the start for a four- 
track structure. 

If the L roads insist upon building a loop they 
ought to use the alleys, where there are alleys, 
orsecure their right of way through the middle 
of blocks either by purchase or coudemna „as 
they have in the outside districts where the 
franchise is of far less value, and not expect 


|] property-owners to permit them to injure their 


property and destroy its value by buildi an 
elevated railroad in front of it. Such a franchise 
would be worth many millions of dollars and 
should not be given to any corporation by the 
City of Chicago to the detriment and injury of so 
many of its citizens. 

Packard Favors It. 


S. W. Packard of the committee which 
framed the report made a speech in favor of 
it, and it was then unanimously adopted. C. 
D. Irwin then presented a resolution reciting 
the rumor that the elevated roads would en- 
dea vor to secure a modification of the exist- 
ing law governing the securing of right of 
way and providing for the appointment of a 
committee to codperate with the Rea! Estate 
Board in endeavoring to forestail the threat. 
ened legis ation. The resolution was adopted 
without debate, and R. E. Ismond, W. J. 
Chalmers. S. W. Packard, F. H. Haskell, and 
S. Leonard Boyce were appointed members of 
the committee. 

Prior to the presentation of the special com- 
mittee’s report Secretary R. L. Day read his 
annual report. It showed that out of a total 
frontage of 8,062 [eet between South Water 
streetand Peck court owners of 8,550 feet 
had signed the association’s papers. Of the 
remaining frontage 1,616 feet was owned by 
people who, it was reasonably sure, were op- 
posed to any elevated road, the proprietors of 
946 were probadly opposed, while the own- 
ers of 1,305 feet were said to favor a road, 
and 1,545 feet were held by people whose 
position was doubtful. Although it was to be 
regretted that more property-owners had not 
joined the association, said the report, noth- 
ing short of a revolution of sentiment in the 
majority could render possible a construction 
of an elevated road on Wabash avenue. 

The annual election was heid and the old 
Board of Directors was unanimously re. 
elected,

** Some of these prominences around the 
edge of the sun were formerly visible, but 
any of them could be seen only 
durmg the total eclipse of the 
sun. We found that these prominences, 
formerly visible, were great masses of hydro- 
gen gas standing above the surface of the sun 
and sometimes reaching upward to an eleva- 
tion of 400,000 miles. e found, too, that 
these masses were composed not only of hy- 
drogen, but even in greater number of the 
vapor of calcium. It was through this dis- 
covery that it became possible to photograph 
these forms without waiting for the eclipse of 
the sun. 

Trying to Extend the Method.

I doubt if they really show the true 

corona. I think only some atmospheric ef- 
fects were photographed. 

“Since returning from Mount Ztna I 
have been trying to arrive at a new 
method of photographing the corona, and 
have a new plan now of measuring not the 
light of the corona but the heat radiated from 
it. I use a small instrument called the 
dolometer, by which it is possible to detect a 
variation in temperature of one-millionth of 
adegree. This experiment will be tried next 
summer.“ 

Its Use Becoming General. 

The spectroheliograph, which has won for 
Prof. Hale an international reputation, has 

_ been adopted by the Paris Observatory, by 

Mr. Evershed in England, and by the Im- 
perial Observatory at Potsdam. It will soon 
be in use at the Poona Observatory, India, at 
the Arcetri Observatory in Florence, and at 
the Catonia Observatory in Sicily.

152. Ono this pat is to be buiit a six-story 
fireproof iiding of the same height as the 
Cammeyer Buudmg to be occupied probably 
by the firm of Morganthau, Bauland & Co., 
who now oon tiw ** Beehive” and *Coium.- 
dus stores in Chicago at the corner of State 
and Monroe streets.

ue THE EXAMINATION.

Trey Get a List of Questions to Answer 
That.Is a Little Stronger than the Dose 
Administered the Patrolmen and De- 
tectives=Palice School Is Meld in the 
City Council Chamber<Captains Will 
Be on the Carpet Next=—The Questions 
Submitted Yesterday. 


Eleven police Lieutenants and ninety- 
eight desk and patrol sergeants were examined 
yesterday afternoon by the Police Commis- 
Bion. The work was done in the Council 
Chamber, Messrs, Hamline and Rubens of 
the commission, assisted by Capt. Campbell 
and W. F. Poole, conducting the examination, 
The medicine those officers of the force had to 
take was a little stronger than that adminis- 
tered to the patrolmen and detectives, Most 
of the’examination had to do with the duties 
the officers are called upon to perform and 
tested their Knowledge of the manner ip 
which they ‘have to deal with their men 
and with private citizens. The questions 
made some of the officers knit their brows and 
kept them very busy thinking. 

Many of the officers were pleased over the 
idea of being examined in the Council-room, 
I'd like to sit in this seat once a week for 
about two ycars,” said a big, red-faced ser- 
geant, lodking admiring!y about him. I'd 
buy the City Hall when I got through.” 

Lieut. John Mahoney of the Maxwell Street 


Station occupied the Mayor’s desk and chair. 
I have the honor of sitting in His Honor’s 
seat,“ said Mahoney, complacently swéliing 
out his chest to make room for the pride that 
sprang up within him. 

Messrs. Rubens and Hamline, both of 
whom, by reason of long experience, are 
capable of making the comparison, deciared 
that the police guthered in the Council cham- 
ber yesterday were far and away a better 
looking set of men than the members of that 
body which ex-Mayor Washburne was pleased 
to call the bear garden.“ 

Some day late this week, probably Satur- 
day, the commission will examine Capt. 
Campbell and the other Captains if any there 
be who must be examined, the clerks of the 
Police Department, and the stragglers, who, 
through sickness or for other good reasons, 
have been unable to appear before, 

The eleven Lieutenants examined yester- 

day were Stephen B. Wood, X. 
Morgan A. Collins, Daniel Lynch, John E. 
Eagan, Char.es C. Healy, John Larkin, John 
Muhoney, John E. Piacek, W. W. Howe, and 
Peter M. Keliy. Lieut. Collins, Chief Bren- 
nan’s private secretary, was the first one 
through the exawination. He finished his 
paper in just thirty minutes. Lieut. Wood of 
detective headquarters was second. 

The first tumg required in the examination 
was the writing trom dictation of a section of 
police instructions. The second subject had 
to do with the duties of officers. It was di- 
vided into sixteen sections and was as follows: 

State the rank of a commanding officer of pre 
cinct, a district, and a division respectively. 
What are the duties of a patrol sergeant? What 
are the duties of a desk sergeant? Give a short 
definition of the following offenses: Bribery, 

rand larceny, petit larceny, mayhem, and arson. 

n 1 arrest a pritoner charged with the 
crime of murder, what steps are necessary in 
order to bring him to punishment? When is an 
efficer justified io killing a prisoner in bis charge? 
When is a person accessory after the fact and 
when an accessory before the fact? When 
may an officer arrest a person without a warrant? 
When may a concert or amusement be giveu in a 
licensed saloon or grocery? What is the duty of 
a person using the sidewalk and street in front 
ofa lot for the construction of a building to 
protect the * from veeident and permit 
passing by? hat is the duty of the driver of a 
public vehice in the streets of Chicago with re- 
spect to the rate of speed he shall employ, and 
— side 5 poring he shall keep on when in 
motion? bat are the requirements of the city 
ordinances of Chicago in relation to the closing 
of saloons Sunday, and in the nighttime on other 
days? What arethe duties of a police officer 
with respect to the service of warrants? What is 
the duty of all policemen with respect to de 
fective sidewalks and with respect to accidents 
thereon? What do the city ordinances provide 
as to booths, stands, etc., for the sale of articles 
of merchandise on street or sidewalk? When 

a prisoner, arrested without process, for 
vhalatien of a city ordinance, make a deposit of 
cash bail, and who is authorized to receive it, 
and what are such custodians’ duties with respect 
thereto? 

The third subject called for a written state- 
ment of the length of the time each officer 
has been on the force. the stations at which 
he has been ocated, and a short account of 
the most important criminal] case in which he 
has been a prosecuting witness. The fourth 
and last subject was arithmetical, the proposi- 
tions being of the simpler kind. 

The Lieutenant’s questions were the same 
as those given to the Sergeants, except that 
those relating to the duties of pol.ce officers 
were a bit harder and more numerous.

CURIOUS WAGERS. 


So far as we can go back into the world’s 
history we find the rage for making wagers 
prevalent. The Romans hada great inclins- 
tion for betting and they nad a conventional 
form of ratifying their contracts, which con- 
sisted in taking from their finger the ring 
which the higher tlesses invariably wore, and 
giving it to the keeping of some third party. 
In the old days some very extraordinary bets 
were made. Thomas Hodgson and Samuel 
Whitehead wagered in the Castle yard, York, 
as to which should assume the most original 
character, Umpires were selected, whose 
duty it was to decide upon the com- 
parative absurdity of the costumes 
in which the two gentlemen appeared, 
On the appointed day Hodgson came before 
the umpires decorated with bank notes of 
various value on his coat and waistcoat, a row 
of five-guinea notes,and a long netted purse 
of gold round his head, whilst a piece of pa- 
per bearing the words John Bull was at- 
tached to his back. Whitehead was dressed 
like a woman on one side; one-half of his face 
was painted, and he wore a silk stocking and 
slipper on one leg. The other half of his face 
was blackened to resemble that of u negro; 
on the corresponding side of his body he wore 
a gaudy long-tailed linen coat, and his leg 
was cased with leather breeches, with a boot 
and spur. Much to the astonishment of the

The Duke of Queensberry laid a singular 
wager with Sir Charles Bunbury about the 


end of the last century. The former was to 


produce a man who was to walk from his 
grace’s house in Piccadilly (London) to the 
ten-mile stone beyund Hounslow in the space 
of three hours, advancing four steps and at 
or step retiring one step back ward. 
The bet was for £1,000. Most probably the 
Duke of Queensberry had borrowed the hint 
from a circumstances recorded in the history 
of Catherine de Medicis. This celebruted and 
beautiful Queen made a vow that if an enter- 
prise of consequence in which she was en- 
gaged should terminate successfully she 
would send a pilgrim to Jerusalem, travel- 
ing on foot in the manner described. 
Having succeeded in her first point, it re- 
mained to discover a man with vigor and pa- 
tience enough to undertake the journey, A 
citizen of Verberris, Picardy, presented him- 
self and promised most scrupulously to ac. 
complish the vow. He fulfilled his engage. 
ment with great precision, of which the 
Queen was well assured by those whom she 
had appointed to travel by his side and watch 
his motions. 


There was a notorious gambler at the end of 
the last century who ruined himself finally by 
avery extraordinary bet. He had been play- 
ing with Lord Lorne; their stakes had been 
very high and luck had gone steadily against 
him. xasperated at his losses he jumped u 
from the card table, and, seizinga large sole 
bow! said, For once I’ll have a bet when I 
I’ve gota chance of winning! Odd or even 
for 15,000 guineas?” “Odd,” replied the 
Peer, calmly. The bowl was dashed against 
the wall and on the pieces being counted 
there proved to be an odd one. 

The raeh gainbler paid his 15,000 guineas, 
but if tradition be correct it was only by sell. 
ing the last of his estates that he was enabied 
to do 80. 

Another curious wager was that of two gen- 
tlemen who were settling their account at a 
hotel. One of them drew out of his pocket a 
lot of bank notes, which induced a 
gentleman standing by to exclaim 

he wished he ba as many 
as he could carry of them. “I didn’t mind 
that, repiied the owner of the notes, but I 
think I could carry more than the Bank of 
England could supply me with, for 1 could 
carry in £10 notes as much as the national 
debt amounts to.” Upon which the other 
gentleman offered to lay him a wager of £50 
that heand nine more of the strongest men 
he could get could not carry the amount of 
the national debt the distance of one mile 
without pitching. The wager was immediate- 
ly accepted and a calculation took place 
when it was found that 512 bank notes weighed 
one pound. This divided among 100 people 
each would have to carry 417 pounds 6 
ounces. The money was paid wishout re- 
course to a trial.

Eating and drinking have at all times been 
the subject of bets, and we hear ofa courier, 
by name Aristocratic Tom, of the Old Lion, 
London, for the triflmg bet of one 
shilling undertook to drink three gills 
of lamp oil of the most rancid 
and nauseous quality that could be procured, 
which he performed with as much gusto and 
relish as if it had been the most delicious cor- 
dial. The money he had won was immediately 
converted into strong beer, which, witha 
penny loaf soakedin another portion of oil, 
he likewise swallowed. Abvut two hours after 
this elegant repast for another wager he 
swallowed twenty eggs with the shells in 
twelve minutes, but the last having a young 
chicken in it he complained it spoiled 
his stomach. Feats of strength, too, 
have been a fruitful source of wager- 
ing. In 1792 a wager for fifty pounds 
was made between a Mr. Hopkins and a Mr. 
Dalton, that the latter could not carry 500 
sacks of flour weighing twenty stone twehty 
yards in twelve hours. Mr. Dalton began the 
undertaking, but there not being a sufficient 
number of sacks in the town he used but one 
weighing twenty stone eight pounds, which he 
carried 250 times each way twenty-one yards, 
and, notwithstanding he carried above the 
weight and the distance one yard more than 
agreed upon, the feat was performed with 
great ease in seven hours and twenty-five 
minutes.

Cambridge University Beasta Its Banjo 
Club of Undergrrduates<, 

Although the banjo is still increasing in 
popularity among English people, and is being 
more and more recognized as a source of le- 
gitimate music—differing as much when prop- 
erly played from the ear-splitting strains of 
the itinerant “‘nigger’’ on the Margate sands 
as the five-finger exercises’”’ of the juvenile 
pianist differ from the execution of a Fad- 
erewski—=still its introduction on this side of 
the Atlantic is but as yesterday, compared 
with its long life in its native country, 
America. Hence it is not surprising to 
find that even today such a thing as 
concerted playing on the banjo is a compara- 
tive rarity over here, especially among ama- 
teurs. As most of my readers are probably 
aware, all the large universities of America 
ba ve their banjo bands and defray most of 
their athletic club expenses by the takings of 
their concerts. Following in the footsteps of 
their transatlantic cousins, the undergradu- 
ates of Cambridge University have organized 
a club to promote concerted playing on the 
banjo, mandolin, and guitar. ‘he club 
rooms are situated in Petty Cury, 
the most central position in Cam- 
bridge, and are thus convenient of ac- 
cess for members of all colleges. In these 
rooms all the business of the club is trans- 
acted, and the practice of the orchestra 
held. Despite the fact that the club was only 
started last October it now boasts of over 
thirty members, of whom more than two- 
thirds are proficient exponents of their re- 
spective instruments. e club gave their 
first public concert in Cambridge early in De- 
cem ber and made a highly successful début, 
the selections given by the orchestra— 
fairly “brmging down the house”— 
in a strictly metaphorical sense of course. 
Several arrangements for next year are being 
made, one of the principal being a perform. 
ance at Oxford University. The committee 
are Messrs. H. Eltrimgham and F. W. Beck- 
ford of Trinity College and Messrs, C. H.

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Where Do the Old People Go?

Something like 2,500 old people are cared 
for in the various institutions and homes for 
this purpose in Chicago, and about as many 
more ask for help annually. The County 
Poorhouse, which is almost the only place 
for aged people who are destitute, has in the 
neighborhood of 800 now, and the Insane 
Asylum harbors as many more. Of these 
more than two-thirds are men, who for some 
reason seem to be more heipless than the wom- 
en, and not a few old couples whe have 
outlived their families, or at least their meed 
of filial affection, now eat the food which the 
county provides and live in opposite depart- 
ments of the establishment at Dunning. It 


seems to the ordinary thinker thata man or 
woman whe has reared a family of children 
deserves at least a home in old age, but 
a large number, perhaps a majority, of the 
destitute aged of Chicago have childen living, 
and all too often it is explained that their 
families were tired of them.“ ö 

There is Grandma Boughton, or, as she is 
usually called. Grandma Sunshine,” for in- 
stance, who has lived at the Home for the 
Friendless for ten years, and who was com- 
pelled to seek charitable shelter on account 
of a difference in religious faith. She is past 
85 now, but she proudly avers that she can 
‘‘ walk a crack,“ so steady are her nerves, and 
she declared not long since that she was 
“* happier than Vanderbilt's wife and didn't 
want no nicer home.“ Grandma Sunshine 
is the life of her room and does a won- 
derful amount of mending for the little ones 
in the children’s department. Mrs. Voorhees 
who has been in the home for thirteen years 
runs her closely in the matter of age, and, al- 
though more delicate, can dance a jig better 
than many a younger woman. The Home for 
the Friendless, however, is only intended for 
transients, although half a-dozen women 
have lingered far beyond meng riety bon limit 
set by the rules, and, besides the hundreds of 
applications which the management is 
obliged to refuse yearly, quanti- 
ties mere go from there to the 
poorhouse, many to hospitals, and a few to 
comfortable homes found for them; Some 
people adopt grandma just as others do 
children, and the matron of the home is al- 
ways glad when such a chance comes to one 
of her family. Of course all the people to 
whom the friendless people prove such 
true friends that the inmates ef the home 
characterize them as angels are destitute, 
and much regret is felt that the charity can- 
not be extended so as to include men. 

The Littie Sisters of the Poor, who in their 
several institutions take charge of about 350 
people, bave, on the contrary, more men than 
women, and all whom they assist are totally 


‘destitute though many, they claim, have in 


time past been actually rich. In the home 
on West Harrison street is a man who bas 
passed his 95th milestone, and 60 years is 
the lowest limit allowed in any ot the homes 
in the city. All classes and religious denom- 
inations come to the good sisters, and they 
usually receive from ten to fifteen applica- 
tions every day. 

At the Church Home for the Aged men 
are received, too, but here,in most cases, 
each inmate is supposed to pay a life fee of 
$300 fora woman and $500 foraman. It 
is whispered this is not always received. 
But as the Home for Old Ladies, which 
was only started five years ago, began. as ww 
President, Dr. Delafield, says, ** with $3.37 
and prayers,” and is entirely dependent upon 
charity, it is small wonder that occasionally 
the state of the exchequer is a little depressed. 

At present the President and tie matron are 
a tittle anxious over Thanksgiving supplies, 
and, although their faith in the power of 
prayer is stiil undaunted, they would be very 
much cheered by suitable gifts, especially 


pies and the like. 


The oldest lady in this home is Mrs. Wad- 
ham, who was born in the third year of the 
present century, and who says she can remem- 
ber distinctly events which happened when 
she was only 4 years old. Though lame now

and a little delicate, Mrs. Wadham makes 
various articles for sale, not to mention the 
numerous dolls she furnishes for the children 
in the orphanage next door, and says that she 
‘was young at 89.“ 

The men’s branch of the home and pros- 
pective ‘‘ Home for Aged Couples are much 
cramped by lack of funds, and can at present 
accommodate but ten, while in the ladies’ de- 
partment there is one empty room. By an 
odd coincidence all the men who make their 
home here are New-Yorkers by birth, and all, 
too, are old settlers, Mr. George Bennett 
says he knew Chicago in its most youthful 
days, John Burgess claims to have made car- 
riages here since the days of 1846, when the 
only conveyances called for were heavy wag- 
ons, and Perry James has been a newspaper 
man for many years. It is strongly hoped 
that this home will soon be endowed, and its 
field of usefulness widened, since Chicago is 
oddly short of homes for aged men. 

The Home for Old People.“ oa the corner

Streets are 
acquired by cities, sometimes by condemna- 
tion and sometimes by dedication. When 
they are acquired by condemnation the city 
acquires only an easement, but when they are 
acquired by dedication the city acquires the 
fee. Inthe business part of Chicago the 
streets have all been acquired by dedication 
and therefore belong to the city ia fee simple. 
This gives the city absolute control of them. 

Where a city acquires a street by condem- 
nation the fee remains in the original owners. 
Ordinarily the owners on each side own the 
fee to the middle of the street. These owners 
have the power to do anything to their half of 
the street which does not interfere with its 
use asa street. They can, for instance, put a 
cellar under it for their own private use with- 
out permission of the city. If the city 
ever vacates the street they can 
inclose their part of it again. 
On the other hand, if a street has 
been dedicated on a plat filed in the Record- 
er's office, the party who makes the dedica- 
tion loses all control over it for ail time. He 
has no right to puta cellar under it, and no 
right to obstruct it in any way whatever.

The State, it said, held the land in trust for 
the people and had no right to make a use of 
it which was fatal to the interests of the peo- 
ple. The case of the Common Council 
and the sidewalks is exactly similar. The 
Council has no power to give private parties 
the right to obstruct the sidewalk in a way 
that interferes with its use asa thoroughfare. 


This being the case, the Mayor or the Coun- 
cil has a right at any time, with or without 
reason given, to order private parties to re- 
move obstructions which the Council has 

tted them to place on the side- 
walk. Even where costly ‘buildings have 
been built poses on the sidewaik by 
permission of the city authorities, these city 
authorities have the right to order them off, 


or to tear them down, without giving any

But that proves nothing as to the 
point of law referred to.

the clumsy signs built on the railing, 
The commonest obstruction is the architect- 
ural projections of buildinge, especially at the 
entrance, running out four or five feet from 
the line. Then we have the projecting window 
built between the projections, so as to fill up 
the bay and steal two feet of walking-room 
from the people. Very little better are the 
raised platt oma of stone or iron just in front 
of buildings, some of them or four feet 
wide and some of them two steps high. The 
narrowest sidewalks are crammed with glass 
stormdoors. and sho which do not 
even conform to the ordinances in size, 
and some of which are permanent fixtures. 
Some boidly erect great iron posts out 
ou the sidewalk for advertising purposes. 
Here and there one meets with great awnings 
supported by pillars, plastered with hideous 
and blockaded by broad billboards. 
But the worst of all is the great lumbering 
fruit stand, stuck right in a crowded thor- 
oughfare, a permanent structure which is 
never removed, sometimes projecting six 
feet from the line, and belonging to some 
peddier who pays the property-owner $1,200 
a year for the privilege of using the people's 
sidewalk. 


The intersection of State and Madison 
streets is beyond all doubt the very business 
center of the city. The land at the southwest 
corner, on which the drug store standa, is said 
to be worth more a square foot than any land 
in Chicago, The reason is that more people 

ss that than any other err in the city. 

“he sidewalks are crowded at all times and 
are frequently impassible. Several things ag- 
gravate this frightful jam. The sidewalks 
on Madison street are far too narrow. These 
are fearfuily obstructed by the property-own- 
ers, especially on the south side of Madison 
street and the west side of State street. Fi- 
nally there is a jog in State street. which is 
narrower south of Madison street than north of 
it. Any one who has to pass this locality in a 
hurry invariably takes the middle of the 
street for it. 

Take a look at the north side of Madison. 
There you see the brass fence with which the 
Champlain Builaing has reduced the sidewalk 
one third; and farther along you behold the 
execrable, hideous, and abominable awning 
over a theater entrance, loaded down with 
leud showbilis and broad billboards fastened 
to its supports. But cross over and try to 
walk from Dearborn street to State street. 
You first come to a ta l iron post taking up a 
foot of the narrow sidewalk and used erxclus- 
ively for advertising. Mayor Washburne tore 
it down and Mayor Harrison replaced it. 
Then yeu come to another theater. 
Not content with a stone platform, some 
parts of it two steps high, over which every 
one must ciimb, it has coveredin the side- 
walk withan awning supported by two rows 
of iron pillars, both of them on the sidewalk. 
One row is near the curb and the other four 
feet from the building line. The outer row 
area foot wide and the inner row two feet 
wide. As this still left a passageway of a tew 
feet the larger pillars are encircled with glass 
showcases ana there are bill- boards three feet 
wide leaned against them. 

Walking along to the east one comes toa 
perfect string of stone platforms, giass show- 
eases, cellar entrances, and permanent pro- 
jections used solely for advertising. One- 

third of this extremely narrow pavement is 
taken from the public im this way. As soon 
as one turns south on State street the ob- 
structions are still more shameless. The en- 
tire width of the corner building is taken up 
with a cellar entrance, railings, and a fruit 
stand which have appropriated eight feet of 
the sidewalk. This fruit stand, it is said, 
pays somebody $1,200 a year for permission 
to obstruct the peopie at this point. It is a 
permanent wooden structure, and is there all 
the time, whether there is fruit on it or not. It 
is absolutely pitiful to see the crowds trying 
to pass these obstructions, and itis a shame 
and a disgrace to every municipal administra- 
tion that nas failed to remove them. The en- 
tire sidewalk at tae corner, on the south side 
of Madison and the west side of State ought 
to 8 cleared off for travel, even 
if the city has to buy them back from the 
property-O-wWuers who have gobbied them. 


Of course this kick will do no good. I 
have not lived here twenty-five years without 
learning that Chicago is devoted to every- 
thing that is confused, irregular, incon- 
venient, and slipshod. A city that will allow 
itself to be governed by a City Council of 
vagabonds; that is satisfied to designate the 
streets running both ways by numbers 
so as to have a place at the cor. 
ner of Fortieth and Fortieth streets; that 
delights in having in a score of casesa dozen 
thoroughfares bearing the same name; and 
that has not civic pride enough to put street 
signs up on its finest boulevards, is not going 
to worry because people steal the sidewalks. 
Well, let it go. I have had my kick, anyway.

DOES AWAY WITH MESSENGER BOYS, 


The United States Special Pestal Delivery a 
Biew to the System, 

Uncle Sam says he does not like monop- 
olies. In fact he regards them theoretically 
as nature does a vacuum, and has made legis. 
lative attempts tostamp them out. But it 
was without any knowledge of what he was 
doing that he struck his hardest blow at one 
that has bothered Chicagoans for years. This 
one isthe small, precocious youngster ina 
uniform of blue adorned with gilt braid, who, 
fora good day’s pay, agrees to carry a mes- 
sage tor you and get it to its destination— 
sometime. It is not the small boy's fault, 
perhaps. He only gets $17 a month and does 
not feel like working very hard. But the 
company that employs him makesa yearly 
fortune out of his services. The United States, 
through its postoffice department, hit this com- 
pany a good hard blow when it established the 
special delivery carrier system. The wise 
man does not employ the messenger boy now; 
he uses the special delivery system. It is 
much cheaper, more accurate, andin most 
instances is quicker. Itcosts just 12 cents to 
send a letter to any part of the city and it 
will be delivered as promptly and with greater 
care than if a messenger boy was employed. 
The messenger charges 15 cents fora short 
trip and anything from that amount up for a 
On> man who lives on the North 
Side, near the end of one of the cable lines, 
has found the carrier scheme a good one. He 
has frequent occasion to send word home to 
his wife. He has no telephone in his house 
and formeriy was forced to resort to the mes- 
senger boy. Eachtrip made by the boy cost 
the North Side man 85 cents. As there were 
several trips a week the sum became a pretty 
good one and the bill amounted to from $10 
to 815 a month. Then it was that the North 
Side man thought of the special delivery 
scheme. He tried it one day. Putting a 
special delivery and a 2-cent stamp on the 
letter, he dropped it in the Postoffice. It was 
4:12 o’clock in the afternoon when he did 
so. Inthe note he asked his wife to notice 
the time of delivery. She received it at 5:26. 
It takes the cable cars anywhere from thirty 
to forty minutes to make the trip and the car- 
rier had a fle minutes’ walk after he left the 
car, so that the time consumed in getting the 
letter started from the Postoffice, iu receiving 
the letter, canceling the stamps, numbering 
it, and entering the number on a delivery and 
registry book was but about half an hour—no 
longer than one frequently has to wait fora 
messenger boy to answer a call. 

The North Side man was overjoyed. He 
saw Visions of cheap, quick, and accurate de- 
livery of notes, the work being done by expe- 
rienced men instead of by small boys who 
atop to rest at every corner and when not

OUR FRIEND TIM FEENY AGAIN. 


An Old Comrade Comes Forward in De- 
fense of Tim’s Honer,. 

[Editor of The Tribune.]—In Tun Sunpay 
Trrpunz of Nov. 18, 1894, was a series of arti- 
cles inquirmg as to the whereabouts of Tim 
Fegney, also giving an amusing history as to 
Tim’s exploits up to a certain date. I will 
tell some things that I know about Tim Fee. 
ney as a farmer, once a member of Company 
I, Fifty-second Illinois Volunteer Infantry. 
Your article starts out with the bold declara- 
tion that Tim’s offense was of the most 
flagrant description. ‘Tim tells me as near as 
he knows he is at least 70 years old. When 
you say Tim lived on the charity of his old 
comrades at Mendota, III., if there was any- 
thing that Tim abhorred it was that of court- 
A charity of any one. He has been asked 
many times since his reform to unite with the 
M. . Church at Saratoga or La Prairie Cir- 
cuit, because he was one of the most devoted 
Christians in our vicinity. He said people 
would say he did so to sponge his living off 
of us. He has always been induétrious. In 
1867, I think, he was sick, and I, as his su- 
pervisor, assisted him and he said he would 
pay me back. I think he did, and that was 
before he reformed. For about fifteen years 
Tim has led an exemplary, Christian life, 
which 8 point occurred in a 
saloon. As he was raising the glass 
of hell-fire to his lips, the glass 
etploded (as he says) in a thousand pieces. 
That was the cause of Tim’s right-about face, 
and if he has drank intoxicants since we none 
of us know it, You could not induce him to 
drink anything from a glass: he says it would 
be a reminder and it might set him back. In 
hie prayer he hardly ever forgets to thank the 
Lord that he was saved from a drunkard’s 
grave and a drunkard’s hell. Tim finally 
tells me about the shooting of the negro. He 
says he was on guard and under instructions 
by a Lieutenant to shoot down the first per- 
son that attempted to take those rations; and, 
as stated, Tim shot the negro inthe arm. 
Tim says had he been sober would not 
have shot; but the Lieutenant swore before 
that court-martial that he gave Tim no such 
orders, and it seems Tim had his sentence to 
Dry Tortugas before he had a chance to sober 
up. according to said article, Tim’s pers 
and army correspondence are all in my hands, 
and, as he cannot write even his own name, 
he makes his mark, of course. I read his let. 
tors for him. He is a great reader of his 
Bible and all papers he can get hold of, keeps 
well posted, and is a zealous Republican. Tim 
tells me that on his way to New York he was 
awful sick and did not need much care 
of the guards, and when prison- 
ers were being removed from the, 
boat he gave them the slip and he says: 
Do you think I would report to them to go 
to the Dry Tortugas? It was their business 
to look after me. I think it unjust to call 
Tim a deserter. You say from the time he 
escaped until he reappeared in Mendota, over 
a year ago, Tim was never heard of. Well, 
let’s see. In 1866 Tim Feeney came from 
Henry, III., into Saratoga Township and 
worked fo: Thomas Kelley, Mason Seelye, and 
many other farmers. He was for some time 
in Peoria County with Supervisor Armstrong 
feeding cattle. He then weat railroading on 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, headquar- 
ters at Galesburg, then went to Iowa. but dur- 
ing all of these years has spent most of his 
time in this Saratoga Township, Marshall 
County. A few years ago he landed in Win- 
nebago County house. They soon discovered 
Tim was a citizen of Marshall County, and 
Marshall had to pay all the expenses at W 
and we claim our Tim. 

Nov. 25 inquires, Is this our Tim Fee. 
ney?” Of course I know nothing about 
Isaac Wiikin’s story, although it is amusing 
reading for us who know Tim so well, Dec, 
2,in ** The Tim Feeney mystery still,“ W. 
H. D. gave some very interesting poetry 
on our Tim tous who have knuwn him so 
long. Now comes the article, Dec. 9, in Sun- 
pay Txisunz. The special correspondent 
from Rockford knows what he is talking 
about considerable of the time. While Fee- 
ney was here he kept batch and his rec- 
ord for honesty, as at Rockford, was splendid, 
he never asked for credit at Bradford, III., 
but he received it and every cent has been 
fully paid. 

The Siberinn article 8 last but not 
least, puts on the cap-sheap. ow as to Tim’s 
nationality. Without doubt he is irongly 
Irish descent, but he certainly has not the Iris 
brogue. He doubtiess was redred among the 
Hinglish, for in saying oats he invariably 
calls it hoats, also calls horse—'orse. Mr. 
Sever must have been highly entertained by 
the literary knowledge of vid Tim. The rec- 
ommendation from Tim’s Greek friends was 
quite laughable to us, and astonished Tim 
not a little. On reaching Athens (as you have 
all read the articles), it was an opportune 
moment. I think Tim must have been an M. 
D., as reference was made to the birth of an 
heir apparent, the first born of King George 
and Queen Olga, and after the conclusion of 
festivities, which lasted for several days, he 
was invited to the palace, The remainder of 
the romance by Ivorvitch you doubtiess have 
read in said paper. Now for the answer as to 
where Tim Feeney is, formerly of Fifty-sec- 
ond Illinois Volunteer Infantry? About one 
year ago Tim was in our county house only 
a few days. He didn’t admire the treatmeat 
and skipped, and has since been living with 
my son-in-law, Robert Kelley, in Saratoga, 
but is now back at our county farm. Whena 
mere boy he lost the entire ball of one eye, so 
it is not difficult to describe Tim Feeney.

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AM a tenderfoot. Iknowit, My friends 
know it. There was a time once when 1 
thought I wasn’t. That time has long 
gone by, and now, after all my experi- 
ences, I am forced to make the confession. I 
am a tenderfvot. 

In the latter "70s I was in Lawrence, Kas. 
I was just out of school and hadn’t picked 
out what I was going to do for a living. Con- 
sequently I became a sort of half-gentcel 
loafer. I put in my time around cigar stores, 
barber shops, depots, and hotels. I was liv- 
ing with my uncle, who was—or was supposed 
to be—my guardian. He had quit worrying 
about me and was waiting for the time to 
come when I'd “ take a tumble to myself. 

One afternoon in a cigar store a young fel- 
low had an argument with me. It ended in 
my half knocking and half throwing him 
frown the store. Anyhow, he hit the sidewalk 
quite hard. Next day a man, tall, ungainly, 
booted, and blue-shirted, came into the store 
and asked to see the man who had assaulted 
the fellow the day before. After the proper 
assurances that no harm gas meant me I re- 
vealed to him the fact I was the person. He 
looked me all over quietly and then drawied 
out: 

“Say, young fellow, if you'll shave your 
head and quit wearing fried shirts and dude 
clothes III give you a good job. 

I became interested and told him I was 
looking for the right sort of a job, but I was 
curious to know what sort of a position could 
require his remarkable conditions. 

Well, this is what it was: He was running 
a track-laying boarding-camp in the Indian 
Territory. It was a sort of a spur line that 
ran out of Independence and he wanted meto 
go down there and keep books for him 
and run a store set 
up in a -car. The man 
who could hold the job had to be either a ter- 
ribly earnest biuffer or else really a bad man 
—the worst sort. The men he had to deal 
with were the scum of the earth and of all 
races, colors, and previous conditions. Of 
course, I didn’t knowthis at the time or I 
would never have taken the job. And there 
was another thing 1 hadn’t been told—but 
I'll come to that later on. 

The end of the negotiations was that I had 
my head shaved, — I have never 
been proud of the shape of my head. when its 
natural covering was all there, but when it 
was shaved it looked simply terrible. How- 
ever, I was left in Lawrence, witn plenty 
of money advanced to purchase what [ 
needed in the way of blue shirts, big 
hats, and rough clothing of every description, 
including boots and, what was more to my 
taste, a belt with a big revolver anda dirk. I 
was told by my employer to get these things, 
and he added casyally, as it seemed to me: 
„ They’ll come handy, maybe. 

I got my outfit together and went to Inde- 
pendence, That night an engine came in for 
supplies and I went out to the camp. a 

Now, a track-laying camp in those days was 
a queer arrangement. The men slept in plain 
box cars. Their meals were served in box 
cars. These were made with doors cut in the 
ends, long tables were laid along the sides, 
and the men sat back to back, leav- 
ing an aisle for the ™ waiters.” 
There were 300 men in our camp 
and it took a dozen dining cars to accom- 
modate them. Then there was the kitchen 
car, also a box car fitted with, a big stove, 
There were cars for the grub, cars for the 
men tosleep in, and cars for tools. Then 
came my car. This was the commissary car. 
It was fitted up at one end with shelves and a 
counter. I kept the books there and deducted 
each man’s board from his monthly pay-roll. 
On the shelves I kept socks, suspenders, over- 
alls. handkerchiefs, shirts, hats, and cigars, 
smoking and chewing tobacco, and pipes, be- 
sides other things the men might need. The 
othe: end of this car was partitioned off as a 
sleeping compartment for the boss and my- 
self—the boarding boss, not the boss of the 
men—I’ll come to him after awhile. 

Now it seems it was more than an ordinary 
man could doto keep the job I had taken. 
The desperadoes who were laying that track 
had a habit of coming into that car, taking 
what they wanted, some things they didn’t 
want, and if the bookkeeper protested he 
was promptly kicked out ot the car. There 
was no law in the camp, save that of 
force, and the best man won every time. 
The only man in the camp who ever won a 
fight was the boss of the men. He was abso. 
lutely the’ bravest, strongest, and most per- 
fect brute of aman I have ever seen. He 
could handle the ordinary man as the ordi- 
nary man could handle a baby, and I have 
actually seen him pick up one man 
and throw him at another. Think of 
it. Well, whenever there was a row 
in camp this boss would rush into it and the 
consequence would be that one or two men 
would be laid up forafewdays. And ifa 
man died there his body was shipped to the 
nearest town and buried. The matter was 
squared somehow. 


Und this was the game I had been steered 
up against. I was practically alone in my 
end of the camp after the first day, as the 
boarding boss had other camps aiong the 
Santa Fé. Solsized up my work, found it 
was easy, and settled down. 

Villainous looking men came into my car 
evenings and nooas. They growled out 
what they wanted and showed me their num- 
bers. There were no names there. Neither 
was there any money. Everthing went down 
on the books, and with the board bill was de- 
aucted from the pay-roll at Topeka and handed 
to the boarding boss, the laborer receiving the 
balance, 

I noticed during the first few days that the 
men were particularly civil to me. That is, 
they were as civil as such brutes know how to 
be. And to prove they were brutes I need 
only to tell you they tried once to hang our 
cook because the meat was a little rancid, 
Well, there was a method in this sizing up, as 
I gradually ‘found out. The “ waiters” in 
camp were tough boys 16 or 17 years 
old or so, one to each car. They 
carried the grub to the human hogs and after 
meals went through the motions of washi 
up the tin plates and cups and knives an 
forks in each car. One of these kids became 
gossipy with me and one day unfolded to me 

y a series of questions a horrible tale, This 
is what he told me and whatI should have 
been told before leaving Lawrence. Then 1 
never would have left: 


went to Lawrence, engaged me, and then went 
back to camp and did advance work for me in 
the most deliberate fashion. He caused the 
men to find out that there was at 
last coming to camp a holy terror. 
The next man to get into that 
commissary car would stay there. He was 
the worst man in Kansas and was a dead shot. 
Not only this, but as he had just had a little 
trouble with a men up north it was deemed 
desirable he should lie low for awmie, In 
fact, these tough propositions were given to 
understand that I—poor tenderfoot—had 
killed men everywhere who looked cross at 
me and that I was ready at any moment to 
drop any one of them at the first chance. 


When it dawned upon me what sort of a 
box I was in it all came back to me. I re- 
membered all the sizimg up J had been sub- 
jected to and the first thing I did was to fig- 
ure on gett away. ‘There were, however, 
obstacies in the way, and then I decided to 
make the best of it. I was alone, and 
then my natural obstinacy came to me.

Not I. I 
firmly believe, though, if I had pulled my 
gan, would have won a victory, as these 
ellows believed the story told of me.

campas the road progressed. One Sun- 
day evening several of the men were in my 
car. Among them were the engineers who 
did the line-iaying. They all uns. Of 
course, having not else to do, they began 
to shoot at marks. y turn came, A little 
fellow as to stature, but a man who could 
handle a steel rail as easily as 1 
could a — pole—and much more 
gracefully—da me to put up a 
doliar against him. I knew my time 
come to do or die. I braved myself, and in 
an inspiration I drew my gun and actually 
made a bull’s-eye—I hit a tomato can about 
fifteen yards off. My challenger fired my 
gun, missed, and handed me the gun and 
the dollar. So far so good. But to this day I 
don’t know how or why I hit that can. 

Then the trouble came, I had in a measure 
kept up my alleged record. Nothing, how- 
ever, could persuade me to shoot at another 
mark. I rested on my oars, calmly told the 
other fellows to beat my record, and then I'd 
set a new mark. But the dollar I 
had won seemed to hurt the fellow who 
had lost it. The next Sunday m 
friendly Kid casually remarked that Shorty 
had an idea I thought because I could out- 
shoot him I could throw him.

Tun Mayor and the Smoke Inspector have 
sent notice to the tug-owners to attend a con- 
ference to be held in a few days for the pur- 
pose of outlining a policy for the suppression 
of smoke on their vessels during the coming 
summer.“ This is the regular annual con- 
ference, the first of which was held many 
years ago.

ASKING FOR A CONSTITUTIONAL con. 
* VENTION, 

About the first resolution offered in the 
State Senate is one to the effect that a con- 
vention is necessary to revise, alter, and 
amend the Constitution of the State, and that 
the question of calling it be submitted to the 
voters at the election to be held in Novem- 
ber, 1896. A similar resolution was intro- 
duced in the last General Assembly, was 
passed by the Senate, but was badly beaten 
in the House, where it did not get a third of 
the total vote. It will be urged this year fully 
as strenuously as it was two years ago. 

The real reasons why its friends want it 
adopted and the Constitution revamped were 
not stated then nor are they now. It is true 
the pending resolution is prefaced by a num- 
ber of whereases,”’ but they are vague and 
deceptive. 

It isalleged thatthe provisions of the Con- 
stitution are too restrictive in their charac- 
ter, and are insufficient for the existing and 
future demands of the people.“ Does this 
mean that all the provisions are too re- 
strictive? Not even the author of the resolu- 
tion will claim that. He will admit that ap- 
parently some are not restrictive enough, as 
for instance the legislative apportionment 
provision, which did not keep the Democrats 
in the last Legislature from gerrymandering 
the State and claiming that their action was 
legal. 

He means of course that some of the pro- 
visions are restrictive. That being se why 
not specify them and specify also the existing 
and future demands of the people—if he is 
enough of a prophet to kuow what the latter 
will be—which are proper, and are generally 
demanded but cannot be granted on account 
of constitutional limitations. 

Does he mean the restrictions on taxation 
and indebtedness? There are a large number 
of persons, often described as tax-eaters, who 
want the authorities of every municipality to 
be permitted to impose taxes without limit 
and to run up a bonded debt without restric. 
tion. They want every county, city, town, 
and school district to run wide open, to bor- 
row all the money it can to make improve- 
ments—for the benefit of speculatory and 
contractors—and to treble and quadruple tax- 
ation to. make the public service more effi- 
cient—to sweil the ranks of the official de- 
pendent classes. 

These people have been in this State from 
the beginning. They bankrupted it once by 
embarking it in a wild system of internal im- 
provements, They induced counties and 
towns to saddle themselves with debts for the 
benefit of railroads. They plunged cities 
into wasteful expenditures. They can re- 
member the profits made in the good old 
times before the taxing and debt-creating 
power was restricted, and seeing the wealth 
which has been accumulated since then they 
are eager to have the Constitution revised so 
they can lay their hands on it. 

It is stated in another whereas that the 
rapid increase of the agricultural population 
throughout the State demands legislation 
which cannot be had under the present_Con- 
stitution. Of the gain in population in this 
State between 1880 and 1890 all but about 
60,000 was in ten counties, nearly three- 
fourths of the gain being in Cook. Thirty 
agricultural counties showed slight decreases. 
This is the first that has been heard of the 
* rapid increase of the farming population 
of this State. And what legislation do the 
farmers want that cannot be given them un- 
der the present Constitution? When they have 
needed anything they have gotten it by way 
of an amendment. 

It is alleged that the great mass“of labor. 
ing people demand necessary and legitimate 
legislation for the protection of their rights. 
What necessary legisiation of the character 
described is it they want and cannot get? No 
ans wer. 

Then it is stated that the extraordinary 
amount of capitai invested in railroads, com- 
mercial and manufacturing enterprises all de- 
mand legislation which cannot be had under 
our present Constitution.“ There is a nearer 
approach to truthfulness in this sentence than 
in most of the others. There are “ restrictive 
provisions which hamper the railroads. 
They are forbidden to issue watered stock. 
The Legislature is empowered to limit their 
charges and to prevent discriminations. 
These and other restrictions are odious. As it 
is not impossible that Congress will free from 
all restraints roads engaged in inter-State 
commerce the IIlinois lines would like to 
have this State do the same thing for local 
commerce, 

One of the restrictive clauses which the cor- 
porate iaterests of this State chafe under and 
would like to see obliterated is the one which 
prohibits special legislation, They want a 
Constitution like that of 1848, under which 
they can Buy privileges which others who have 
not as much money will not be able to secure, 


It they need something which is for their in- 


terest, but not for that ot the public, they 
want to beable to send an agent down to 
Springfield and purchase it as the Illinois 
Central tried to get the Lake- Front. 

Those professional politicians who like to 
gotothe Legislature and make some money 
while there are also in favor of the repeal of 
provisions which ate restrictive on them. 
They have heard of the halcyon days wher a 
vote for a little bill was rewarded with a big 
bill, and they want to see those days before 
they die. 


It is alleged also that the judicial system is 


“involved and intricate,” and ig not con- 
sistent with the proper dispatch of es, 
in our courts.” The trouble with the judicial 
system is in its administration and not in the 
Constitution. Gov. Altgeld says truthfully: 
“As regards the administration of justice we 
are today three-quarters of a century behind 
that ccuntry from which we borrowed our 
system.”’ The Legisiature, if it sees fit, can 
revise and simplify that system. It is not 
necessary to remodel the Constitution to doit. 

It would appear from the preamble that 
farmers, litigants, workingmen, and all other 
interests in the State are deprived of some- 
thing each of them ought to have because the 
Constitution stands in the way. So say the 
tax-eaters. So say the men who want to be 
liberal with other people’s money. So say 
the corporation lawyers whose clients want 
special privileges. But when they are called 
on for their facts they submit none. When 
they are called on to state things which a 
majority of the people think ought to be 
done but cannot be done on account of 
alleged restrictive provisions they are mute. 

For there are no real grievances which are 
not curable by amendment. There are re- 
strictive provisions, already mentioned, which 
are and long have been a thorn in the flesh of 
those who are anxious for a constitutional 
convention. They dare not srbmit an amend - 
ment to abrogate one of them, but they think 
they might get rid of them were a new Con- 
stitution to be framed. 


ThE ASTORS AND THE VANDERBILTS. 

Two families, representing the largest ac- 
cumulations of wealth in this country and the 
highest social position, the Astors and the 


Vanderbilts, have made themselves unusually 


conspicuous during the last week. As the 
public is aware, Mrs. William Waldorf Astor, 
wife of the son of the late John Jacob Astor 
and cousin of John Jacob Astor, died recent- 
ly in England. Her body was shipped to this 
country and now lies in Trinity Chapel, New 
York, awaiting burial. The husband fol- 
lowed his wife's remains in another steamer. 
Meanwhile, after the death had been an- 
nounced, Mr. and Mrs. John Jacob Astor gave 
a dinner at their residence in Fifth avenue. 
Mrs, William Astor sent out cards fora ban- 
quet at her residence. Mrs, William Astor 
and Mr. and Mrs. John Jacob Astor attended 
the opera on the night of the day the news of 
the death was cabled, Mrs. John Jacob Astor 
was also one of the Reception committee at 
the first Assembly of the season and appeared 
there in gorgeous raiment. In fact, all of the 
Astors appear to have bloomed out in excep- 
tionally brilliant fashion since the death 
of Mrs. William Waldorf. The office of the 
estate of William Waldorf in New York is 
closed, with a notice on the,door, “On account 
of the death of Mrs. Astor.” The office of 
William Astor near by is wide open and busi- 
ness is going on as if nothing had happened. 
The only one who has paid any respect to the 
memory of the dead woman is James W. Paul 
of Philadelphia, her brother, who has post- 
poned the coming-out ball of his niece, Miss 
Margaret Oglesby Paul, which was to have 
taken place Jan. 18. Meanwhile Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor isin Philadelphia and attended 
the coming-out ball of the daughter of Dr. 
Weir Mitchell, and she and her husband sub- 
seguently attended an exclusive assembly ball 
as Dr. Mitchell’s guests, It was not long ago 
that Mr. William Waldorf Astor assumed to 
dictate his supercilious advice to the people 
of Chicago as to matters ot etiquette. If one 
may be allowed to make suggestions to an 
Astor, it would appear eminently proper for 
William Waldorf now to read the riot act to 
the assembled Astors, and instruct them not 
on matters of etiquette, of which they 
are presumed to be the sole and 
original American proprietors, but upon the 
ordinary amenities and common decencies of 
life. They should be told that whatever may 
have been their relations to the late Mrs. 
Astor or to her surviving husband in the pres- 
ence of death their merrymaking is not 
seemly. 

The Vanderbilt family has also been con- 
spicuous during the last week. It, too, has its 
unpleasant subject of gossip in the unfortu- 
nate domestic relations of Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
lam K. Vanderbilt, which it is now asserted 
are irreconcilable, The former is reported 
as about to sail for Europe, leaving his wife 
to secure a divorce if she desires to do so. In 
the meantime the Vanderbilt family met in 
council, quietly and unostentatiously, and ad- 
vised together how they might help an im- 
portant public institution as a memorial to 
their dead father. The outcome of the council 
was that Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, in the 
name of William K. Vanderbilt, Frederick W. 
Vanderbilt, George W. Vanderbilt, and Mr. 
and Mrs. W. K. Sloane, tendered a further 
gift to the trustees of Columbia College of 
$750,000 to be expended in erecting and 
maintaining buildings for the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, the Vanderbilt Clinic, 
and the Sloane Maternal Hospital. This 
makes $2,000,000 given to Columbia Col- 
lege by the Vanderbilts, and it will result in 
one of the best medical colleges in the world. 
Contrasting the Astors and the Vanderbilts, it 
must be conceded that the latter stand better 
before the country and that they are distrib- 
uting their money ina manner which must 
shame professional philantbropists and dis- 
arm hostile criticism, and this, too, in the 
face of the contemptuous disregard of the 
public by the late father of the family. 


PUBLIC OFFICIALS AND PASSEs, 

There has just been introduced in the In- 
dianu Legislature a bill providing that— 

No member of the General Assembly, no Judge 
of the Supreme, Appellate, Superior, Circuit. or 
Criminal Court, no member of the State Board of 
Taxation, no Prosecuting Attorney, no Sheriff, no 
member of the County Board of Review, no mem- 
ber of a Common Council, no member of a Board 
of Trustees, no Mayor, and no Marshal of any 
city or incorporated town of the State shall ai- 
rectly or indirectly ask, demand, accept, receive 
or consent to receive any railroad pass, free 
mas or discrimination in passenger 
ra 


The penalty for violation is the loss of office 
and a fine of $100. If a Prosecuting Attor- 
ney fails to prosecute a suit when evidence of 
a violation of the law is laid before him the 
same penalty is to be inflicted upon him. 

There is a good deal of talk about reform 
just now and there are more reformers than 
ever before, Is there a man in the Illinois 
Legislature who has the courage to introduce 
a bill of this kind, and push it after he has in- 
troduced it? Yet it is not likely that it would 
be seriously considered if offered, because the 
pass evil is one of those firmly rooted ones 
that nothing short of a reform cyclone can 
uproot. A mere gentle breeze will not do it. 

Probably there is not a member of the 
Legislature who has not a pocketbook full of 
passes which he proposes to use during the 
next four or five months, Therefore it is not 
to be expected that members will take any 
interest in a proposition of which they would 
be the victims. But it is sometimes the case 
that those who do not want to reform them- 
selves are willing to aid in reforming 
other people. So how would it do for 
the legislators to pass a law to 
the effect that the Judges, who should admin. 
ister justice impartially and ehould not be 
suspected of being under an obligation to any 
one, must not receive passes; that the mem. 
bers of the State Board of Equalization, who 
assess railroad property, should not receive 
them; that Aldermen. whose temptations are 
too great already, should not receive them— 
that no public officers should be alluwed to 
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whose virtue is above temptation and beyond 
suspicion. 

If we cannot have a loaf of bread let us 
have half aloaf. The pass business inter- 
feres with legislative work. It doubles the 
length and cost of a session. The people 
know that and they would like to see pass- 
bribery abolished. The railroads would be 
pleased to carry fewer deadheads. But since 
the legisiators will not give up thetr cher- 
ished free transportation they might throw a 
tub to the whale by declaring that small fry 
officials must pay or walk. 

Where is the member of the Legislature 
who will avail himself of the flood-tide of re- 
form and introduce a bill for the purpose of 
mating other public officers virtuous? 


NEED OF A PHILANTHROPIC PAWNSHOP, 
It is not the least evil of poverty that the 


poor man who has to borrow is obliged to 


pay from ten to twenty times as much as the 
ordinary borrower. The former goes to a 
pawnbroker or to the chattel mortgage man. 
He borrows on his household goods or other 
personal property, and in either case he is 
obliged to pay a rate of interest which is ruin- 
ous. Not one in ten of those who fall into 
the hands of these harpies are able to extri- 
cate themselves. 

On various occasions Chicagoans who saw 
that one way to dogood for the deserving 
poor was toenable them to get money at 
reasonable rates when they needed it to tide 
over some sudden exigency have tried to get 
legislation which would enable them to estab- 
lish a loan bureau where advances could be 
made on personal property at moderate rates. 
They have failed in the past, but they intend 
to try it again at the present session. 

The State law says that more than 7 per 
cent interest is usury. Nevertheless the chat- 
tel mortgage men charge and collect by 
means of familiar devices something like 120 
percent, Therefore the law does not seem 
toamountto much, But it would not do 
for benevolent men to goto loaning money 
openly and above board at 10 per cent 
a year or 110 per cent less than 
the customary rates. They manifestly 
would be law breakers, and the money lend- 
ers, whose business was interfered with, 
would stir someone up to prosecute them. It 
is necessary to charge more than the 7 per 
cent allowed by law because that rate will not 
cover the running expenses. There will be 
inevitable losses on account of the kind of se- 
curity taken for the loans. 

There isa law by which pawnbrokers are 
permitted to charge 3 per centa month. But 
the business which the loan bureau it is de- 
sired to establish would do would not bea 
purely pawnbroking one, If it were then the 
bureau could avail itself of this law, assum- 
ing it to be constitutional, and charge as much 
less than 836 per cent a year as it saw fit. 
Therefore it is most desirable that the law 
should be modified so as to make it legal to loan 
money on household furniture, for instance, 
where the security remains in the possession 
of the mortgageor, at a higher rate than 7 per 
cent. As the lenders on that kind of property 
are charging now more than ten times 7 per 
cent the interests of borrowers would not be 
damaged in the least by the proposed change. 


Only the loan bureau would take advantage 


of it. 

A bill has been prepared to modify the in- 
terest law in the manner mentioned. If this 
can be done the bureau will be started. Of 
course it will not have sufficient funds to en- 
able it to do as much good as those interested 
in it would like to. It takes a great deal of 
money to meet the borrowing needs of the 
poorer classes in this city. But what has been 
done in New York City shows that an institu- 
tion of this kind with a limited capital can do 
an immense amount of good. 

There is no reason why this measure should 
meet with any opposition in the Legislature. 
While seemingly it raises the rates of interest 


on certain loans in reality it lowers them 


greatly. Country members may not appreci- 
ate the needs and the distress of small borrow 
ers. Those from the city do. They know of 
the shameless robberies perpetrated by the 
chattel mortgage sharks and the pawnbrokers. 
They know that poor men when in straits 
have nowhere else to turn for money, and that 
it is ruin to turn to these lenders. Therefore 
they will be for a bili which is not for purposes 
of personal profit, but to make it possible to 
make small advances of money at just about 
cost price, 


CATHOLIC SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 

The leading articie in the forthcoming first 
number of the Catholic University Bulletin 
will be from the pen of Cardinal Gibbons. 
His subject is The Church and the Sciences.“ 
He takes the ground that Catholics cannot 
longer coutent themselves with a knowledge 
of what is being done in the various depart- 
ments of scientific research, but must con- 
tribute to the work and share in it. Other- 
wise Catholic youths will insensibly come to 
look upon non-Catholic teachers as the sole 
fepresentatives of scientific knowledge. He 
candidly admits that the might of authority 
in the domain of science belongs to those who 
acquire the right to speak by personal re- 
search.“ Hence in order that the honor of 
the church may be vindicated it is necessary 
todo away with the idea that Catholics are 
not free to pursue scientific research, 

Of course the Cardinal insists that no 
real conflict can arise between the truths of 
religion and those which ecience has solidly 
demonstrated. He says the church is ever 
vigilant for the preservation and priority of 
faith, and that this is the only course it could 
consistently follow. But he denies that in its 
solicitude for the faith once delivered to 
the saints the church interferes with the 
legitimate action of science, and holds that a 
conclusion which, though apparently based 
on fact, runs counter to dogmatic truth is not 
the verdict of science itself. It is the find- 
ing of certain scientists who go out of their 
proper sphere into that of speculation on 
matters beyond their reach.“ The church 
does not pretend to fix the principles and 
methods which science shall follow, but 
claims the right to éxercise authority con- 
cerning things which properiy pertain to her 
mission as teacher, and it is her purpose 
that Catholics should make the best use of 
their freedom to further the interests of sci- 
ence,”’ 

This pronunciamento does not conflict with 
the position taken in regard to St. George 
Mivart. There need be no doubt that he was 
induced to retract some statements re- 
cently made by him in print, and which many 
readers may have supposed to be the results of 
scientific reasoning. In reality science gives 
no information at all as to the existence of a 
hell or the duration of punishment there if 
such ad place exists, It can do little more than 
indicate the improbability of certain supposed 
conditions of physical punishment which 
have been insisted on by some theological 
writers. But so much cannot be claimed for 
the force brought to bear upon Galileo to 
make him recant his expressed conclusions in 
regard to the place of our earth in the solar 
system. Galileo’s deduction was strictly a 
scientific one, both us to method and results. 
The Catholic Church hardiy will insist now 
that the statement by Galileo was erroneous, 
but it does claim that its own course is con- 
sistent with itself all through the ages, The 
latter is the only difficulty in the case, as it ip 
indisputab e that dogmatism and eruelty were 


; not confined to the Catholic Church in the 
seventeenth century, 

It is well to de assured on such high au- 
thority that the church is not now opposed 
to scientific investigation, is not afraid of the 
consequences of such research, and is pre- 
pared to take part init; Tho correct position 
being occupied today it is of qomparatively 
little importance to those ou the church 
to inquire if Ic has always been so. Many of 
them kuow that for others to confess they 
have been in the wrong is to admit they are 
wiser today than at some previous time, 
and if the dignitaries of the Catholic 
Church should make that admission they 
would not thereby lower themselves or 
their theological position in the estimation 
of those whose good opinion is worth 
having. Whether or not its attitude in 
the past has been misapprehended the 
real friends of scientific research who do not 
worship at the altars of the church will be 
glad to be informed that there is no room for 
misunderstanding of the future, and that 
Catholics are prepared to take part in the 
grand work of exploring the yet hidden truths 
of science and aiding ina better as well as 
wider acquaintance with those supposed to be 
known already. They have made agrand for- 
ward step in organizing an institution which, 
in the language of Cardinal Gibbons, is de- 
signed to give the Catholies of America, 
clergy and laity alike, the fairest opportunity 
to bring forth and enjoy the fruits of higher 
education. 


OUR SECOND BLIZZARD. 

The snow-storm which pervaded a large 
part of the United States Saturday is the eec- 
ond one of this winter. Like the first, it was 
marked by intense cold, and in many places 
by such fierce winds as to be entitled to the 
designation of blizzard.“ The snowfall ap- 
pears to have been pretty general overa great 
part of the winter wheat belt, where its bene- 
ficial effect upon the next crop will furnish 
an acceptable compensation for the sufferings 
of many from the bitter cold. But it 
appears even this consolation is denied to the 
dwellers in vast areas in Kansas and Missouri, 
and further north the terribly low tempera- 
tures have caused numerous deaths to persons 
who had not a sufficiency of fuel, food, and 
clothing. The snow will improve the pros- 
pects of the drought-smitten regions in the 
West and „Northwest, though it did not de- 
scend on growing crops there; but the suffer. 
ing caused by it is almost too horrible to con- 
template. This is especially true of the west- 
ern halves of Nebraska and South Dakota, 
with much of the eastern half in the latter 
State. 

The snow came in with a wind from the 
north which blew towards the western side of 
an area of low barometer that moved across 
the country, going through Virginia yesterday, 
and now is on its way over the Atlantic. The 
temperature of 8 degrees below the artificial 
zero of the Fahrenheit thermometer which it 
brought to Chicago during Friday night was 
mild as compared with that recorded for sev- 
eral other points. Of course it was much cold- 
er in the Northwest, and it is probable the 
24 degrees below zero reported from St. Vin- 
cent, Minn., was far from being the lowest in 
that region. Springfield, Mo., caught 12, and 
Cincinnati and Louisville 10 degrees below, 
though all are considerably south of our lati- 
tude, It is feared the orange raising districts 
of Florida have been again swept by the frost 
king, though the Gulf States, which are 
further east, were missed by the cold wave 
which otherwise covered the entire area from 
the Rocky Mountains eastward to the Alle. 
ghanies. 


A CORRESPONDENT, who has had considerable 
legislative experience, suggests that two new 
rules be adopted by the present House when 
it acts on its rules, which it probably will do 
this week. One is the Reed rule, providing 
for the counting of a quorum, and the other a 
provision that no bills shall be introduced on 
the floor of the House after March 16. The 
correspondent is of the opinion that if these 
rules are adopted at the present session they 
probably will be readopted at subsequent ses- 
sions, These suggestions are excellent. There 
should bea standing rule which will make it 
impossible for any member to resort to the 
practice of sitting in his seat and refusing to 
answer to his name in order to break a 
quorum, It may not be necessary to use it 
this year, but there is always a possibility that 
there may be a time when it will be needed. 
The proposed limitation of the introduction of 
bills is proper. It will expedite legislation 
and save the money spent now in printing 
scores of useless bills, If there should be 
something of importance requiring legislation 
which had not been attended to prior to the 
date specified a committee can introduce the 


necessary bill.

Flectricity Supplauts the Horse. 

The building of the different elevated rail- 
roads has much todo with this. The Metro- 
politan opens up for home owners, and for 
those who want to be classed in this list 
almost a virgin field. While it is true there 
were horse car lines running into the territory 
where the Metropolitan has been built, the 
time made by the cars was so slow that men 
employed down-town or engaged in bugicess 
in the down-town districts could not afford to 
take up a residence in those localities. The 
completion of the Metropolitan is now a 
matter of only a few weeks, and with it there 
comes rapid transit, which will, I am 
told, exceed anything that has been 
know in Chicago outside of the steam rail- 
roads, and there is the added advantage in 
the case of the Metropolitan of frequent train 
service. The building of the Northwestern, 
which is to be actively begun in the spring 
and carried to a speedy completion, will open 
up the northwest section, as the Metropolitan 
will the West Division of the town.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS, 


Buildings Pianned or Under Way In and 
Around Chicago, 

Plans have been prepared for the elevator 
and malt-house which Albert Schwill & Co. 
are to build on the six-acre tract purchased in 
South Chicago a week ago which lies be- 
tween One Hundred and Third and One Hun- 
dred and Fourth streets and the tracks of the 
Lake Shore and the Fort Wayne railroads.

MAY WHEAT AT ONCE WENT. 


THROUGH OALL PRICE. 


Estimates of Supplies Interpreted as Bull- 
isheRumors of Prospective Damage to 
Unprotected Winter Wheat Fields 
Advance of 1 Cent a Bashel on British 
Farmers’ Deliveries=Light Market for 
CorneCash Stuff in Fair Demande 
Street and Other Produce Markets. 


There was the little Saturday evening-up 
bulge in wheat yesterday which the trade has 
come to expect in view of the movement of 
the last three or four weeks. May opened a 
shade better than the previous close and 
promptly advanced through call price. The 
Bradstreet’s estimates and reports of pros- 
pective damage in winter wheat sections 
caused a littie wave of bull sentiment. On 
this and the privilege trading the market was 


advanced to 58%@58%c. There was some 
reaction from the top and the close was made 


at 586 58 e. Exports for both coasts 
were placed at 2,587,000 bu, against 3,142,- 
000 bu the previous week and 2,409,000 bu 
the same week of last year. There were com- 
parisons of world’s stocks, which were con- 
strued fas bullish, but the trade succeeded in 
getting into a controversy regarding the esti- 
mates of visible and invisible stocks. The 
report gave total supplies of wheat in 
the United States 18,000,000 bu less than 
at the same time last year, with stocks in farm- 
ers’ hands fully 84,000,000 less. The apparent- 
ly plain statement was construed by some to 
mean a decrease in the invisible of 52,000,000 
bu, or fully as much as indicated by Murray. 
The weather was undoubtedly an influence. as 
nearly every house on the floor had dispatches 
from Missouri and Kansas telling of intense cold 
and predicting damage to unprotected fields of 
winter wheat. Among the early buyers of wheat 
in the local market the Barretts and Brosseau 
were conspicuous. The trade was not particular- 
ly broad, and the fact that there were a great many 
weekly calls at 58X%c out tended to check any ad- 
vance. Cables showed little change in 
Liverpool. Spot was steady and in 
r demand and futures were unchanged. 
aris flour was lower while wheat was higher. 
Antwerp was uncbanged and Berlin lower. The 
average price of farmers’ deliveries in Great 
Britain advanced from 20s 4d to 208 8d, the 
equivalent of lc per bu. Primary point receipts 
were 245,000 bu against 680,000 bu a year ago, 
but clearances of wheat were disappointing, at 
less than 60,000 bu. Exports included 30,819 
bris of flour. Local receipts were 66 cars, with 
7,800 bu of No. 2 spring inspected out of store. 
Northwestern receipts were 237 cars against 261 
last year. There was considerable figuring on 
the position of the visible Monday. Minneapolis 
— will increase something like 250,000 bu 
and Duluth stocks 170,000 bu on account of the 
small amount taken by millers from elevators. 
Mills are beginning operation again, all the Mil- 
waukee mille but one now running. St. Louis 
will show a big decrease on account of the recent 
business for export. The decrease will depend 
on the amount loaded on cars or in transit. The 
grain which goes to Baltimore will reappear in 
the visible at that point later.

Trade Gossip on Change. 


A letter from a Chattanooga milling company 
to Milmine Bodman said. We paid yesterday 
for 50 cars wheat an advance of 6%c per bu over 
what we were paying when Chicago was at least 
1@2c per bu higher than it is today. I have 
never known the time when wheat seemed to be 
so scarce at this season of the year as it is now. 
We doubt there being as much wheat now in this 
section of the country or at least that which we 
draw wheat from as we had June 1. 
Coin has made an advance here 
of fully 5c per bu and very little movement at 
this price. Our demand for flour is much better, 
as we think the South has eaten up its potatoes 
and a large percentage ofits cheap corn, so we 
look fer an improved demand for flour right 
along. While the Southern people have had to 
sell cotton cheap, still they eat about the same 
amount of bread, as it is the cheapest food. With 
any life in trade or speculation we would expect 
an advance of 25c per bu in wheat in thirty days, 
but the buils have lost money right along for 
eighteen months and will not take hold freely 
till they have an advance of 15@20c that will 
hold. The corn crop in the South is nothing like 
as big as the newspapers of this section make 
out. A great deal of it is light and chaffy and at 
low prices that have prevailed here a great deal 
of it has been sold.“ 

E. M. Thoman evidently has no intention of

BIG CUT IN EARNINGS, 


Chicago City Railway Company Has a 
Poor Year. 

It will be shown at the annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Chicago City railway 
next Tuesday that the South Side company 
suffered by comparison last year quite as 
much as did Mr. Yerkes’ cable line. The net 
earnings will figure somewhere between 13 
and 14 per cent, the poorest shuwing that has 
been made in three years. At one time there 
was some talk of reducing the dividend. But 
as it has been much more than earned there 
will be no occasion for such a course, The 
dividend earnings in 1891 were 19 per cent, 
in 1892 17.27, and in 1893 28.6. The show- 
ing which will be made indicates that either 
Mr. Yerkes’ securities are too low or 
City railway too high. On the er- 
change very little has been done with 
the stock. It is quoted at 3820. 
A few days ago, when offers wert made, the stock 
declined 5 points. The company has changed the 
larger portion of its horse car lines to electrically 
equipped ones, and within the period of a year it 
will have so converted 100 miles of single track. 
The change will have been completed within the 
next few months. 

The Western Stone company has made an ex- 
ceedingly good record during the last year, and 
at its annual meeting Wednesday it will be 
shown to have earned 4 per cept on a capital of 
$2,250,000. Besides this the company has paid 
off an indebtedness amounting to $158,000 witb- 
inayear. Itis unders ice- President 
M. B. Madden will succeed to the Presidency. 
The earnings will not be distributed in the form 
of a dividend, but will be retained for con- 
duct of the company. 

West Chicago opened strong yesterday at 118, 
but weakened toward the close.

The proper way tc attain speed is to strike 
each foot as close to the other as possible, and 
to continue the stroke right up to the toe, and 
once the extreme motive point is passed get 
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the other foot in motion as quickly as possi- 
bie. In fact, full pressure on the ice and 
quick movement of the leg in coming forward 
are the great factors in good skating. 

A blade one-eighth of an inch thick is reo- 
ommended for fast skating, and should be flat 
on the ice from a point half an inch back of

the heel forward toa point three-quarters of 
an inch ahead of the toe of the skater. These 
skates are only for racing, and are dangerous 
for amateur use. 

The height of the foot above the blade is 
now greater than formerly. 

The Russians use a long high skate. The 
Norwegians use the same. With the use of 
long skates has come aa invention which 
virtually places the ekater on stilts. The

skate blades are of the usual type, but from 
about the heel point and the extreme toe point 
two steel supports run up, terminating in 
stilts, on which, at about twenty inches from 
the blade, there is fixed a foothold. The 
steel stilt runs on the outer side of the leg up 
to the knee and is secured to the leg by straps. 
They are said to aid greatly in promoting

Anew skate for women and girls with

port that is necessary. These skates appear 
cumbersome when carrying them, but are a 
great boom to their wéarers. 

Skating costumes for women are of many 
varieties. Garments that are warm but light 
in weight are, of course, much to be desired, 
The properly dressed woman for skating will 
wear a unon suit of flannel underwear, warm 
— tights, and her gown will be made 
of some light weight warm material trimmed 
with fur. The skirt should be made slightly 
shorter than those intended for everyday 
wear and should be made as piain as possible. 
Warm woolen stockings are recommended 
and good calfskin shoes, with a common- 
sense heel and sole to which a skate can be 
easily adjusted. A small toque or close-fit- 
ting turban, trimmed with fur, makes a good 
crowning effect for the head. 

As to jackets, any warm short jacket, 
reefer or box coat cut is just the thing. Seal 
is of course most preferable and is vastly be- 
coming to the majority of people. However, 
every one.cannot have sealskins and there are 
other kinds of fur, not for ing the stunning 
cloth jackets that are always in good taste, 
Warm gloves are almost a necessity, and 
most women use a muff which looks decidedly 
well as a finish to the skating costume.

E project under discussion to put 


certain parts of our municipal house- 
keeping into. the hands of women of- 
fers to many minds the prospect of a 
happy issue out of some of our 


afflictions. I hope the first thing that 
the Street Cleaning committee will 
achieve will be the removal from his 
high estate of the ashman who leaves behind 
him a trail of loose papers and wilted lettuce 
leaves and red lobster shelis to decorate 
the street until such time as the sweepers ap- 
pear to take possession of it, It is incon- 
ceivabie how offensive some of the best res- 
idential. portions of our city are made by 
this practice. No decoration of stoops with 
ornamental iron work, no well-ewept areas 
can make the houses in front of which it 
oceurs look respectable. Perhaps a pre- 
ventive for the evil will be the resort 
of all householders to the practice of 
some of them, of a fee to the ashman month- 
ly, for which he will come into the area, car- 
ry out the receptacles, empty them with care, 
and return them. The virtuous reformer 
will say that tips to a public servant are 
bribes and should not be given; the necessity 
for them is one symptom of the general 
demoralization of municipal government. 
But certainly the trifling expendi- 
ture required from each household in 
this instance is nothing beside ridding our- 
selves of the loathsome exposition often seen 
for hours in the morning before otherwise 
attractive and well kept houses of the better 
class. Here we have an evil that cries aloud 
for redress in New York, and by for- 
eigners, must be seen to be believed, It was 
a wise saying of Sir Francie Palgrave that 
maladministration in little things forms the 
current of public discontent. 


What an excellent mastery of American dia- 
lects Kipling has displayed in his story for the 
December Century, A Walking Delegate.” 
Apart from the sound lesson it teaches to agi- 
tators of the labor question in the States, there 
is delicious humor in the characterization of 
the horses from New N Ken- 
tueky, and, not least, of Muidoon, the ex-car 
horse of the Belt railroad, in New York, all 
translated to graze and philosophize in the 
green pastures of Vermont. But even this 
story is not so inimitably clever as the one 
Kiplmg has contributed to the ember 
Cosmopolitan, “An Error in the Fourth 
Dimension.” In the latter skit upon the 
adventures of a denationalized American 
millionaire with the offended majesty ofa 
Britieh corporation, there is an insight to 
which is lent a power of vivid expression one 
sees in no other writer upon international 
characteristics. Certainly the best of Rudyard 
Kipling is the best of all, to many minds in 
the reading world today. 

No scene evolved from the brain of an ex- 
pert novelist could surpass in dramatic in- 
terest the actual occurren*e of the recent deg- 
radation of Capt. Albert Dreyfus from the 
French army,as apartof his sentence for 
having divulged French secrets. While the 
affair loses a little of its zest in 
reading of the deliberate preparations 
made by the prison tailor for the ready 
removal of the condemned inan’s military 
buttons, stripes, regimental number, etc., by 
securing them with a singie stitch only, and 
preliminary filing al aost in two of the sword 
that was to broken in public, still there was 
about the ceremony that which brings a gen- 
uine thrill into the blood. The reading of the 
verdict of tne court-martial, followed by the 
stinging prociamation of the General; the 
breaking of the sword, cast at theculprit’s feet; 
the ins.gniaof rank torn from bis uniform and 
thrown also upon the ground; the protest of 
innocence from the offender, drowned in the 
roil of drums: and, lastly, the humiliatmg 
march known as the parade of execution, 
when the condemned was escorted by guards 
around four sides of a square of 5,000 sol- 
diers, the target of all eyes, amid the howis 
of a furious mob outside the wall of troops! 
To their honor, be it said, the officers 
and soldiers compelled to look on this 
painful spectacle were more moved 
than the culprit himself. So tremendous 
the moral effeet upon them, many turned 
aside, their eyes streaming with tears, while 
all stood with blanched faces, As for the 
populace which thronged on the outskirts of 
the military one might safely count upon a 
Parisian mob to enjoy such an oceasion with 
hoiiday relish. But the lesson remains, ac- 
centuated by the further committal of Drey- 
tus to a military prison for life. It is good 
for us impressionable moderns to be called 
upon now and again to pause before a punish- 
ment so meted to the betrayal of man’s honor 
in performance of his duty to a trust. 

It is a popular delusion among fond and 
apologetic wives that their husbands cannot 
by any effort free themselves of the chains 
of business or of professional employment 
in time to get up-town to teas! But 
let one of the great and sumptuous of 
the new palaces be thréwn open for 
hospitality of the maligned and derided or- 
der—an afternoon reception—and we behold 
an army of men arise to people it, trooping in 
in the wake of their wives and daughters and 
sisters with an expression biandiy apologetic, 
as who shouid say, This is an accident by 
which I was happy enough to profit for this 
occasion only!“ It is a delightful refutation 
of the charge of foreigners that our parties by 
day consist of women oniy. 


While all of New England is at present

MR. DAVID CHRISTIE MURRAY'S IMPRESSIONS OF AMERICA 
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Y DEAR —: It begins to da 

upon the flippant explorer that 

within the limits of the four million 

: and odd square miles which make 

up the United States there are more 
Americans than he will easily find time to 
disvover even if he should devote what re- 
mains of a lifetime to the task. The newest 
comer, who boasts the slightest acquaintance 
with the history and fiction of the country, 
may expect to find a difference between the 
descendant of the fiery and chivalrous pedi- 
greed Virginian and the grandson of Sam 
Slick, the clockmaker, who was probably ob- 
liviou’ of the fact that he had a great-grand- 
father. He would be prepared fora certain 
variation between the end of the old Knieker- 
becker and the children of the Western Argo- 


nauts. 


But no man will realize, until he at least be- 
gius to see it for himself, that extraordinary 
variety of races which exists here and makes 
life richer in social, racial, and individual 
contrast than it is anywhere else on the sur- 
face of the globe. 

A much traveled American put the case to 
m thus only a few days ago: “In Ireland 
you meet Irishmen; in Scotland, Scotchmen ; 
in France the people are French; in Ger- 
many, German; in Italy, Italian. Here 
a Frenchman cooks your meals, a German 
makes your bread and brews your beer, 
a Chinaman does your washing, a negro 
blacks your boots, and an Irishman 
carries your portmanteau from your hotel 
room to your cab.” There is a perfect mosaic 
of races, and they all go to make upthis great 
agglomeration of the United States. The 
powers of absorption the country owns have, 
until within the last few years, been quite om- 
nivorous. British cockney, British yokel, 
Sandy, Pat, Jacaues Dubois, familiar with 
the Maison Rouge; dandy faneur of the bou- 
levards, shabby Masaniello of Naples, many 
quartered noble of Lombardy or Rome, ar- 
tisan of Budapest, perfumed Hebraic wan- 
dered from Warsaw, Slav and Scandinavian, 
well goboren Herr and spectacled professor— 
all these, and heaven above knows how many 
more, came to this great American River of 
Life and plunged therein, and straightway be- 
came Americans. . 

Amalgamation Inte Americans. 


The second generation Americanized the 
most obdurate. At the third generation 
names remained to indicate racial origin. 
Golden locks were still golden and swart skins 
were still swarthy. But the genius of the land 
was overwhelming, and an uggiomeration of 
all Europeen peoples became one fclk, speak- 
ing one language, animated by one patri- 
otism, and identified with one national 
growth. It needs no special wisdom to note 
that there must come a time when what chem- 
ists call the point of saturation will be reached. 
In the opinion of a great many Ameri- 
cans, and those not the least observant, that 
point has been reached already, and there is 
certainly ground for the belief. Ina hundred 
— the a ae poe of the United States has 

n multiplied twenty times or thereabouts. 
The growth has been mainly from without, 
and it speaks wonders for the virility of the 
language that it hasleavened such an enor- 
mous foreign eiement. The national tongue 
conquered new comers just as the national in- 
stitutions did, but henceforth if the in- 
flux should be allowed to go on at anythi 
like the old rate the process of e bsorption wi 
naturally grow slower and more difficuit. 

As an illustration, let me offer you a very 
significant fact which came under my notice 
no later than last night. I was turning over 
the leaves of an American and Canadian news- 
paper directory, a closely printed tome of 
many hundreds of pages. At the end of it I 
found two and twenty columns of small type 
devoted to the titles and addresses of papers 
printed in foreign languages. are 
nearly 1,500 of them. The vast majority are 
German; then come French, and utter ward a 
whole string of varying nationalities. 
There are Russian, Polish, Hungari- 
an, Italian, Scandinavian, Gaelic, Erse, 
and Chinese journals. Erse newspa- 
pers are of course a learned freak, but all the 
rest are purchased and read by a natural pub- 
lic. Canada, with its settied and conserva- 
tive French population and its whole import- 
ed Scottish clans, is answerable for a good 
many of the French newspapers and for near- 
ly all the Gaelic. I have not seen them yet, 
but I have learned of the existence of com- 
munities where the German element is so 
8 that it resists the teaching of 

ngiish ia the schools. It goes without say- 
ing the resistance can only, in the his- 
toric sense, be momentary. wonder is not 
that there should be a little temporary arrest 
in the process of absorption, but that it should 
have acted as completely as it has done.

The Case Stated from the Standpoint of the Packer; the Cattle Raiser, and

20 cents only gave him a small profit. He 
tells her that he is well satisfied with the price 
and will make money if he can get trade 
enough. Then she jumps to the conclusion 
that she has been robbed most outrageously 
in her earlier trading and denounces butchers 
in general as a bad lot. 


But the chances are both men were telling 
the truth. .It is one of the queer features of 
the trade that the man who selle cheap meat 
has a better opportunity to get rich than the 
one who les more expensive kinds— 
provided both of them conduct their business 
in a legitimate way, which, ead to say, is not 
always the case. There are dishonest butch- 
ers just the same as dishonest cashiers, but 
while the end aimed for by each may be the 
same the means of attaining it are vastly 
different. It requirés more brains to rob 
people in a butcher shop than in a bank—but 
that is a story to be told later on. 

Take the case ofa man who wants to run a 
shop in a good residence locality and do an 
honest business. He rents a store which costs 
him probably $40 a month, and engages an 
assistant at $80. This is an expense of $120 
a month, or $30 a week, to which must be 
added the cost of ice, gas, heat, and other in- 
cidentals, to say nothing of living expenses 
for himself few | family. If he is a smart 
man and expects to hold a trade in a 
first-class neighborhood he must keep good 
meat, and he knows it. This forces him to 

o to Armour, Swift, Morris, or Pfaelzer and 

the best of beef. For this he will have 
to pay at the present time eight cents a 
nd for carcasses weighing from 650 to 

00 pounds net. From these he will cut about 

145 pounds of first-quality roasts and steaks, 
for which he will get from 16 to 20 cents a 
pound, The rest will be kidney fat and coarse 
meat, such as the chuck and plate pieces 
shanks, flanks, rump, etc., for much of 
which he will have no sale among his custom.

A veteran live stock reporter, one of the 
best-posted men in the business, who has 
made a close study of the beef-supply ques. 
tion both here and in England and is well- 
equip for an intelligent discussion, says 
that beef of high class is sold 
to the 1 public in the ordinary 
retail shops in this country. “It is an 
undeniable fact.“ he says, that there are a 
few butchers in Chicago who buy the best 
meats that money can get, but the buik of 
this e of beef ie consumed at the clubs 
the first-class hotels, and by rich families. 
The Eastern cities get the cream of the 
supply and the rest goesabroad, By far the 
greater part of the meat sold here is from 
an inferior grade of cattle, bat the 
consumer, by reason of the rapacity of the 
retailer, has to pay very nearly as much as 
the best sells for. Tbe claim of the butcher 
that he is foreed to get a big price for the 
choice portions because there is so much waste 
in coarse parts is ridiculous. If nis trade 
calls for all loins or ribs he can buy these 
cuts and not have a pound of waste, and most 
of them doso. It is true that a majority 
of Americans are of the opinion that 
these parts are the 22 ones fit to eat, and 
the result is most butchers buy their meats so 
as to supply this trade. But if there is any 
waste there is a market for it at a fair price, 
and the butcher knows it. He may either corn 
the unsold parts or dispose of them to men 
like Bipper, who have contracts calling for 
just that kind of meats. As for the scraps 
there are men known to the trade as tank 
men, who are always on the hunt 
for them. To sum the matter up 
there is no ood reason except the 
reed of the retailer why a consumer sbould 
ve to pay 16 cents a pound for steaks cut 
from loims that do not cost over 8 cents 
at the outside and are often bought cheaper. 


There may be some excuse for the man who 


buys prime varcasses for club-house trade 
charging a big price, but theordinary butcher 
never sees that kind of meat.”’ 

A dealer who has a representative trade 
among the best class of retailers buys his 
steers on the hoof, slaughters them himself, 
and supplies the butchers with the carcasses, 
tells this story: For my trade I must have 
a prime lot of native steers of about 1,200 
pounds live weight. This sort now cost from 
5 to 5 cents a pound on the hoof. At5cents 
such a steer as I have described will cost 
$60. It will dress about 700 pounds, which 
at eight cents a pound, the price of prime 
carcasses, will bring me $56, or $4 less than 
the animal cost when alive. To offset this I 
have the hide and offal, all of which has some 
selling value, and it is from these that the 
profit must be made. The margin is so close 
that success or failure depends almost entirely 
on the judgment of the buyer in picki out 
his cattle. The more pounds of dr beef 
you can get from an animal the greater 
will be the chance of making a profit. Now 
animals vary inthis respect very much. I 
have seen bunches of cattle averaging as high 
as 1,350 in weight that would not give as 
m beef as a 1,200-pound lot. Erime na- 
tive steers are supposed to yield at least 
fifty-eight pounds of dressed beef to the 100 
pounds of live weight, but Ihave known some 
of them to dress down to fifty-six, while 
others will run up to sixty-three pounds. Of 
course when we get hold of steers of the 
latter variety there ie a profit in the business, 
and we aim to rick out that kind all the time, 
but we don’t always do it. We ‘get the best 
results from what is known as the pony 
— the cattle that are smooth and trim in 
build and look small, but when put on the 
scales weigh from 1.200 to 1,300. Many of 
my customers will use nothing but this sort of 

1 they want of 
cents a pound. Then 
who want a fair 
quality but don’t want to pay so much 
money. in every bunch of steers there is 
sure to bea few animals that will fall below 
the ulrements in weight and finish of first- 
class ves and it is from this sort that de- 
mand I now speak of is filled. This meat is 
very little inferior to the first grade, but it 
won't do for the best trade 
to be sold cheaper than that 
the other animals in the same 
although tney all cost the . 
So far as retail prises are concerned I don’t 
think that butchers who sell the best steaks 
for 18 and 20 cents a pound are exorbitant 
in their charges, but it depends on the kind of 
meat you get. Take a 700 pound car. 
cass and the retailer will cut from 
it only two prime pieces—80 ‘pounds of 
loins unds of seven-rib 
roasts, From the rest he will get 150 pounds 
of chuck, 80 of plate pieces, 22 of shanks, 30 
of flanks, 80 pounds of rump, and 150 of 
kidney fat, with a miscellaneous assortment 
of odds and ends, In my retail market I sell 
only the best and charge 20 cents for the 
prime cuts, but at the same time I furnish 
meats to other butchers who sell a little under 
that. 


A man who has charge of the beef depart- 
ment of ome of the largest concerns in the 
city says: There is one thing sure and that 
is the wholesale meat merchants have made 
no money for nearly a year. Live cattle of 
the prime sort are dearer now than they were 
a year ago, while the dressed beef is cheaper. 
This is due to the strong competition 
in the business. There are more buy- 
ers for the good cattie and more sellers of 
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freight down to 45 cents 
me est Gee soe eae ae meow tins the tent 
we ship is paying out,’ as we t; 
is, that the receipts are enough to make good 
the cost of the beef plus the freight and other 
charges, If it were not for what is called 
*house profits’ no wholesaler could ship beef 
under the existing conditions uniess he was 
prepared to lose à lot of money. By house 
profits’ I mean the savings on the floor of 
the slaughter-house, where the strictest econ- 
omy prevails and even the minutest and seem- 
1 parts of the animal are util- 


Who buys your best beef? 
„% Well, considerable of it is sold here in 
, but the bulk of it goes to Boston, 
New ven, and other New England cities, 
I shouid eo the Boston people are the 
most lar about getting good meats, 
The New York trade is a mixed one. 
There is some prime and a great deal 
of inferior beef sold there. 
adelphia and Baltimore get good meat from 
somewhere, but it does not come from Chi- 
cago. They probably draw on the’ near-by 
farms for their supplies. It is difficult to 
class the trade of any ticular locality as 
good or bad. Take a New England city, for 
instance, One butcher may insist on having 
the best in the market, while another man 
not two blocks away will use a much cheaper 
quality.“ 

Do you look for any improvement in the 
business? 

„Les. There must be a change for the bet- 
ter. Live cattle are high, the dressed beef is 
low, and the retailer is getting about as much 
for meat as he ever did, Theseare not nat- 
ural conditions.“ 

How may a housewife remedy this trouble 
so far as the retailer is concerned? That is 
how may she take advantage of the Ic w whole- 
sale am and get good meat at reasonable 
cost? 

„By shopping for it just as she would for 
dry goods. She can lock around until she 
finds a place that suits her and where the 
prices are right. There is a great dea! of non- 
sense about this meat business in the family. 
Cheap meat is not necessarily poor meat. You 
will find lots of sweet, tender beef sold at 10 
and 12 cents a pound, and there is no reason 
why it should not be, Sometimes this meat 
is from prime carcasses and is put out cheap 
as a leader to draw trade. There are firms in 
this city that buy Armour hams and sell them 
for two cents a pound less than they cost as 
an advertisement, But on most of the cheap 
meat there is a fair profit made. 

Some years ago there was a wail from pro- 
ducer and consumer alike about the alleged 
manipulation of the beef industry by what 
was then known as the Big Four,“ the mem- 
bers of which were P. D. Armour, Nelson 
Morris, G. F. Swift, and S. W. Allerton. The 
stock raiser claimed that these men had 
throttled the market 80 that he could not get 
afair price for his cattle. The consumer 
adinitted that he didn’t know much about 
it aside from the fact that he had to pay 
a big price for his meats, which the 
retail butcher assured him was because of the 
wicked doings of the Big Four.“ The out- 
come was the formation of the Cattle Grow. 
ers’ Association, or Denver Meat Pool, the 
principal object of which was te wipe out the 
avaricious middleman. The association was 
to ship the cattle of the members to Chi- 
cago, slaughter them here, and put the car- 
casses on market. Mr. W. T. Keenan, an 
old and reliable member of the Live Stock 
Exchange, was chosen as the man best 
equip in every way to be the agent of the 
association here and the business was placed 
in his hands. The directors of the organiza- 
tion decided not to erect a slauguter-house of 
their own and asked Mr. Armour to do the 
work for them, Being inexperienced in the 
ways of the commercial world these directors 
did not ask Armour what 
he would charge for killmg the 
pool cattle. They made him an offer that 
was so much higher than the figure he had set 
in his mind that the contract was closed on 
the spot. Mr. Armour knew that his own beef 
trade would not admit of such a steep charge 
for slaughter-house work, but he was willing, 
so long as others were footing the bills, to try 
the experiment in the hope that these strang- 
ers had discovered some new law of trade that 
would enable the business to carry so heavy 
a handicap. Mr. Armour went further. He 
said to the pool: Without extra charge I 
will give you the use of my selling stations, 
clerks, agents, and cars, In other words, in- 
stead of merely killing your cattle I will put 
the beef on the market, If there is anything 
in this scheme 1 want to know it 
for my own benefit.” Mr. Keenan was en- 
thusiastic at the time and worked as hard as 
any expert could to make it a success. He 
had the unlimited confidence of both the di- 
rectors and Mr. Armour, and was the middle- 
man through whom all business was trans- 
acted. It was by no fault of his that the pool 
went to pieces. Deficit after deficit was re- 
ported and one day the directors awoke to 
the fact that they were losing nearly $5 a 
head on every steer slaughtered. Then the 
crash came and the scheme for making every 
cattie-grower his own marketman joined the 
great army of the has-beens, 

But the agitation did not cease. While the 
producers were forced dy their own experi- 
ment to concede that they were being fairly 
well treated by the buyers at the Stock-Yards 
the consumers insisted upon having cheaper 
beef. They brought such pressure to bear 
that the United States Senate delegated sev- 
eral of its members, including Messrs. Vest 
and Farweil, to make an investigation. One 
of the witnesses called before tle committee 
was the sume Mr. Keenan who had served as 
the agent uf the Cattle-Growers’ Association. 
After a few preliminary questions Mr. Vest 
asked : 

“What kind of meat do you eat, Mr. 
Keenan?’ 

Tho best I can find,” was the answer.

the long trip, insurance, the wages of attend- 
anta, and the expense cf putting the cattie on 
the market in Liverpool make up the 
rest of the $22. With this handicap 
it seems impossible that American beef 
should be cheaper, comparatively speaking, in 
Engiand than it is 4,000 miles nearer 
field of production, but this is the fact. They 
have a curious method of buying live cattle 
by dead weight in the old country. ce 
is fixed by what experts think the d 

casses will weigh. In America the simple 
system of paying for beeves and other live 
stock by the actual gross weight is followed, 
but this won’t do in the across the sea. 
Buyer and seller over there agree as to 
what a steer will dress “ sinking the offal,”’ 
and on this calculation the trade is made, 
The average price for American beeves in 
Liverpool in resent depressed condition 
of the market is about 11 cents a pound for 
the estimated dressed weight. This is fuliy 
four cents a pound more than the retail 
butcher in Chicago pays, for the buik 
of the cattle export are not of so 
high a grade as those slaughtered here 
and sold in the carcass at eight cents, 
The English butcher gets his best cuts from 
the home cattle he buys at Smithfield mar- 
ket or from prime American dressed beef, 
Frozen meat from South America and frozen 
mutton from Australia and New Zealand sat - 
isfy the demand of the pdorer classes, while 
the small tradesmen and similar — le who 
conatitute the larger part of the English pop- 
ulation are fed on the meat comes from 
cattle shipped on the hoof from the 
States. 


The English butcher is a conservative man. 
The chances are his father before him was a 
butcher, and if he has a son he expects to raise 
bim in the same line of trade. He is not 
bothered with political or social aspirations, 
and so long as his business gives him a living, 
be it never so frugul, he is content. He is 
satisfied with a smailer margin of profit than 
his American brother, and being naturally of 
athrifty turn manages to lay up a little 
money under conditions that would frighten 
off a man of different temperament. Compe- 
tition is strong and he has to economize at 
every point. There are some things in his 
favor, however. Oneof theseis that he can 
rentashop ready fitted for his business at 
one pound ($5) a week. To his assistant he 
will have to pay ten shillings ($2.50) a week 
and board, and while the living will be gener- 
ous in quantity there will be no porterhouse 
steaks or lamb chops on the butcher's table, 
at least not very often. The English people 
are great consumers of what in this country 
is known as coarse meats. Thereis no rage 
there for eteaks and cuts of that kind and the 
retailer is generally ableto sell every scrap 
of the carcass, These are some of the rea- 
sons, and the principal ones, why an English 
butcher, paying 4 cents over the Chicago 
values for his stock, is able to retail it for 
om the same price thatis chargedin this 
city. 

But the business of exporting American 
cattle and beef is fast dying out. The hostile 
action of the nations of continental Europe 
in barring out our meats from all fear of 
pleuro-pneumonia and the introduction of 
cheaper frozen beef into England has about 
spoiled the foreign market. Mr. Nelson 

orris, who has been doing the largest part 
of the export business for years, is about the 
only man now left who is shippmg cattle in 
any considerable number, — even he is 
ready to * unless there is a change for the 
better. r. Morris asserts that there has 
been a direct loss on every cargo of cattle 
shipped to England or Europe for nearly a 
year past, and he is indorsed in this state:nent 
by Mr. Swift and other gentlemen who have 
had a similar experience, Mr. Armour goes 
even further and says that every man engaged 
in the wholesale beef industry whether as ex- 
porter or supplier of the home trade has lost 
money for months. So long as American 
shippers could get their cattle and beef into 
European countries there was a little profit in 
the trade; enough at least to encourage them 
to keep on in the hope that the business would 
grow so that even a smail profit on each ship- 
ment would in the aggregate be worth work. 
ing for. Even atter France and Ger. 
many bad such restrictions 
on make direct 
shipments impossible and the official 
records showed that the business had prac. 
tically been suspended, our exporters kept on 
sending cattle abroad in much larger num- 
bers than the British market demanded, All 
of these cattle were billed to England but it 
was well understood that they were not used 
in that country. Where they went to was one 
of the secrets of the trade until one day it 
leaked out that, despite the quar- 
antine regulations, American cattle and 
bee were on sale in Ger- 
many and other Eurorean nations from whose 
territory they were —1 to be barred, 
The sharp exporter had been using England 
as a sort of ciearing-house for his business. 
Then the people on the continent took an- 
other aggressive step and barred out all 
American cattie and beef sent via England as 
well as those sent direct. Less energetic men 
than the Chicago exporters would have given 
7 the fight at this point, but the suspension 
of continental trade was only temporary. 

Some one cailed attention to the fact that 
Antwerp wasa port of entry, from which it 
was easy to send cattle and beef allover the 
continent, and that the American product had 
not been interdicted by the Beigians. Sud. 
denly a great trade with Belgium sprung up 
and it became the wonder of the business 
world why so small a country should 
consume so large a quantity of 
American cattle and beer At that 
time only those men engaged in the export 
trade could solve the puzzle, and they had 
other things to attend to. Suddenly the Ger- 
mans became aware of the real status of 
affairs and stopped the shipment of our cattle 
and beef into their country from Bel. 
gium, justas they baddone with the ship- 
ments from — agen But they went further. 
Not content with barring the American prod- 
ucts out of their own country the Germans 
forced Belgium to take similar action and 
thus it came about that the Chicago exporter 
woke up last Tuesday morning to find the 
only port by which he could get his products 
into continental Europe closed. 

This cutting off of our export trade has had, 
of course,a most depressing effect on the 
raisers and feeders of the class of cattle used 
in this line of the business and the market is 
overstocked, This is bound toin turn affect 
all other classes of cattle except gilt- 
edged native steers. Every farmer who 
fats a few head of steers for 
every ranchman, and every 
will suffer to some extent by this shutting off 
of our export trade. The demand for their 
stock will be cut off to just the extent of our 
former shipments, and the natural result will 
be a decline in values for all but the very 
best sorts. 

The market of Continental Europe is much 
better for the American exporter than that of 
England. This Nelson Morris explains as 
follows: 

“In the British market we come in competi- 
tion with frozen beéf and mutton from South 
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Under these conditions it makes no 
difference to the seeker for cheap food that 
American beef 1s better in quality than the 
frozen product of South America or Aus- 
tralia. It is price, not quality, that decides 
the question in his mind in favor of the frozen 
beef. The result is that we have lost this 
cheap trade in England entirely. Now, 
on the continent the conditions are 
much different. There most of the peo- 
ple, and especially the poorer class, boil their 
meat, and thus get a soup from it before it is 
sent to the table. This is done in the interest 
of economy in order that no part of the beef 
may be wasted. Frozen meats will not make 
soups, and consequently there is no sale for 
them on the continent, and until this embargo 
we have had the market to ourselves. 


Raisers of cattle make a great mistake in 
sending anything but the ripe, well-faitened 
steers to market. Good steersare always in 
demand and bring a fair price, while the poor 
sorts are always hard to get rid of at any price. 
The day when a man could turn a bunch of 
2 out on the prairie and let them 

ustle for their food, then pick them 
up a couple of - years later and 
get a good price for them in 
the Chicago market is gone. So also 
is the romance of ranching. big ranges 
in the West have been overcrowded, and there 
is now little desirable feeding ground outside 
of Montana and Texas. There is lots of good 
grass in Wyoming, Nebraska, Kansas, and 
other Western States, but as a rule it is so far 
from water as to worthless for 
grazing purposes. The man who makes 
a success of raising ranch cattle 
these days has to take care of them. He 
has to dig wells for water, put up hay for 
winter feed, corral hia stock during hard 
storms, and in other ways use common sense 
in his business. The men who follow this 
plan are making a living and laying by a little 
money, but there ie no bonanza init. Be- 
sides this, hard work is distasteful to 
most of the old-timers. It doesn’t give 
them any excuse for carrymg forty-four 
caliber guns with which to scare timid tender- 
feet and they have no time to waste in drink- 
ing red liquor at the tavern. Result: Exit the 
hard-riding, old-style cowboy and his big 
bunches of wild untamable steers; enter tne 
new farmer-ranchman with his small herds of 
half-grade cattle, his fenced lands, and 
other signs of _— civilization. There 
are still many long-horned Texans and West- 
ern steers coming to market in the season, 
but the number of natives and half-grades is 
constantly growing larger. The Texans and 
Westerns supply what is called cheap 
butchere’ stock, while the natives, when ing 
condition, make what is known in the trade as 
prime beef, . Well-fed Texans, that is grass 
cattle that have been finished off with liberal 
rations of grain, sell as high as $4.25 on the 
hoof in Chicago. The prime natives ure now 
bringing as much as $5.50. This difference 
of $1.25 represents an enormous profit to the 
feeder if he is where he can get cheap fodder. 
Most of the natives come from small feeders 
in Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, and other — * 
States. These men buy up what is call 
stockers and feeders— these are young natives 
that have been running on grass and are small 
and thin. Stears of this sort will aver- 
age from 700 to 850 pounds each and are 
sold for $2.50 to $3.25 a hundred. The feed- 
er crams them with good rich food, such as 
oil cake, grain, and hay, until they increase 
in weight to 1,200 pounds, when, if they are 
in prime shape, he selle then in Chicago for 
from $4.75 to $6.50. His profit is repre- 
sented by the increase in weight and price less 
the cost of feed and attendance. A big 
business is done by men like Nelson Morris 
in feeding cattle on distillery slop and, con- 
trary to the genera! belief, eattle make 
a pretty fair grade of beef. So extensive has 
this business become that contracts are made 
for the entire output of the big distilleries.

The presentation of Humperdinck’s fairy 
opera, Hansel and Gretel, the vorspiel to 
which was given a first American’ perform. 
ance in a recent concert by the Chicago Or. 
chestra, has awakened marked interest in 
London. Buta year previous the first pro- 
duction of the work took place at Weimar. 
Since that time it has been added with success 
to the repertory of thirty German theaters, 
Doubt was at first expressed as to whether the 
opera would meet with equal recognition from 
the English-speaking world because of the 
libretto, founded upon the nursery 
tale of “Babes in the Wood.” Com- 
ing during the holiday season. and 
in pantomime time, the libretto bas 
been received in the spirit in which it is pur- 
posed and with an unreserve in which criti- 
diem has had no part. The lyrics in the En- 
giish version are by Miss Constance Bache, 
who ig mentioned as having fulfilled the task 
in a worthy manner. As the vorspiel so 
strongly evidenced, the music is said to indi- 
cate throughout in treatment the influence of 
Wagner. Numerous leading motives ” are 
employed in the work. Beyond. this there is 
the melodic charm of the German folk

music. The story is the all familiar one of 
Hansel and Gretel, who, sent into the forest 
to make a meal of berries, fall asleep under 
the trees, with angels to keep harm from 
them. With the awakening comes the 
child-devouring witch, who is herself 
caught by them and the children under 
her spell relea- ed from enchantment. The 
scene in which the principal spectacular effect 
is produced is the one resplendent with an- 
gels. The several principal roles are, with 
the exception of that of the father, supplied by 
women. It is in the second act that the com- 
poser is said to be at his best, a portion of the 
work which contains The Witch's Ride,“ 
the dream music, and wood music. A review 
of the work mentions the fact that while a 
symphonic orchestra is kept at work from 
first to last with much complication of themes 
and overpowering effects, the stage is always

Revival at McVicker’s Essentially Like Its 
Predecessors. 

„The Black Crook,” now a week old in its 
present engagement at McVicker’s, may be 
expected to furnish entertainment to admir- 
ers of the spectacular and mystical from the 
same boards two weeks longer. Over 200 
performances have been given at McVicker’s 
during the last year and a half, and still it 
controls enough popular interest to fill the 
theater.

By an 
artistic mind possessing authority one means 
a director like Mr. Daly or Mr, Irving; but the 
vexatious thing in the present state of the 
drama is that persons of taste have no author- 
ity, and those who have the authority are gen- 
erally without taste.

It 
was born of a somewhat absurd state of 
things which appealed to the humorous 
eye. The thrifty Oriental, who was invad- 
ing California in large numbers, was as 
imitative asa monkey. He did as the Cau- 
casian did im all respects, and, bemg more 
patient and frugal, did it a little better. From 
cer mining to card playing he industricus- 
y followed the example set him by his supe- 
riors, and took cheating at cards quite seri- 
ously as a valuable addition to the interesting 
game. He cheated admirably, but, instead of 
winning praise for it, found himself, when 
caught at it, abused, contemned, and o¢ca- 
sionally mobbed by his teachers in a way that 
had not been dreamt of in his philosophy. 
This point I put into verse. heard nothing 
of it for some time, until a friend told me it 
was making the rounds of the Eastern press.
